Trophy 



SECONDS' TAKEN OFF 

RECORD FOR SPEED 



,'enry Farman Wins New 
Laurels by Flying With 
Two Passengers 



Bethany Aviation Field, Rhelms, 
Aug. 28. — The international cup of 
aviation, known also as the Gordon 
ptr.nett trophy, wc.3 won toduy by 
Glen,-" H. Curtiss, the Ann lican aviator 
in the fastest aeriul journey of 20 
kilometers (12.42 miles) ever accom- 
plished bv man. 

Curtiss' time of 15 ojinutes 50 3-5 
seconds, was only 5 3-3 seconds faster 
than that made by Bicriot over the 
same course 

The other two pilots who represented 
France, Latham uiid lefebvre, finished 
respectively In 17 mjns. 32 sec, and 20 
mlns. 47 3-5 sec. Cockburn, the Eng- 
lishman, ran into a haystack as he 
was rianoouvrlng for the start, and 
Old l;Ot cross the line. Several ma- 
chines expected to start were not ready 
within the time limll. 

The race lay between Bleriot and 
Curtiss, with Latham as an outsider. 
Fortune favored the daring- American. 
An accident two days ago to Blerlot's 
powerful fast maerunt. with which he 
held the lap reccrd, was a serious 
handicap, as he had no opportunity to 
try out the repaired machine. 

Curtiss stole & march on his rivals 
by getting away early. Finding con- 
ditions favorable at 10 o'clock in the 
morning, he decided to take no chances 
in the iicl'.le vitather, and after a trial 
trip, in which he made the circuit of 
the course In 7 minutes 55 1-5 seconds, 
lowering the world's record 9 seconds, 
he started immediately on his attempt 
to win the coveted cup. He handled 
his machine in masterly stylo, espe- 
cially at the turns, which he took on 
the down grade. The first round, 
measuring G.21 miles, was made in 
seven minutes, 57 2-5 seconds, some- 
what slower than the trial, but the 
second round was covered 2 seconds 
faster, in 7 minutes 53 1-5 seconds, 
another world's record. 

Bleriot's Effort 

Bleriot, whose machine was equip- 
ped with a four-bladed propeller made 
a trial, but could do no better than 
7 minutes, 58 1-5 seconds for the round. 
Then, upon the advice of M. Santos- 
Dumont, he substituted a two-bladed 
propeller and tinkered with his ma- 
chine for several hours. In the mean- 
time, Lefebvro in a "Wright biplane, 
but without hope of winning, flew over 
the course, his time was 5 minutes 
slower than Curtiss'. 

The excitement grew steadily as 5 
o'clock approached, which the public 
understood was the time limit for 
starting the event. Bleriot's and 
Latham's machines were run out. 
Everybody stood eager, watch In 
hand. At 5 o'clock the crowds con 
eluded that he two French champions 
had defaulted, and a murmur of pro- 
test arose, but a minute later it was 
officially announced that the wording 
of the rule had been misunderstood, 
and that the rule allowed a start to 
be made any time before half past 5 
o'clock. 

A few minutes later Bleriot and 
Latham crossed the lino in quick suc- 
cession. Bleriot went by at a terrific 
pace. He nlshed the firBt round almost 
in the identical time of Curtiss' fast- 
est lap, covering the ten kilometers in 
7 minutes, 53 3-5 seconds, but his 
speed seemed to decrease in the last 
round, and before ho reached the final 
turn the stop watches showed that he 
had lost. The judges immediately ran 
up the American flag on the timekeep- 
ers' stand in front of the tribunes as 
the ofilcial announcement that Curtiss 
was the winner. 

Just then Bleriot clipped 5 2-5 sec- 
onds off Curtiss' fastest round in the 
international In a ten kilometer flight 
in the lap speed contest, making the 
distance in 7 minutes, 47 4-5 seconds, 
which is a new world's record. 
Protest Disallowed. 

Henry Farman's great victory of 
yesterday when he flew 100 kilometres 
(111.78 miles) In 3:4:5(5 2-5, was ofllcl- 
ally protested on the ground that he 
entered with a Vivlnue motor, but sub- 
stituted a Gnome motor, and that ho 
violated artlclo 8 of the regulations, 
which provides that all material em- 
ployed on the ground be approved by 
the committee on August 20, two days 
before the contests opened. The com- 
mitteo rendered a decision favorable to 
Farman when the Englishman produc- 
ed written authorolty from three mem- 
bers of the committco to use tho 
Gnome motor. 

Farman's New Feat. 

Henry Farman, tho English aviator, 
who yesterday won tho Prix do Cham- 
pagne, today added to his laurels by! 
carrying two passengers around the 
course in 10 min. 39 sec. 

Tomorrow's programme includes tho 
Prix do l'Altitudo, of $2,000, to bo 
awarded tho neroplanlst attaining the 
highest altitude, the conclusion of tho 
passenger and speed contests, and long 
distance flights by Paulham, Lofebvro, 
and Tissandler, In efforts to beat Fr.r- 
man's record for tho annual Michelln 
prize.

A riot call was sent 
to police headquarters, but before tho 
police arrived the armed knights had 
restored order.

Arden, N. Y., Aug. 28.— E. H. Har- 
riman, notwithstanding the flurry of 
yesterday, is not to undergo a surgi- 
cal operation at the present time. His 
seclusion in his Tower Hill homo is 
as complete as ever, but the informa- 
tion which was gleaned today tends 
to support tho increasing confidence 
that ills ailment is not to be relieved 
by the surgical knife just now. 

Aside from this the most Important 
Incident bearing upon his illness to- 
day was a visit from Jacob S. Schil'f, 
the New York banker ,the first prom- 
inent figure In tho financial world to 
see Mr. Harriman since his return 
from Europe. Mr. Sghiff came, ap- 
parently witli the idea of ascertain- 
ing just how ill Mr. Harriman is. He 
did not talk business, and when he 
left he said: "Mr. , Harriman is bet- 
ter." 

Whether the decision not to oper- 
ate on Mr. Harriman because his phy- 
sical condition would make an opera- 
tion unwise, or whether no operation 
Is necessary, must remain unanswered 
as long as tho Harriman family main- 
tains its rigid policy of silence. But 
.on authority which could not be con- 
firmed from Arden, it was learned that 
after a consultation In Wall street, 
most deeply concerned in the Harri- 
man securities, that it was best, to 
let the patient have the full benefit 
of tho rest euro recommended at 
Badgasteln before resorting to the 
heroic alternative. 

Operation Not Necesary 

Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 28. — In a pri- 
vate telegram received here today, tho 
source of which was withheld, but 
tho authenticity of which is not to bo 
doubted, Dr. George W. Crile, the 
Cleveland surgeop called into consul- 
tation regarding the condition of E.

Laredo, Tex., Aug. 28. — Reports 
reached hero this evening of one of 
the most disastrous floods that has 
ever been experienced in northern 
Mexico, caused by the overflow of tho 
Santa Catarlna river. 

According to the rumors, there has 
been a great loss of life, estimated as 
high as 300, and the financial damage 
is estimated at anywhere from $1,000,- 
000 to two million dollars.

Farmers in Middle Western 
States to Be Supplied 
From Alberta 



Calgary, Aug. 28— United States ag- 
riculturists now acknowledge that puro 
seed is more easily obtained in west- 
ern Canada than elsewhere. This 
statement is borne out by tho fact 
that Prof. Shaw, the dean of Ameri- 
can agriculture. Is no\v arranging to 
secure pure seed from Bow River agri- 
culturists for the purpose of distribu- 
tion among tho farmers of North Da- 
kota. 

Even heads of transportation com- 
panies operating In the middle west 
are securing winter wheat from the 
Bow valley for the purpose of distri- 
bution among farmers whoso land lies 
tributary to their linos. 

There is now a determined effort 
across the border to raise wheat of as 
high standard as that raised In Can- 
ada west. American millers demand 
hard Canadian wheats to mix with the 
softer varieties grown in tho States, 
and are importing in over- Increasing 
quantities. None of tho American 
wheat compares with Alberta Red and 
Manitoba Hard.

Berlin, Aug. 28. — A series of acci- 
dents to motors and propellers and con- 
trary winds combined to keep Count 
Zeppelin from the fulfillment of his 
promise to visit Berlin on his airship 
on August 2S. 

The Zppelin III is now at Bitterfeld, 
having started from Freidrichsliafen at 
4:30 a. m. on Friday. The delay, how- 
ever, will only last one Jay, as the 
Count tonight announced his intention to 
leavo Bitterfeld about 4 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, arriving at tlio capital at 
noon in the airship. 

The eventful voyage from Nuremburg 
ended this evening, and the crippled 
crnt't landed in the presence of many 
thousands of spectators. Crown Princo 
1'TBUerlck William and Count Zeppelin 
were together at the anchorage, and im- 
mediately telegraphed to the Emperor 
requesting Instructions regarding when 
he desired the vessel to come to Berlin. 
The Emperor replied: "Come tomorrow 
early." 

The Fmperor has been kept constantly 
inrormcd as to tho airship's progress, 
and was prepared throughout the day 
to proceed to the Temple of Field to 
witness tho arrival.

Trunk Pacific party, including Sir 
Charles Rivers-Wilson, chairman of 
the board; C. M. Hays; president, and 
E. J, Chamberlln, general manager, 
returned from Prince Rupert on the 
Rupert City. Sir Charles was tend- 
ered a banquet by the Vancouver 
Board of Trade at the Hotel Vancou- 
ver tonight. He will postpone his 
intended departure tomorrow for a ' 
day or two In order to meet Premier 
McBride, who is on his way down 
from the North. 

Sir Charles said: "All my expecta- 
tions have been surpassed. We all 
know the weakness of explorers to 
exaggerate, but in this instance there 
has been no exaggeration. All re- 
ports that I had received respecting 
the extraordinary advantages of tho 
location of Prince Rupert, its harbor 
and great scenic beauty, as well as th'o 
posibilities for trude and commerce 
when the railway is completed have 
proven to be absolutely correct. 

"Meantime I noticed "that every ex- 
ertion and preparation are being made 
by enterprising population of the fu- 
ture terminus. Lots are being rapid- 
ly acquired at prices much in excess 
of what was contemplated. Buildings 
of all descriptions are in course of 
construction, and therer is little 
doubt in my mind that when the mo- 
ment arrives for the driving of the 
last spike at Prince Rupert the rail- 
way company will find a good sized 
city in existence and waiting the psy- 
chological moment for engaging in a 
great variety of large enterprises. 

"The harbor above all, struck me as 
one of the most beautiful and com- 
modious in the world, and Its selec- 
tion reflects great credit on the en- 
gineers and surveyors in employ of 
railway company.

The 
race was swum oyer a *20 yard course, 
and making the- ouuvard length, the 
competitors were lavored by the cur- 
rent. '; Returning, they had to breast 
the tide; the last half of the journey 
I being made fir.,- slow time. Last-Sat- 
urday week, In- tho • ;B. >.C. swimming 
championships, Crompton- covered the 
same distance, .over the same course, 
in 7 mln. .31 2-5 see;, and it is hardly 
likely that he Improved -his time, no 
matter what the difference in water 
conditions, by nearly two minutes. The 
time for the world's championship 
(440 yards) is 5 mln. 20 2-5 sec. The 
time with which Crompton is credited 
yesterday is easily a Canadian record. 
A mistake of a minute was probably 
made by the docker, for that Crompton 
Improved on his showing In the B. C. 
championship was evident, and with 
different tidal conditions, it was pos- 
sible that he knocked forty or fifty 
seconds off his time. 

Weather Favorable, 
Yesterday's gala was favored with 
Ideal weather conditions. A cloudless 
sky, a warm sun, and practically no 
breeze, left nothing to be desired, andj 
the committee who had charge of the 
arrangements are to be congratulated 
on the felicitous manner in which the 
different events were brought off. The 
course for the .swimmers was kept well 
cleared, and the spectators ashore, of 
whom there were some 100, were able 
to obtain a good view of the races. 

• F. . Crompton, who has earned the 
title of the best all round swimmer in 
British Columbia, besides winning the 
440 yards race, also easily vanquished 
all opponents in the 100 yards cham- 
pionship. In this ievent his nearest 
attendant was G. McKinnon, who, 
however, wus ten yards behind the 
winner. With each succeeding race 
Crompton shows improvement, and he 
is rapidly rounding Into one of the best 
men the province has had in a num- 
ber of years. 

The ladles' 50 yard championship, as 
was generally anticipated, wont to 
Miss Madge Griffin. Immediately 
upon entering the water she commenc- 
ed to draw away from her Juvenile op- 
ponents, and by the time the winning 
raft was reached had forged ahead by 
nearly fifteen yards. -Miss Dorotny 
Hay, who, despite her tender years, 
swims a strong breast stroke, finished 
second In tills event. 

H. Boggs, a swimmer who has al- 
ready . won a number of prizes, was 
ahead In the 50 yards junior race, and 
was also successful In the back stroke 
event. He lias an attractive stroke, 
and should soon be In the B. C. cham- 
pionship class. 

The relay race between teams of 
four picked by F. Crompton v and H. 
Pomfrct was closely contested' from 
start to finish. The margin between 
the respective men In finishing whs 
very near, and the affair aroused con- 
siderable excitement. F. Crompton's 
team, composed of himself, F. Carrie, 
E. Crompton, and O. Margison, proved 
successful. The distance which each 
team swum was 200 yards. 

In the diving competition there were 
twelve competitors. Some clean ex- 
hibitions were given, but the display 
all round was somewhat mediocre. Af- 
ter the first round It was evident that 
the decision rested between O. Dins- 
dale and C. Hopper, and although, 
from a spectator's standpoint, the dis- 
play of Hopper seemed the most fin- 
ished, the award went to Dlnsdale. 

The novelty and emergency races 
provoked considerable amusement, and 
the gala was one of the most success- 
ful ever held In local waters.

Cohoes ; Are Plentiful in Straits 
and Big Catches Are 
Taken 



These line sunny mornings there is 
presented In the straits one of the 
prettiest and busiest scenes that could 
be witnessed In the calm waters of 
Juan do Fuca, for the salmon are run- 
ning strong at the present time, and 
those who are so fond of landing the 
cohoes are now In all their glory. 

One has but to row around for a 
time boforo there is a strike, followed 
by a few moments', excitement, and 
then In tho bottom of the boat a line 
big, but none the less scaly, salmon, 
fresh out of the straits that are so 
close at hand. 

Early In the morning, yes, very 
early, the straits swarm with boats 
from the San Pedro buoy to well past 
Trial Island, containing lovers of troll- 
ing, who are at this season of the year 
all In their glory. Every fourth year 
there is supposed to be a big run of 
salmon, and this year is the rourth, 
and the big ones that go after tho 
spoon so strongly are biting plentifully/ 
and there are mighty few boats that 
go out nowadays that don't return with 
at the very, least half a dozen cohoes. 
In some cases this amount of fish is a 
comparatively small catch. 

Many who would like to indulge In 
the sport find the weariness of pulling 
a rowboat too much. At the present 
time boats can be secured at Foul Bay 
and but ten minutes' rowing will find 
the HportmenJn the vlclntly of Trial 
Island, which is' considered to be the 
happy hunting grounds of trollors. ' 

Trout fishing is good at Sooke Bake, 
according to'Veeent reports, and many 
good catches have been taken out of 
this popular fishing resort. Very many 
anglers are expected to make the La- 
bor Day holiday a fishing excursion, 
and already many parties have been 
made up for Sooke Lake. It might 
be interesting to state at this juncture 
that good fishing: is the order at Pros- 
pect Lake, the. spoon being the allur- 
ing bait at this resort.

Not being able to 
understand the English language very 
well, the German could not give a 
satisfactory explanation of his posi- 
tion.

tion by friends who were attracted by 
his cries to the spot for help. He was 
carried to his home, where he shortly 
revived. 

ALvout half an hour later another 
German from Dominion was set upon 
by four men, presumably the same 
parties. The Germaji in order to de- 
fend himself from the attacks of tho 
men pulled out a knife and stabbed 
one of his assailants in the arm. The 
cold steel evidently had a good effect 
in cooling the fighting ardor of the 
gang, for they left the spot in a hurry.

The Germans 
did not recognize their assailants, and 
it is not likely that they will be cap- 
tured.

It seems to lie taken for granted 
that Mr. W. C. Wells will be appointed 
lieutenant-governor. The appointment 
will be a very satisfactory one to 
everybody. During the years in which 
Mr. Wells resided in this city ns Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works he 
made mnny warm, personal friends. 
He is of a very likable personality, 
with sufficient personal dignity and a 
very good knowledge of men. He will 
discharge the official duties of his of- 
fice with fairness and impartiality, 
and the social duties with a genuine 
spirit of hospitality. 

; AN URGENT DUTY 

The importance of making every 
eftort for the recognition of the ad- 
vantages of Esquimau ifi connection 
with the proposed naval dock and 
shipbuilding plant cannot be overstat- 
ed. It is interesting to recall In this 
connection that the Board of Trade, as 
soon ns the intention of the govern- 
ments concerned to meet in confer- 
ence to discuss imperial defence, for- 
warded a memorial to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in which the advantages of 
that part were set out, and special 
mention was made of the fact that 
the memorial was forwarded be- 
cause of the proposed conference. 
Whether it was in tho hands of the 
Canadian delegates at the time .of the 
conference we cannot of course say. 
hut there is nothing unreasonable in 
the assumption that it was. The 
case as it now stands will call for 
careful handling.- There will very 
naturally he a strong, effort put forth 
by other localities to secure the dock 1 
itnd the' shipbuirdlng " yard." Efforts 
will undoubtedly be made to employ 
political influence to the same end. 
We must be prepared for s\ich things 
and met them with good temper. 
The decision is one for experts, and 
in tin- absence of any evidence to the 
cuntrary we assume that expert ad- 
vice will prevail with the Dominion 
Government In such a matter. Our 
duty seems to be to marshal all 
available facts, which show Es<iul- 



permltted himself to be deluded Into 
taking a position absolutely Inconsist- 
ent with the practices of his daily 
life. 

Perhaps there is nothing that ought 
to bo more vigorously combuttod than 
tho Idea against what the above ob- 
servations have been directed. If it 
gains much greater strength, organ- 
ized government by the people will 
become inposslble, and In Its place wo 
shall have an autocracy. This is not 
by any means an imaginary danger. 
Already a growing element in the 
community, which looks with suspicion 
upon every proposal of a public char- 
acter, has to be reckoned with in all 
public movements. We are not now re- 
ferring to the avowed opponents of the 
present social system. They are num- 
erically so few as to be' almost a 
negllble quantity, We refer to those 
who ,on all other subjects are safe and 
sound; who are good citizens, law 
abiding men nnd women, self-sacrific- 
ing parents — men who would shed the 
last drop of their blood for their coun- 
try; women whose ambition it Is to 
train up strong and honorable chil- 
dren. It is among such people that 
the canker of distrust is 
eating its deadly way, and it is to 
them that we appeal for an honest 
examination of the case. ■'Judge not, 
that ye be not judged," said the Great 
Teacher, "for In' like manner that ye 
measure unto others It shall be meas- 
ured unto you." The see<1 "f dishon- 
esty is suspicion. 



MARS. 

The most interesting object In the 
sky just now is the planet Mars. There 
is no reason for mistaking it, for its 
bright red light is conspicuous In the 
eastern sky us soon as darkness sets 
In. Tonight the nearness of the Moon 
may dim its lustre to some extent, but 
If the sky is clear it will shine out 
plainly enough. It is getting nearer 
the earth steadily, and next month will 
be as close as it ever gets, that is, both 
the earth and the planet will be on the 
saine side of the sun. and on the same 
line. Astronomers are watching its 
ruddy- face with great interest. The 
United States observers at Flagstaff 
have been making interesting observa- 
tions all summer. They claim to have 
discovered that the "canals" have their 
origin in tho "Ice-cap," and that as 
long ago as April distinct cracks in the 
ice-cap were visible. French observers 
say that the canals are enlarging mi 
summer in the planet's southern hemi- 
sphere advances. 

Mars on September 23rd will be 5S.- 
000,000 miles from the sun; that is, it 
will bo 232 times as far away as the 
| moon. At this time the earth will lie 
j invisible to .Mars, because It will be be- 
| tween the planet and the sun. Thero- 
| fore- our unilluminuted side -will- be 
I turned to the planet. The suggestion 
J lias been made that we might be able 
j to take this opportunity of signalling 
I to Mars; but that would be impossible, i 
J because we could not hope to produce 
1 a light so brilliant as to overcome the 
I rays of the sun, and that would be 
j necessary, because even now an ob- 
' server on Mars could not see the earth 
| under any conditions, because we 
j would only be above his horizon in the 
day time, when we could not possibly

Winnipeg, August 2S. — The past 
twenty-four hours has witnessed ono 
Of the most remarkable changes of 
temperature on record In this district. 
Early Friday morning the thermome- 
ter was nearer eighty than seventy 
hero, but today tho mercury had drop- 
ped away dangerously towards the 
freezing point. In fact In some parts 
of the West, such as Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Swift Current and Battleford 
light frosts are reported last night, 
but not considered enougli, to effect 
standing crops, especially as high 
winds are blowing, if the winds keep 
up tho damage to standing crops 
should frosts occur tonight, need not 
be very serious, but tho probabilities 
are for two or three degrees of frost 
in the cold clay bottoms. 

So far tho crop has escaped free of 
frost damage, but next week must bo 
an anxious one. Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday arc the dangerous nights and' 
should these be negotiated safely the 
crop should be harvested free from 
any material frost damage.

R. J. Pollock Speaks Enthusiastically 
of Queen Charlotte Island 
Camp. 

"Tasso Harbor camp on tho west 
coast of Moresby Island will be one of 
the biggest producers in British Co- 
lumbia within tho next two years. In 
all my mining experience I have never 
seen better showing and higher av- 
erage values than exist here." 

Tills is the high trlbuto paid tho new 
copper-gold camp in the Queen Char- 
lotto Islands by Mr. R. J. Pollock, a 
well-known mining man, who has had 
I experience Lp nearly every Western 
camp In Canada and the United Stutes. 
Mr. Pollock spent "many years in Alas- 
ka after leaving Southern British Co- 
lumbia. He was the organizer of the 
well-known Hadley Mines Consolidat- 
ed on Prince of Wales Island. 

Mr. Pollock visited Tasso Harbor 
mainly for the purpose of making an 
olllciul examination of the Warwick 
group which Hon. Thomas Taylor and 
Messrs. F. C. Elliot and Arthur Gow- 
ing, of Revelstoke, bonded to a Du- 
luth syndicate for about $f>00,000. Tho 
group In question was located by Mr. 
Gowing, a veteran Kootonay prospec- 
tor. 

"It Is no exaggeration to say that 
the ore body on tho Warwick group of 
seventeen claims is fully 2S0 feet wide 
and has been proved for a distance of 
3,000 feet by means of open cuts every 
few hundred feet apart," says Mr. Pol- 
lock. "The ore is also exposed on 
rocky bluffs and preserves the same 
character throughout. A cross-cut 
tunnel is now In over eighty feet and 
is still in solid ore. My samples have 
not yet been assayed, but they will run 
high. I was informed that a series of 
tests by a previous visitor gave an 
average return of over 5 per cent, cop- 
per with $3 in gold and $2 in silver 
per ton. 

"Although the ore has not actually 
been blocked out in a mining sense I 
have no hesitation in stating that the 
exposure in the cross-cut and the gen- 
eral showing on tho surface lead mo 
/ to believe that the company would bo 
justified in erecting at onco a smelter 
with a capacity of 500 tons dally. Some 
of the open cuts are over 200 feet 
wide and are also in the same charac- 
teristic ore. 

"The ore body occurs between a cry- 
tallized lime footwall and a felslto 
hanging wall and Is crossed by two 
diabase dykes. About thirty men aro 
now engaged at development work. 
There are other big propositions in the 
samo camp, but I did not examine 
them. I refer to the Contract group 
now under bond to Mr. A. B. W, 
Hodges and other officials of the 
Granby Consolidated Company. 

"Everybody in camp had a good word 
to say about tho Morgan and Apex 
groups, which give promise of becom- 
ing great mines. Theso properties aro 
in the same belt as tho Warwick and 
all possess the same uniform values, at 
least so I was told by reliable parties." 



AUTO SPEEDERS 

RACE TO DEATH 

Brighton Beach, N. Y., Aug. 2S.— 
The record for the first nino hours of 
the 2-1-hour auto raco on the new 
motordrome track, is one driver kill- 
ed, one very badly injured, another 
badly burned, and a policeman ' crip- 
pled, having both his legs smashed. 
Fully 15,000 persons were present 
when the fatal smash occurred last 
night which crushed the life out of 
Mechanic I.ordeole, who was in the 
Stearns car with Driver Laurent 
Grosse, and more than half that num- 
ber remained until daylight this 
morning. 

During the night there were many 
spills, which forced several cars to 
take trips to their camps for repairs. 
Tho Rainier and Renault racers were 
more lucky than tho others, and they 
raced each other nip and tuck for five 
miles amid the cheers of spectators 
until they got on level terms, shortly 
after six o'clock. Two hours later 
t.hey still were tied for first place. 

Ono of the early morning accidents 
was the turning over of tho Lozler 
car under which Driver Heina was 
buried, but ho was not even scratched. 
He had 'a rest of nearly two hours 
before the car was put Into commis- 
sion again.

LIBERALS MEET 
. S. FISHER 



Federal Minister Speaks 
Agricultural Possibilities 
in British. Columbia 



of 



"Esquimau, I hope, is going to be 
the headquarters of a great Canadian 
navy — a navy emblematic of Canada's 
dominating power in the Pacific. We 
have the same conditions hero which 
made England the great power in Eu- 
rope, and Japan in the Orient." 

The speaker was the Hon. Sydney 
Fisher, minister of agriculture In the 
Dominion Government, at a meeting 
held in the Liberal Committee rooms. 
Government- street last night. On the 
question of the development of the im- 
perial idea during recent years. Mr. 
Fisher grew enthusiastic, taking as his 
text "Local Autonomy and Federal 
Union." y 

About 150 people were present at 
the meeting which was arranged to ex- 
tend a welcome to- the visiting federal 
minister. R. B. McMieklng occupied 
the chair, the other speakers being H. 
A. Munn and John Jardino, M. P. P. 
The Pishing Industry 

Mr. Fisher, who is a pleasing speak- 
er, covered a wide area In his remarks 
but made no important official an- 
nouncements. Ills adjuratons, how- 
ever, to the people of British Colum- 
bia to guard and maintain their great 
natural resources, and hand them 
down unimpaired to posterity, were 
pregnant with feeling. He described 
how the fishery industry on the At- 
lantic coast had been Impaired by the 
"greed and avarice" or Canada's neigh- 
bors on the other side of the line. 
How the forests in the eastern prov- 
inces had been denuded, and how now 
the government was investigating re- 
forestation methods. Pointing a moral 
he said: "You who have the com- 
mand and control of your great natural 
resources today, of the timber lands 
which so thickly strew the province 
of British Columbia, take, care that 
,you see that these resources are hand- 
ed on to your successors as great and 
as good as they are at present." 
. Continuing, Mr. Fisher drew atten- 
tion to one of the great assets of the 
province, which lie said was but lit- 
tle understood in the outside world. 
"You have," he said, "wonderful fer- 
tility In this province. I believe there 
are in British Columbia vast acreages 
of good agricultural land of the high- 
est fertility available for cultivation 
in the greatest degree. These I look 
upon as a new resource, for the sim- 
ple reason that I believe thev have 
been neglected. Men who own these 
acreages are at present buvlng and 
importing, produce which might be 
raised at their doors. When British 
Columbia' awakes to a realization of 
her agricultural possibilities she will 
have all this land turned to a produc- 
tive use; she' will be exporting her 
produce to the markets of the great 
Northwest, a market 'which Ms over 
growing, and which will be able to 
take all and more, than this province 
can produce. 

"You claim that vour country. Is the 
very centre of Paradise on ea'rtn. ' Well 
the owners of land here evidently 
tnlnk so, -judging by the price they 
place upon it. During my present visit 
I have found land on this island held 
at from $200 to $500 an acre. I think 
that this land would be put to a prof- 
itable use if it were not held at such 
a high figure. 

. . The Crop This Year 

"In coming west I made visits to dif- 
ferent parts of .Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. The crop which 
the farmers are going to reap this year 
will put $150,000,000 in their pockets. 
By reason of this one crop Canada will 
be prosperous for years to come. Two 
years ago there was a financial flurry 
which agitated nearly every country 
in the world. Canada emerged from 
it with her commercial and financial 
status unimpaired. This year's crop 
will absolutely reassure financial and 
commercial conditions In this country. 
The onward progress and prosperity of 
the Dominion is beyond doubt. This 
bumper crop means a great deal to 
you here in British Columbia, for the 
markets for your fruit is in the wheat 
growing provinces. 

"In a few years' time millions upon 
millions of grain will be seeking an 
outlet on this coast. It is to hero that 
Saskatchewan and Alberta must look 
for an outlet. I am an easterner, but 
still I know that this development in 
your trade will not militate against our 
commerce in the east. Your devel- 
opment means ours. We want you to 
do your share as wo are doing ours." 

Speaking of the establishment of an 
experimental farm. Mr. Fisher stated 
that the site would be in the vicinity 
of Victoria. The question of experi- 
mental farms in this province had been 
engaging the attention of the govern- 
ment. There were economic conditions 
In British Columbia which rendered 
the matter of selection a difficult one. 



At first ' it had beon thought that the 
farm at Agasslz would be sufficient for 
the province, but subsequently It had 
heen found that . in different valleys, 
and groups of valleys In the province, 
dissimilar climatic ccjiditions prevail- 
ed, so that the agricultural methods 
in vogue in one place would bo useless 
in ; the other. The government now 
intended establishing sevorul of these 
farms In the province, and one would 
be on Vancouver Island. 

Premier Coming 

Before concluding his address, Mr. 
Fisher stated that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
would visit the -west before the expira- 
tion of twelve months. He - conjured 
his hearers to organize, as by that 
method alone could they win elections. 
As their candidates thoy should choose 
strong men, and in thl3 connection he 
said; "I would rather have a good 
candidate than a good cause." 

H. A. Munn, In an address of wel- 
come, dealt with a number of . local 
questions in which h e expressed the 
hope that the government would In- 
terest themselves. Ho showed the con- 
dition in which the Songhees Reserve 
problem had left the city. Ho pointed 
out the necessity of iVreased ship- 
building facilities at Esquimau, the 
need for an agricultural college in con- 
nection with the experimental farm, 
and Victoria's claims to transconti- 
nental railway connection. 

John Jardino pointed out tho agri- 
cultural possibilities in his electoral 
district. He drew attention to tho 
harbor at Esquimau, possessing a nine 
mile waterfrontage, and lying within 
■15 miles of the greatest iron producing 
area in British Columbia, From this 
ho Inferred that a great shipbuilding 
industry might be built up here and 
expressed the hope that Mr. Fisher 
would impress this fact upon his col- 
leagues in the Laurier administration. 

The vote of thanks came to a con- 
clusion with the singing , of God, Save 
the King. Subsequent to the meeting 
an Informal reception was held, dur- 
ing which Mr. Fisher was presented 
to a number of local Liberals. 



HON. MR. FISHER 

AT BOARD OF TRADE 

Yesterday morning Simon Lciser. 
president of the board of trade, accom- 
panied by the secretary of that organ- 
ization, interviewed Mr. Fisher on the 
question of tho site for tho experi- 
mental farm on Vancouver Island. 
This, Mr. Fisher stated, would bo In 
tho immediate vicinity of Victoria. 
Asked about transcontinental railway 
connection, tho minister stated that 
this was a difficult question, but by no 
means insurmountable. The traffic 
outlook seemed to justify the scheme 
being carried out at an early date. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Fisher, ac- 
companied by a number of local Liber- 
als, made a. trip of Inspection to the 
William Head quarantine station. He 
stated that he found everything there 
In an eminently satisfactory condition. 

Mr. Fisher will leave the city either 
this afternoon or tomorrow. The 
board of trado has extended lilm an 
invitation to bo present at the council 
meeting to be held tomorrow- morning, 
but as his movements are uncertain it 
Is not known whether ho will be able 
to attend.

BLAMES CITY 
FOR ACCIDENT 



Owner of Overturned Tally-ho 
Lays Trouble to Negligence 
of Corporation 



As an after clap of the accident on 
Friday afternoon wherein several tour- 
ists from the other side were injured 
by the overturning of one of the tally- 
hos belonging to Steve White, at the 
spot where the B. C. Electric com- 
pany's line turns from Dallas road on- 
to May street at the Ross Bay ceme- 
tery, there will probably be legal com- 
plications. Steve White, tho owner of 
the damaged tally-ho, claims that the 
city is to blame for the bad condition 
of the roadway at that point. The 
fact that the roadway, crossed by 
tracks running diagonally across the 
street, has been known to the city offi- 
cials as a dangerous spot leads Mr. 
White to believe that he has a good 
right to recover compensation. Until 
the necessary repairs had been effected 
the road should, at least, have been 
closed to traffic. 

On the other hand, City Engineer 
Topp explained yesterday that owing 
to the complaints of some of tkc driv- 
ers of tally-hos some time ago, in- 
structions were given to put the road- 
way into good condition. To do this 
the space between the rails was plank- 
ed In as well as a plank laid on tho 
outside edge of both rails. This work 
was in progress on Friday afternoon, 
and half the width of the roadway 
was planked when the accident occur- 
red. Tho -B. C. Electric Company's 
employees were engaged in tamping 
down between the rails, and had this 
necessary work been completed the 
whole planking would have been down. 
Just prior to tho accident two tally- 
hos went over the crossing without 
any mishap. 

It was stated last night that there Is 
also the possibility that some of those 
Injured would seek compensation from 
the city, and Inquiries made tended to 
confirm the report, though none of 
those injured would make any state- 
ment. The chief anxiety is to con- 
tinue on their return trip to their 
homes. Some of them believe that tho 
expense to which thoy have been put 
through the accident might gracefully 
bo paid by the city, 

A. S. T. Ogilvy, of Rock ford. III., t'i R 
most seriously injured member of the 
party, has heen in consultation with 
U. S. Consul Abraham Smith relative 
to the bringing of an action for dam- 
ages. The question as to who should 
be proceeded against, whether the 
owner of the tally-ho, Mr. W'lilte, or 
the city, will be referred to lawyers, 
and by tomorrow morning- Mr. OgUvy 
will decldo just what action he. will 
take. It is understood that Mr, White 
was appealed to to contribute towards 
the expense to which tho injured have 
been put, but he has refused to meet 
any such request, claiming that the 
city Is responsible. He, himself, will 
submit a claim. Whether any other 
of the injured will seek legal redress 
for their Injuries is doubtful.

PLANS WILL SOON 
BEJflMPLETED 

In About a Week's Time Spring 
Ridge Improvement data 
Will Be rleady 



Probably by the end of the week the 
property owners who would be af- 
fected by the proposed scheme of im- 
provement to bo undertaken in the 
gravel pit section of Spring Ridge, 
will be placed In possession of the 
plans and an estimate of tho cost. It 
will depend on what the expenditure 
will be whether the work is gone on 
with. 

Should the city engineer's estimate 
of the cost be too high, it is probable 
that the owners will rest content with 
somo more modified scheme, but if 
it is shown that the cost can be met 
by the sale of the gravel and sand 
which the city would bo able to get 
by the grading down process the own- 
ers will urge that the work be pro- 
ceeded with. 

There is one point on which the 
owners are not satisfied. Tho com- 
mittee appointed by them went over 
the ground and pretty well decided 
what levels would be advisable and 
to what extent the properties should 
be graded up or down. But the cltv 
engineering staff of surveyors have 
gone ahead and struck levels and 
grades without any reference to tho 
owners who were not asked to make 
any suggestions. 

However, as one of the prominent 
owners interested in the project point- 
ed out, probably their fears are not 
well grounded and It will be found 
when all the plans, profiles and data 
are submitted, the engineer's depart- 
ment has done its work well. One 
thing however, the owners are most 
anxious to see, and that is an early 
start on the project, tho successful 
completion of which will make a de- 
cided change for the better in that 
section of the city. 



NAVAL STATION TO 
PASS TO DOMINION 



Announcement Formerly Made 
Confirmed by Commander 
Crawford 



As announced some weeks ago In 
these columns arrangements arc be- 
ing made for the formal transfer fjf 
the Esquimau naval Station from the 
Imperial to the Dominion Government, 
it was stated that the proposals wero 
that the change would take place at 
the end of this month and Commander 
Crawford, R. N., the senior Royal 
naval officer at Esquimau has just 
received his orders to turn over the 
station. He is making ready for the 
transfer which will take place soon 
after the return of Hon. L. P. Brodeur, 
minister of Marine. 

The announcement regarding the 
loan of cruisers of the Apollo class, 
and that warships are to be built in 
Canada has created great interest not 
only at Esquimau, but throughout 
Canada, and it is urged that repre- 
sentations be made at once showing 
the advantages possessed by this city 
for shipbuilding. 



Meanwhile there is similar agitation 
on the Atlantic. J. E, DeWolf, a 
prominent shipping man of Halifax 

says: 

"The citizens of Halifax hope from 
year to year that some definite ac- 
tion will be taken toward the estab- 
lishment of a shipbuilding plant. 

"The city of Halifax has sent num- 
erous delegates to Ottawa for some 
measure of assistance to ensure the 
establishment of .such an industry. 
These delegates have always been re- 
ceived by the members of the cabinet 
at Ottawa with assurances of their 
desire to grant the assistance asked 
for. 

"The earlier delegations were met 
with the argument that there was lack 
of unity among the different ship- 
building interests throughout the Do- 
minion as to the amount of aid neces- 
sary to assure practical results. The 
Ideas of those from the Atlantic sea- 
board and chose interested in ship- 
building on the Great Lakes differed, 
but it was intimated that if the in- 
terests would come together and agree 
tho government would be disposed to 
grant a measure of assistance. This 
was done at the time that the hist 
delegation was sent to Ottawa, The 
representatives sent from the differ- 
ent sections met tho government at 
Otawa and urged upon the members 
that a bonus of six dollars per ton 
be granted. These delegates left Ot- 
tawa feeling that tho question was 
put so plainly before the government, 
that the important matter would be 
acted upon at the next session of Par- 
liament, and it is a matter of regret 
that several years have heen allowed 
to pass and no action taken towards 
granting the assistance asked for. 

"It Is hard to understand why so 
important a subject has been ignored, 
as other industries of lesser import- 
ance received a largo measure of as- 
sistance. Every year steamers have 
to be purchased on the other side of 
the Atlantic for tho ever-Increasing 
trado on Canadian Inland waters, 
when wo should be able t,o build all 
tho tonage for the Canadian trade in 
our own country. 

"Now that the question has been 
again brought before the public, it is 
to be hoped that every pressure, will 
be- brought to bear at an early date to 
have this vitally important matter 
again brought before the government, 
r,ot only those directly interested in 
such an Industry, but tho whole pub- 
lie should unite in pressing upon the 
government at the coming session of 
Parliament, the need of Immediate 
action. 

"With the closing of our coastal 
trade to foreign tonnage, tho time is 
opportune for the establishment' of 
shipbuilding plants on the Atlantic 
seaboard."

Miss Elizabeth Tytler has an article 
in tlie current number of the National 
Review on the "Eternal Servant Ques- 
tion." It Is written in England, and 
with reference especially to conditions 
in that country. But as we have tho 
same difficulties here it may not be out 
of place to see if tills writer lias any 
new light to throw upon a subject 
that concerns very closely many wo- 
men iii Victoria as well es in other 
parts of Canada. 

Miss Tytler commences by telling us 
that, unpopular as domestic service is. 
it yet employs far more people than 
any single Industry. There are In 
Great Britain more than four million 
women servants, although the pro- 
portion so employed has been rapidly 
decreasing for many years. This Is 
not to be wondered at, for although the 
position of all other classes of laborers 
has Improved, that of the domestic ser- 
vant is jti3t whore it was fifty years 
igo.

They 
have no freedom to exercise Individual 
tastes, and In many cases there Is no 
portion of the day in which they can 
go where the.- like or do as they please, 
It is this which makes their calling 
disliked and despised. The poorest girl 
who works In a shop or factory may, 
when her \yorlc is done, spend her time 
as she chooses. 

In many households the woman ser- 
vant, is on duty from six in tho morn- 
ing until ten at night. In some the 
caprices of her mistress make this long 
period of work Intolerable.

After stating the case from the ser- 
vant's point of view, Miss Tytler goes 
on to show what reforms are necessary 
before the position of a domestic ser- 
vant is to lie desired rather than shun- 
ned. The llrst would be a shortening 
ot the hours of labor. Every worker 
should have three or four hours of 
leisure. This is admittedly difficult 
.where, as in the majority of cases In 
this country, only one maid Is kept. 
Yet much could be accomplished if the 
girl knew just what her work was. The 
interference of a nagging inconsistent 
mistress is responsible for much bad 
work, and makes leisure impossible. 

Although at llrst sight this demand 
for leisure seems difficult to fulfil, it 
should not he impossible. We think, 
and think rightly, that the employer 
who keeps his giris serving behind the 
counter till ten o'clock at night is 
wrong, even when he does so for a 
week at a time. Why should the same 
thing be possible with girls who work 
in a house? Every girl should have a 
good bedroom, and not be forced to put 
up with that one that is small or badly 
situated. The question of visitors Is 
admittedly a difficult one. On the one 
hand, a girl needs friends and com- 
panions. On the other, visitors must 
not interfere with work, nor must a 
girl expect to he allowed to entertain 
her friends at the expense of her em- 
ployers. This seems to bo a matter 
about which no rule can he made. The 
good sense and good feeling of both 
employer and employed should mako 
any rule unnecessary. 

Miss Tytler insists that servants are. 
on the whole, better than in the old 
days, but that in modern households 
there Is much more work to be done 
than when people lived quieter lives. 
Strange though It may seem, In view 
of all tho labor-saving Inventions of 
modern times, most housewives will 
agree with this statement. Whether 
we have servants or do our own work, 
we have far less leisure than our

grandmothers, or even our mothers en- 
joyed. 

Tho claim which very young girls 
have upon the kindness and considera- 
tion of those who employ them Is 
dwelt upon. We have scarcely a 
counterpart in Cunada of tho poor 
little maid of all work who excites the 
compassion of tho writer. Not the 
less is the mistress, especially In Can- 
adian cities, responsible for the safety 
and welfare of the young girl whom 
she employs. That by hor own be- 
haviour she makes the task of control 
nnd oversight very hard adds greatly 
to the difficulty of the servant prob- 
lem among ourselves. 

Yet It must not be thought that 
though Miss Tytler accuses the pres- 
ent system of being productive of 
many evils, that she denies that there 
aru many good mistresses. On the con- 
trary, she shows that in many house- 
holds girls arc well trained, and that 
from these come many happy wives. 



There Is a matter upon which this 
writer touches that Is no less import- 
ant here than in England. It is the 
need of absolute honesty in the recom- 
mendations given a servant. A mis- 
tress should be able to rely implicitly 
on the character which a girl brings 
with her from her last place. No one 
should allow any disagreement to pre- 
vent her being fair to her servant, nor, 
on the other hand, should grave faults 
be concealed through a feeling of mis- 
taken kindness. 

On the other hand, this writer con- 
siders that what Is often spoken of as 
the unjustifiable audacity of the ser- 
vant who inquires Into the character 
of the mistress with whom she is about 
to live, Is quite within her right Her 
happiness and her welfare depend upon 
the treatment she will receive under 
the roof of her mistress, and she would 
be very foolish to ungage herself with- 
out Inquiry. Miss Tytler does not be- 
lieve that If ladies undertake the work 
of domestic service the evils com- 
plained of will pass away. 

The reform of t lie servant herself, 
and It Is not denied that at present she 
lias many faults, lies in training, In 
every school preliminary Instruction 
In household duties should be given. 
This, however, is not sufficient. Col- 
leges should he established in every 
town, where those who are about to 
enter upon the business of domestic 
work shall be trained. When domestic 
service is looked upon as skilled labor 
there will no longer bo reluctance to 
engage In It. A certificate from such 
a college would show that the holder 
was capable of filling any position, and 
in this way the need for employment 
offices would bo done away with. 

In addition to this, the plan includes 
a contract between mistress and maid, 
and a domestic servants' trades union, 
such as has lately been founded' in 
Denmark. There are many who will 
not agree that such organization will 
be beneficial. But the article Is an 
honest attempt to deal with a very 
dllllcult question, and as such worthy 
of the serious consideration of all. 



Is It any harm to smuggle? It is 
Impossible to avoid the conclusion from 
many reports that appear In the papers 
from time to time that there are many 
women that do not consider it is wrong 
to cheat the custom house officers. It 
may be well to see if we can discover 
where the wrong. lies. 

In the first place, she who evades tho 
payment of the duty on an article 
breaks the Iawijoif the land. In this 
country these laws are made by our 
own represontatl.vrts. If it-Is unjust or 
oppressive, the people have it In their 
power to change it. ' But as long as it 
Is on the statute book no loyal subject 
will refuse to obey it.

The only way honestly to escape the 
payment of duties Is to refuse to buy 
articles upon which duty Is levied, and 
tliat we all know wo cannot do. 

There was a great deal of talk last 
winter about the corruption of civil 
service officials.. The. worst of them 
did nothing more, disgraceful than does 
tho woman who contrives to bring into 
tho country some article upon which 
she has not paid the legal duty. 

Girls' Friendly Society 

In the parishes of tho Church of 
England few letters are better known 
than "G. F. S„" and the work has 
spread In tho Co'onles , and tho United 
States. In Canada there the iiOO work- 
ing associates and 1000 members, with 
"50 candidates.

G. F. S. In Victoria a few of the 
members have made themselves known 
to the clergy, and a meeting will be 
held at Christ church schoolroom to- 
morrow (.Monday) evening at S o'clock 
to meet Miss Boulton, the Canadian 
secretary of tho G. F. S., who is now 
visiting the city. '

swim. In 1S7S lie joined n. well-known 
London club, and improving every sea 
son, held the sway for several years 
The most valuable trophies he has se 
cured In open competitions are tho 
•Clayton," 50 guinea Challenge Cup In 
> t>S2, the 20 guinea "Leicester" gold 
watch In 1885, the long distance cham- 
pionship of England In 1SD0, salt water 
championship of England in ISS'J, the 
Olympic life saving competition at the 
Olympic games of Paris in 1900, and has 
Been the acknowledged scientific swim, 
mlng champion for ten years or more; 
in met in this branch of swimming 
lie has never been beaten in England 
or on the continent. 

In international competitions in Bel- 
glum, Austria, Germany, Sweden, Italy, 
1' ranee, l-tolland anj Finland, lie . has 
won a great many first prizes, including 
bouthern Counties Amateur Swimming 
Association, and yet on tho top of all 
this he has been pushing the Royal Life 
having Society to the front, and has un- 
der his control the strings of the largest 
organizations in swimming. Ho is tha 
organizer of the big swimming enter- 
tainments which take place at the Bath 
Club, London, of which he Is a mem 
ber. The Kins and Queen, the Prince 
and Princess of Wates, and other mem- 
bers of the royal family have been pres- 
ent and congratulated Mr. Henry on his 
labors. 

If to this we add the work ot organ 
izing the many examinations, appointing 
examiners, holding national competitions 
as well as those big international galas 
at nigngale and elsewhere, in which 
the sons of Canada have taken part, 
we can get some Klea of the work that 
Air. Henry gets through as chief sec- 
retary of the society. The letters, cer- 
tificates and other things which lie has 
to write and sign during a year must 
be numbered oy thousands, besides 
whlcli he was last year director of the 
sports at the great Stadium In London, 
In which the Olympic games of London 
were held, and lias found time to write 
a book on swimming, which Is recog- 
nized as not only the best but also as 
the standard work on the subject, and It 
Is stated that we mny soon expect from 
bis pen another technical work on div- 
ing.

Tho great little Englishman treats 
of everything in his book from the one 
mile to the fifteen mile race, leaving 
out what is known to many as the 
Marathon, which he states is a race 
that Is out of his class, nnd he has 
nothing to say about this distance. 
Cross country running Is made a fea- 
ture by the former harrier. 

Containing page cuts of the various 
kind of stride and positions that a 
runner should maintain In different 
distance races, the book Is an educa- 
tion to anyone that is Interested in 
running or in fact any kind of ath- 
letics, as the training rules laid down 
by Shrubb arc to the poln. 

Do Lots of Skipping 

Skipping is a most - essential thing 
for an athelete, and Shrubb says skip 
every day and skip fast. Get a rope 
and keep going fur 20 or 30 minutes 
and put In from 1,000 to 2,000 skips, if 
not. more. This exercise will prevent 
you from getting stiff and nui.Tcle- 
bound, and should be Indulged in free- 
ly. One thing that Shrubb warns run- 
ners against Is not to take too much 
stock in what spectators, may say to 
you in a race, but just keep going, and 
If you entertain doubts as to your pro- 
gress, get a few friends to post them- 
selves along the course and give you 
your time.

Arrangements have boon completed 
for the departure on Sunday morning 
next at !). a. m. of the Fifth Regiment 
of Canadian Artillery to Seattle to 
visit the Alaskan-Yukon Exposition. 

The regiment under command of 
Major A. W, Currle, will paratlo at 
the Drill Hall in full dress, and, head- 
ed by the band, will march to the Al- 
aska Steamship Company's wharf to 
embark on tho steamer Irocpiois. 
Blankets will bo taken over by tho 
quartermaster's department and issu- 
ed to the artillerymen on Sunday 
night. Tents are provided at tho ex- 
position grounds where, the regiment 
will encamp, and on Monday morning 
will take part In a grand parade In 
Which the. National Guard, and the 
contingents of United States regu- 
lars, as well as detachments from the 
warships of the Pacific squadron, will 
Lake part. Monday, September 6, Is 
Seattle Day at the exposition and the 
local militiamen have been Invited to 
take part in the proceedings. It is 
expected there will be a. large turn out. 

The annual kit inspection, by Major 
C, C. Bennett, R. C. A;, took place at 
the Drill Hall on, Friday. , night. 

The reintroduction of torpedo-nets 
has been decided on by the German 
naval authorities. They were aban- 
doned about ten years ago, but recent 
experiments conducted in France, Ja- 
pan and England, which have been 
followed with close attention here, 
have led to the decision of the Ger- 
man admiralty. The new torpedo-nets 
that are being constructed at Kiel for 
the latest German battleships weigh 
SO tons. Nevertheless, they can be 
put out and hauled in within, It is 
said, a period of three minutes. 

Tho defence policy of the Australian 
Government will be announced very 
shortly, and I am able to give some 
Idea of the proposals which the Hon. 
Joseph Cook, the Defence Minister, 
will place before Parliament. Brlelly 
put, the military policy combines a 
compulsory cadet system with the es- 
tablishment on a proper footing of the 
paid militia. 

The additional cost tinder the or- 
ganization scheme of 11)04 — when 
Lieut. -General Sir Edward Htitton was 
In command — of Increasing the peace 
footing will bo £40,000. This will 
bring the total annual cost to about 
ii 620,000. Tho approximate numbers 
of the existing ' forces, full peace 
strength, and others wanting to com- 
plete tho peace establishments are: — 
Full peace strongth: G000 mounted, 12, - 
500 infantry, 3S00 artillery, 1000 en- 
gineers, 2300 others. Provided for in 
190S-0 estimates: 5200 mounted, 12,- 
150 infantry, ^700 artillery, 100 engin- 
eers, 150 others. Wanting to complete: 
800 mounted, 350 Infantry, 100 artill- 
ery, 900 engineers, 2159 others. 

The full peace strength of 25,600 
will include 16,000 Held forces and 9600 
garrison troops. This will form the 
full peace footing of a war. establish- 
ment of 32,000 Held forces and 26,000 
garrison troops, a total of 5S.000 of all 
ranks. The Increases to the war foot- 
ing, when tho forces were properly or- 
ganized, will almost entirely consist of 
rank and . file. This addition to the. 
rank and file, If taken from the rifle 
clubs or other reserves, can, it is' sta- 
ted, be made efficient very quickly. In 
many departments the forces are la- 
mentably deficient in equipment; and 
a considerable sum will be required to 
make good the shortcoming. 

The naval policy will not bo an- 
nounced until the result of the Empire 
Defence Conference in London Is 
known. Great good is expected to re- 
sult from the visit of inspection which 
Lord Kitchener is to pay to the Com- 
monwealth. 

A gallant feat on the part of En- 
gineer-Lieut. Henry Wolfe, of II. M. 
S. Forth, is reported from Portsmouth. 
After an explosion of a steam pipe, 
which resulted in Artificer Moses be- 
ing scalded to death, lie attempted to 
enter the stokehold where Moses was 
when the accident happened, but was 
driven back hy the rush of steam. 
Then donlng-a smoke helmet, he made 
another attempt, but was again driven 
back. 

"I went down below," he-said, "but 
before I had got very far down the 
steps I was forced to return. I then 
gave orders to turn off the steam, and 
one of the men gave me a smoke hel- 
met. Putting this on, I made another 
dash down the stokehold hatchway, 
but again the steam drove me back 
before ■ I ' reached • the bottom of the 
hold. 1 was so overcome when I 
reached the top deck again that a 
member of the crew had to play a 
hose on mr to bring me to." 

Lieutenant Wolfe went down again, 
but, though his clothes were filled 
with cold water, he had to retire. The 
steam was now clearing away, and at 
the fourth attempt he reached Moses, 
who was lying dead on tho floor of 
the stokehold. 

The main steam pipe. v which had 
been repaired some weeks previously, 
had a hole blown In It fifteen inches, 
long and three Inches wide. Moses 
had been at work on a staging Im- 
mediately under it. He was killed In- 
stantaneously by the force of the ex- 
plosion, which came right on his head 
and blow him from the staging. 

Three stokers and an engine-room 
artificer escaped through the bunkers. 
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and it would bo annihilated long be- 
fore this. 

"Thero is another point here which 
I discussed with general officers, and 
that is the system of advancing to 
attack in. long paralloL lines, one be- 
hind the other. The' Germans also 
adopt this, but I am convinced It is 
a mistake. The first line of skirm- 
ishers attacking- an enemy's position 
defended by ''guns "must be deployed, 
but, behind it the rest of .the force 
within the effective range of the ad- 
vance in thin columns of two men, 
thus' offering Ichs surface to tho hos- 
tile ilre. As it Is, tho second and 
third lines are quite as exposed to 
tho spreading flro of tho enemy as 
the firsthand will. suffer quite as se- 
verely, if not more so. And here my 
criticism really onds. 

"Of course, tho. Territorial Force 
will never become a perfect fighting 
machine, but In a few years it ought 
to be quite able to fulfill the task 
allotted to It.- - It- is necessary to un- 
derstand what that task is. ' Ab I 
understand It tho Territorial's first 
duty and object is to reassure public 
opinion, so that the nation may feel 
no 'apprehension when the whole of 
the regular army, is In the' field 
abroad. Its ' -aim, : therefore, is. to be 
able to defend' the shores at ■ home, 
against foreign' invasion. Tho only 
present putative Invasion is one by 
Germany, and there can bo no offence 
In considering' that as the problem to 
be solved. If the worst comes to the 
worst, and. the British fleet Is . badly 
beaten, . there .. will, still be torpedo 
boats, coast defences, submarines, and 
mines, and the invaders at the most 
generous estimate' can scarcely be 
credited with the capacity of disem- 
barking more than two army corps, or 
50,000 - men. - And- all - these could not 
bo landed at the same time or place. 
With the rapid concentration of the 
Territorials to the number of 250,000 
It ought not to be too much to ex- 
pect that they would be able to repel 
or .cut up such an invasion. I am 
putting myself as well as I can in the 
shoes of an apprehensive Briton in 
making this supposition. 

"From a French point of view we 
look at the matter differently. Wo 
Consider that the Territorials, if they 
can set free the whole regular army, 
will never have serious fighting to do. 
All that we ask from you Is a force 
of 100,000 men put at our disposal 
within the first eight days after the 
declaration of war. Before that we 
should not be ready to transport them, 
as our railways would be occupied 
with our own troops. But after the 
first week wo should bo able immed- 
iately to carry your contingent from 
the coast to wherever it was wanted 
within 48 hours. I must insist, and 
did insist whilst in England, on tho 
absolute necessity of having English 
help in time for the first and probab- 
ly the deoislve battle. This might last 
like the battle of Mukden for threo or 
four days, and on it will depend tho 
fate of the war. An English force of 
lOu.000 men could cover Belgium, and 
bo a magnificent reserve for the 
-French main army. But it must be 
there and under the command of the 
French commander-in-chief. If we 
were- being beaten, -or were definitely 
beaten, it \yould be xm good to have 
the English troops on the way to help 
us. - - - - 

"t jva.8. pleased 'to find that most oC 
your authorities, notably Sir John 
French, quite agreed with me in this 
view. There are. however, some in 
England who fear German indirect 
action. In India and the Colonies. A* 
long as the English fall to grasp tho 
truth that the future war will be de- 
cided almost inevitably in one great 
battle they will endanger success. You 
may be sure that the Germans will 
throw to the winds all other consid- 
eration in their determined single at- 
tack. Napoleon, who was no novice 
In war, was accustomed to use what 
ho called ' the "couverturo indirecto" 
by hitting hard in one direction to 
paralyze the offensive elsewhere. In 
1S0G, when the Prussians were threat- 
ening France, he simply concentrated 
at Jena and crushed them there. In 
the same way, England must not 
think of India or Canada, but let them 
take care of themselves, while to- 
gether with us sho is taking Germany 
by the throat on the "frontier. If Ger- 
many's main attack can once be beat- 
en off— nnd It ought to he without 
doubt— there will be nothing to fear 
from spasmodic aggression elsewhere. 
Whilst you look .on tho Territorials as 
a, possible adequate defence against 
invasion, we consider them as setting 
free a deciding facto,- in a possible 
eventual death struggle. If l n that 
struggle we nre victorious thero will 
never be any danger of invasion. In 
tact, until we were beaten hopeless- 
ly the Invasion of England by Ger- 
many could scarcely be seriously con- 
templated. And I brought back with 
me the conviction that if tho British 
can be made to see things in the 
same light the Territorials will in a 
couple of years, be able to reassure the 
British public and the French nation 
There is 'art admirable spirit now 
aroused In England, and nothing could 
more satisfactory to a French 
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friend than to see the intelligent zeal 
and energy displayed by the unprofes- 
sional army of England." 
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Lieut. Col. Rousset, who is, with 
General Langlols, acknowledged to be 
a leading military critic and writer of 
France, and tor many years has rep- 
resented Franco as nn attache or cor- 
respondent at Manuevres of European 
armies, has been interviewed regard- 
ing his observations at the manoevres 
of the British Territorial forces. To 
begin with, he said: "I was struck 
with the -great perfection of organiza- 
tion of the different departments, such 
as ordnance, commissariat, sanitary, 
etc. Theso could not have been, sur- 
passed by any existing regular army. 
The concentration was very rapid and 
the Liverpool men were in camp in 
Flintshire the day after being sum- 
moned. At Salisbury I saSv a brigade 
Territorials opposed to a. brigade 
of the regulars, and, honestly, there 
was not much difference in the pre- 
cision and rapidity of their move- 
ments except, perhaps, in the artillery. 
In -this respect, and in this alone, the 
Territorial Army Is very deficient. 

"So far as serving the guns goes, 
the men were quite up to tho mark, 
but in manoeuvring them it was very 
different. The horses are hired for 
the occasion, .and not accustomed to 
the work, and many of them were 
sweating violently before they began 
to move, whilst others jibbed and 
kicked, and refused to move at all. 
Tho conception of field artillery is, In 
my opinion, a mistake, and ail that 
such a force wants is butteries of 
pom-poms that can bo brought along 
the roads by motor, nnd then quickly 
put Into position by hand. As it la. 
in a broken country the Territorial 
Infantry would probably have' to stand 
fire for an hour or more before its i'

HEROISM OF 
GALLANT DEAD 



More Particulars -of Bravery* of 
Eccles, Wireless Operator on 
Ohio, and Purser Stephen

The survivors landed in Carter 
pn„ where the Ohio griir^led and siiriki 
Then two boats' crews were sent to 
Swanson Bay, twenty miles away, and 
the fishing steamer Kingfisher, found 
anchored there, was brought to the as- 
sistance of the shipwrecked company. 
The flshormon put out their dories, and 
took all on board quickly. Captain 
Johnstone, his mate, chief engineer, 
and boatswain returned ashore and 
made a camp to remain by tho wreck. 
Meanwhile the fishing steamer took tho 
survivors to Swanson Bay, where they 
wero embarked on the Rupert City and 
Humboldt. 

The Ohio lies in six fathoms of 
water forward and twelve fathoms aft, 
and tho British Columbia Salvage 
company's steamer Salvor has gone to 
endeavor to raise the vessel. 

Personal Experiences 

The survivors who reached Vancou- 
ver yesterday on the Rupert City had 
many thrilling stories to tell. M. J. 
Heney, the prominent railroad con- 
tractor and capitalist, said: 

"It was a terrible night, pitch dark, 
with a heavy rain and a high sea. Tho 
Ohio struck the rock with shock 
enough to almost throw us out of our 
berths. As I dressed I could hear the 
shouts of others calling to nrouse 
everybody and to keep order. It was 
exactly 1.10 a. m. Thursday morning, 
It seems to me that tho ship took the 
pointed rock on her side. The force 
shook the ship till she groaned. 

"The captain showed remarkable 
presence of mind. As soon as the ship 
struck he ordered full speed ahead and 
pointed towards the nearest* shore, 
which was Carter's Bay. This took th 
ship sliding off the rock, and tho fact 
that the ship slid off was what saved 
us. 

"Arriving in tho bay, tho boats were

less at sea, now' that the full tale is 
told, trariscends'tliat dramatic disaster. 

While Ketchikan' 'slept. 'Operator 
Boots, of the United Wireless tele- 
graph station, sitting In — the most of 
tho wireless work Is done in the 
watches of the -night— on his hilltop 
station at the fringe of Tongass Nar- 
rows, was startled by the wireless dis- 
tress call. S. O. K. .. .. S. O. 

S. There was no mistaking it. As 
one knows the voice of a fellow worker, 
Boots knew it was "the sending" of 
Eccles on the Ohio. Ho had been 
working with him a short time before. 
Quickly his apparatus crashed out an 
answering call. Then eagerly ho lis- 
tened, fearing lest death had already 
prevented an answer. In a wending 
which betrayed excitement, he heard: 

"Ohio struck a rock — steamer sink- 
ing — send aid Immediately, or every- 
body will be lost." 

Before lie could answer lie heard 
other messages. One was the Hum- 
boldt. Tho operator was asking Eccles 
what was the position of tho Ohio. 
Then came another message. It was 
the steamer Rupert City, and she was 
asking tho position of the stricken 
steamer. There was a slight break; 
then tho listener at the Ketchikan hill- 
top heard Ecclcs sending the location, 
and the answering signal. Then camo 
.i messago from the Rupert City that 
t-he was making towards the wreck. 

Excited, the Ketchikan operator, a 
helpless participant in a shipwreck a 
hundred miles away from his little 
utation, listened keenly. 

"Ohio sinking fast — cannot hold out. 
Passengers being taken off in small 
boats. Captain and crow will stick to 
the last." 

Fearing to mix tho messages, ho re- 
frained from sending, but was a rapt 
listener. He heard the messages from 
both the Rupert City and Humboldt, 
comforting messages that spoko of 
eagerness to reach the scene. Both 
were hurrying through the night at full 
Htfoed. 

Meanwhile, in the blue black night. 
In the iliekish Narrows, with their 
high cliffs of the shoreline dully sil- 
houetted in tho distant gloom, with 
rain falling heuvily, many little groups 
were busy at the lifeboats, being clear- 
ed away from tho davits. The opera- 
tor heard them no more than ho heard 
the swish of the sea. As long as tho 
dynamos worked his place was at his 
Instrument, and there he stayed, while- 
fronzled Italian steerage passengers 
rushed, shrieking, to the boats. Men 
with set faces, revolvers Hashing in 
their hands/ fought thorn back. Tho 
work of clearing away the boats was 
slow. Meanwhile stewards were hand- 
ing out lifebelts, nnd below docks tho 
bravo purser, after seeking Quarter- 
master Anderson and some Kjlcorage 
passengers not uccountcd for, was 



the news of the leaving of the ship. As 
tho boats were being filled, the crack- 
ling of his instrument could be heard, 
and the lightning-like Hash at tho 
masthead told the hurrying boatloads, 
as they clambered into their places, 
that tho brave operator was still at 
his post. 

A hundred miles away, in the Ketch- 
ikan station, and iri'the wireless rooms 
on tho hurrying steamers Rupert City 
and Humboldt the operators hoard his 
farewell — his last message that he was 
to send. 

"Passengers are all off, and adrift in 
small boats. Captain and crew going 
off in tho last boat. Waiting for me 
now- good-bye." 

As the steamer lurched, tho sea 
flooding through the holes torn on hor 
port sido, ho ran from his wireless 
room and jumped. Ho fell headlong, 
and struck his head against some tim- 
ber, and when helping hands grabbed 
at his clothing, it was a dead man that 
they dragged from tho water. 

The heroic operator had sent his last 
S. O. S. 

There were other incidents in which 
heroism was displayed. Quartermas- 
tor Albert Andersen lost his life when 
endeavoring to rescue an unknown 
soldier, who was drowned. The soldier 
who stopped to dress, was jummed in 
his state room by pressure of the in- 
rushlng water, and Andersen, with a 
lantern In his hand, ran down to try 
and force tho door. V. M. Reeves, a 
passenger from Merced, California, 
was with them, and ho ran up as tho 
water gained on them. Then Ander- 
sen, helpless to free tho soldlor, ran — 
but too late. Ho was also swallowed 
up with the ship. 

Crew At Their Posts, 

Captain Johnstono and his crew 
worked splendidly. Every one stuck 
to his post. The engineers kopt their 
engine working and dynamos going 
until Hooded out. The hoarse orders 
of the captain were heard plain, de- 
spite the excitement, and quickly obey- 
ed, and tho boats, each manned by its 
.station numbers, were kept near tho 
sinking ship to pick up those, about 
twenty in all, who jumped from tho 
rail at the last moment. Two lives 
wero lost when thoso who remained 
jumped into the sea, the heroic wire- 
less operator striking his forehead 
against some wreckage and boing 
drowned, und an unknown, who was 
sucked under before the resciier3 in 
tho boats could get to him. Entombed 
In tho steamer are Purser Fred J. 
Stephen, who was never seen after ho 
went below to rouso the remaining 
passengers and get his papers. Quar- 
termaster Andersen, a;id the unknown 
soldier, drowned In his' stateroom. It 
Is feared Investigation may show other 
victims, Somo survivors say tho 



put off. containing women and chil- 
dren first. Every man of the crow 
from the captain down, and every pas- 
senger. Including the ladles, behaved 
with magnificent bravery. One lady 
even was Joking to keep up the spirits 
of some of the others who began to 
cry. 

"J'Jccles, tho wireless operator, stuck 
bravely to his post till the last mlnuto 
when tho ship wus sinking boneath his 
ieet. I did not seo him Jump but tho 
Indications are thut lie did for wo have 
his body aboard tho Frinco Rupert. A 
long, deep gash showed on the man's 
forehead which leads to the belief that 
In jumping or in oomlng to the surface, 
he struck something, rendering him un- 
conscious. His was tho only ono of tho 
five bodies which was recovered. 

AlDert Anderson, tho quartermaster, 
lost, his life, as did also a soldlor and 
ono other. The quartermaster guvo his 
life trying to savo the soldier, I under- 
stand. The soldlor had enlisted in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and was bound north to 
Fort Llseum, Alaska. 

"The brnvory of everybody concerned 
was very commendable. The wiroless 
man stuck to his post till tho hist; the 
quartermaster wont "back to assist tho 
soldlor, who was calling out that ho 
could not forCo open the stateroom door 
and tho crew behaved magnificently, 
loading tho women and children without 
any disorder, always obeying tho hoarso 
volco of tho captain which commanded 
tbo mon and led them in perfect order 
about their work. , 

Kingfisher to Rescue. 

"Tho first boat to como to our aid was 
was a fishing schooner, the Kingfisher. 
Carter's Bay had no landing placo and 
wo wero all in tho boats when tho Klng- 
risher picked us up and took us to 
Swanson' (l 'Bay, where tho Humboldt took 
those who wished to go north and tho 
Hupert City brought tho rest of us. 

"No blame for the accident can bo at- 
tached to any ono. It would seem that 
It was unavoidable. I want to compli- 
ment the captain, crow und everyone 
aboard for the manner in which they 
handled themselves in an emergency. 
JOvon when about a score wero in the 
water there seemed little disorder as the 
boats rowed around picking tho pooplc 
up." 

Drowned in Stateroom 

V. M, Reeves, of Merced, Cal„ said: 
"I wos a roommate of tho soldier who 
was lost. When I heard the call for 
everybody to get up, tho soldier and I 
awoke simultaneously, I did not wait 
to put on my clothes, but went out 
right away. The soldier waited to 
dress. Tho ship had listed when sho 
struck another rock on reaching Car- 
ter's bay and after I got out of tho 
cabin the pressure of the water locked 
tho soldier in. I was talking to him 
and trying to assist Quartermaster An- 
derson in doing something. I 'passed 

k 



Anderson on my way back from the 
companionway. Anderson was carry- 
ing a lantern and going to aid tho sol- 
dier, If possible. I was going to call 
more aid, as wo were not strong 
enougli to break In the door. 

"The ship suddenly began to settle, 
and I raced for the upper deck. Just 
as the ship was sinking I leapod off 
and saw Anderson, with his lighted 
lantern, just coming up. That, was 
the last I saw of him." 

Saw Eccles' Sink. 

C. N. Prlng. Prince Rupert said: 

"I was not fortunate enough to get 
ono of the boats as I delayed too long 
trying to see if thero was anything 
I could do. I felt tho ship begin to 
tremble under my feet. Then' I knew 
she was going under, and jumped. I 
saw another form jump also, and It 
must have been the wireless man. His 
body was recovered and I think he 
must have struck something with his 
head. I saw another— the poor un- 
known chap — go under. Ho was 
swimming to the boat which picked 
me up and as I reached out the pike 
iwle to him he gulped a lot of water 
apparently, and lost his strength. That 
was the last seen of him. When the 
boat went under thoso who still wero 
left aboard jumped and tho most of 
them saved themselves. Everybody 
behaved very well and tho crew and 
passengers shpwed much bravery. The 
presenco of mind of the captain in 
ordering full speed instantly the ship 
struck and putting into Carter's bay 
undoubtedly saved many . lives.:' " 
Ladies Were Brave 

Capt. I. P. Rumsey, of Rumscy & 
Co., Chicago grain dealers said: 

"If the Ohio had gone down when 
she struck first everybody would have 
been drowned. After reaching Car- 
ter's Bay we struck again. Some peo- 
ple at once swam off to tho nearest 
shore but on account of tho cliffs 
could not make a landing. Many of 
the men wero unable to Jump. The 
wireless man stuck to his post grand- 
ly, calling for aid. Tho -actions of 
everybody wero very commendable. 
The ladles especially showed much 
bravery. Only a few ,of them crying. 
A most fortunate .occurrence was tho 
manner in which the lights kept lit 
till the Ohio went down." 

A Woman's Story 

Mrs. C. D. Murane, Tacoina: "When 
I and my three- little boys got up we 
at once went to the social hall, where 
we encountered rr lot of other women. 
We could scarcely believe that any- 
thing had happened. All of tho men 
wero very cool and this buoyed our 
spirits up. We wero very glad that 
tho lights did not go out and plunge 
us into darkness. It was a horrible 
night. Not a man attempted to get 
into a boat before all the women and 
children were in. Everything was 
orderly and the captain kept calling 
out orders. 'When we left the ship 
wo could still hear the captain on 
the ship ordering the crew around." 
Disaster Came Quick 

One of the steamer's officers said: 

The disaster came with appalling 
swiftness and thirty minutes after the 
Ohio struck she went down, with only 
her forecastle head nnd six feet of her 
smokestack showing. As the liner wus 
proceeding up FJnlaysoh channel on 
Thursday night, bound for Alaska 
points, rainstorms camo on and the 
weather became very thick. The Am- 
erican vessels take a course on the 
right of Saren islands while the Can- 
adian steamers and the halibut boats 
take tho channel" on the opposite side. 
Shortly, after 1 olclock the rainstorms 
became heavier arid It was impossible 
for- the lookout .to sec; ahead. There 
carrie a terrific .crash and a noise as if ] 
thousands of boilermakers Were rivet-' 
ting. The liner seemed to give a jump 
and the alarm was spread that the 
vessel had struck on a rock. Captain 
Johnson knew that the leust delay 
might have terrible results so ho in- 
stantly decided tn beach his sinking 
vessel. Full speed astern was ordered 
and the crippled vessel backed off the 
rock which had proved so disastrous. 
Then hor helm was put hard a-port. 
and sho nosed into a little bight called 
Carter' bay. Hero she took tho 
beacli about two ship lengths 
from the . shore and tho 
work to transferring the passengers 
to safety began. 

Italians Panic Stricken 

Tho rain was falling In torrents nnd 
the officers had trouble with a crowd 
of Italians who were travelling steor- 
,age. These men tried to rush tho 
boats, and only the sight of revolvers, 
backed by resolute seamen, kept them 
off. The boats were got into tho wa- 
ter with difficulty and the opinion 
among the passengers is that tho crew 
was slow in getting the lifeboats 
away, although it must be remember- 
ed that they were working under 
groat difficulties. Boat load after boat 
load was sent away to the beach, tho 
women and children going first, while 
somo of the men donned life belts and 
swam. 

How Eccles Died 
Meanwhile Operator Eccles had 
been sending calls for assistance Into 
the blackness of tho night. Ketchikan 
got them, as was stated yesterday, 
and it was through staying at his post 
as long as possible that Eccles lost his 
life. The last boat to leave the Ohio 
was overcrowded and something Ilko 
20 men had to swim. Fccles and the 
two freight clerks jumped overboard 
and the clerks were picked up by tho 
lifeboat. Eccles was struck on the 
lioad by somo wreckage and drowned, 
but his body was recovered and taken 
ashore. 

Dynamos Kept Working 

Tho dynamos kept working until half 
of the passengers had been transferred 
and then tho electric lights died away 
and darkness added to tho horror of 
the situation. Tho nearest settlement 
was at Swanson Bay, twenty miles 
away. Socond Officer Ed. Stewart got 
a crew together and manned ono of 
the boats and set off at top speed. Tho 
mon pulled for all they knew and cov- 
ered tho distance under adverse con- 
ditions in three hours. At Swanson 
Bay they found the New England Fish- 
ing Company's steamer Kingfisher, 
Capt. Holstrom, lying with steam up 
waiting for bait on her way to tho 
halibut banks hi Hacate Straits. Tho 
anchor was hoisted at once and under 
full steam the fishing vessel set off 
for Carter Bay which was reached at 
fivo minutes after nlno yesterday 
anorning. As she slowed down tho 
good-hearted fishermen inarmed their 
dories and us tho anchor splashed down 
ovor went the dories and in a minute 
the bay was dotted by tho little craft 
making for tho Ohio. 

The Purser's Wife 

Seattle, Aug. 28. — "Only a slight do- 
lay in applying for passage prevented 
Mrs. Stephen from going with her litis-, 
band, Purser Fred J. Stephen, of the' 
wrecked steamship Ohio, on the voyage 
that ended in his death," said Mrs. 
James A. Wood yesterday, a closo per- 
sonal friend of the Stephens, who lives 
at tho same building with them at 1523 
Summit avenue. Mrs. Stophens was 
prostrated on hearing the news and 
was unablo to see anyone. She asked 
Mrs. Wood to speak for her. "All ar- 
rangements had been completed. By 
somo formality, in the law when offi- 



cers take their families they have to 
make somo sort of application or an- 
nouncement in advance. This Mr, 
Stephen delayed and at the last min- 
ute 'Mrs.' Stephen. was prevented from 
going. 

"Mr. Stephon was one of the 'squar- 
est men' I ever knew. The men all 
said ho was a 'prince.' He was a thor- 
oughly upright and honorable man, a 
good friend and a devoted husband. 
Mr. Stephen had been married for ten 
years and only the night before ho 
sailed ho met J. J. Dunn, local man- 
ager of the Postal Telegraph Company, 
who was tho best man at his wedding, 
and they had a little supper, for it 
was tho first time they had so mot for 
several years, 

"A strange chance hindered Mr. 
Stephen from going on fatal voyages 
up till this one. Several times he had 
been scheduled to mako trips on ves- 
sels that were wrecked or disabled and 
each time somo little incident coming 
up had kept him ashore or transferred 
him to some other boat. He used to 
nay that he had the sailor's' ambition 
to dlo at sea and wanted to bo burled 
In tho deep." 

Eccles From Almonte. 

Almonte, Aug. 28.— Geo. E. Eccles, 
the wireless hero of the Ohio disaster, 
Is an old Almonte boy. Ho was born 
here thirty-five years ago and during 
his early years attended the public 
school here. While still a lad ho 
learned train dispatching with T. W. 
McDermott; now of Ottawa, then C. 
P. R. -agent- here. • About twelve, years, 
ago ho wont to Ottawa and was as- 
sistant clerk in the House of Com- 
mons for two sessions. Seven years 
ugo ho removed to Winnipeg to take 
a position in one of the railway tele- 
graph offices there. Eccles remained 
in Winnipeg until two years ago when 
ho went to Seattle and learned wire- 
less telegraphy. After he had become 
proficient in wireless work he was ap- 
pointed operator on one of the steam- 
ers plying between Alaska and Puget 
Sound. Eccles was married, his wife 
living in Seattle. His mother and fa- 
ther died years ago, but he is survived 
by these brothers and sisters, James 
N. Eccles, of Almonte; Arthur Eccles, 
proprietor of tho Belmont hotel, Al- 
monte; William Eccles, of Huileyburg; 
Marvin Eccles, of McEeod street Otta- 
wa; Henry Eccles, of Dakota and 
Misses Elizabeth and Mary Eccles, of 
Almonte. 

"He "Forgot" Once 

His wife, the daughter of James 
Barrle, a wealthy hotel keeper of 
Winnipeg, lives In Winnipeg. Eccles 
was a handsome man,' largo in stature 
and of- an exceedingly friendly nature, 
and was popular' everywhere he went. 
He was a •member of several fraternal 
orders. As a telegraph operator ho had 
few equals and was regarded as being 
exceptionally proficient In- all lines of 
the business.' After coming to . the 
Coast ho went Ndrth on the Copper 
River & Northwestern railroad con- 
struction, where ho handled the wire 
business on the construction line. 

His departure from ' Winnipeg was 
sudden and few of his friends there 
knew of his whereabouts. In Win- 
nipeg for years he was the chief dis- 
patcher of the Canadian Northern rail- 
road at Winnipeg. One night in the 
busy wheat-shipping season, after he 
had beon working steadily on extra 
Hours for several days during a tem- 
porary ^shortage of telegraph opera- 
tors, hiv'.'forgot" and thero was a head- 
on collision about a- hundred and 
twenty milee cast of Winnipeg. No 
one was killed, but the wreck was a 
costly one to tho company, many cars 
being smashed and tho track being 
badly damaged. Eccles felt his mis- 
take so seriously that he left the city 
and few knew whore he had gone. 
Brought Hero's Body 

Vancouver, Aug. 28.— Tho Rupert 
<Clty's passengers gave every sign of 
having been through a shipwreck on 
arrival here, their costumes being made 
up of odds und ends of garments gath- 
ered during tho rush for safety, and 
a grim note of tragedy was struck by 
tho presenco of a rough casket on the 
upper deck which contained the body 
of Wireless Operator Eccles. The cas- 
ket wus obtained at Swanson Bay and 
a big bruise on the forehead shows 
that the man was struck on the head 
by floating wreckage as ho jumped 
from tho liner. The passengers do- 
claro that probably double tho known 
number of dead lost their lives and 
that only a long search will discover 
tho true loss. 

Scene of Wreck. 

Carter bay, where the wreck of the 
Ohio lies submerged, is a stopping 
placo for vessels at the head of Fln- 
layson channel, which is 26 miles wide 
within its entrance and has high cliffs 
on its western shore. Cartor bay Is 
four cables wide at its entrance, 
abreast tho anchorage ground, and 
about six cables deep in a northerly 
direction, the head terminating in a 
large stream fronted by an extensive 
flat. It was for this beach at the head 
of the bay that tho Ohio was being 
driven when the water poured in so 
quickly that the engineers were driven 
from their posts and tho vessel went 
down. It is high water there about 
noon. Near Carter bay is Mussel in- 
let so called becauso when Vancou- 
ver visited it with his ship Discovery 
in 1793 several of the crew wero 
poisoned by eating mussels found 
there.

SEEK SHORTER SEASON 

Canners and Fishormen of the Fraser 
River to Urge Restriction of 
f Fishing. 
It is probable an attempt will be 
made -both by the fishermen of the 
Fraser river and the Canners' Asso- 
ciation to induce the Department of 
Fisheries to place the termination of 
the close season in the river a week 
earlier than set by law. According to 
the regulations no nets can be shot in 
the Fraser until September 15. The 
canners are, however, discussing the 
advisability of asking that llshing be 
permitted again after September 3, and 
if .they make an appeal to Ottawa it is 
possible that they may have the sup- 
port of the flshermeif. The canners 
wish to have an open season for llsh- 
ermen using the ordinary regulation 
nets after September S. On the mat- 
ter of nets, however, the Fishermen's 
Union differs from them, and If any 
appeal on the matter is sent to Otta- 
wa, it Is probable that the Fishermen's 
Union will ask that the additional open 
season, if granted, be limited to nets 



having a seven-inch mesh. The pres- 
ent '-emulation soekeye mesh is live and 
three-quarter inches. Numbers of lisli 
that would hi' taken by the smaller 
mesh nets would lie able to pass 
through thi 1 seven inch mesh, and the 
fishermen hope that there may be no 
difficulty in getting an extension of 
the open season for the larger mesh 
nets. 

The fishermen belonging to the un- 
ion are practically the only ones pos- 
sessed of seven inch mesh nets, these 
being used for taking spring salmon, 
and the limitation of the fishing of 
these nets would have the effect In a 
large measure of shutting out the Ja- 
panese.

A despatch from Xew Orleans tells 
of arrangements made for service be- 
tween that city and Pacific Coast 
points.

The service will extend as far north 
as Seattle. The vessels will touch at 
Portland, San Francisco and other Im- 
portant Pacillc coast points and con- 
nect at Sallna Cruz with the Tohuan- 
tepec rnn* Freight destined for New 
Orleans and eastern points will be 
transported across the Isthmus of Te- 
huantepec to Coatzacoalcos and re- 
shipped there for New Orleans and 
other points on the eastern side of the 
western hemisphere.

"Tho Germans," said he, "are smil- 
ing because we are oppressed with 
the notion that wo should only build 
Dreadnoughts. They are too unwield- 
ly, We want cruisers, and will have 
them. You will understand that If 
the trade routes between Canada and 
Britain are not kept clear, disaster 
will follow. 

"Armed tramps are what We fear. 
Dreadnoughts are only for going along 
with huge fleets. Cruisers could get 
after the armed tramps and prevent 
our commerce being destroyed. Build- 
ing Dreadnoughts reminds me of a 
naughty little boy who set fire to a 
haystack with a fuse. The haystack 
is burned, and what is the advantage 
then for the policeman to get after 
him to spank him? 

"When New Zealand offers a 
Dreadnought, It meant two millions of 
money. With these two millions' sev- 
eral cruisers could be built. They last 
longer than Dreadnoughts and can get 
after the enemy quicker. Now that is 
why I am in favor of cruisers for tho 
colonies. They are much better, inas- 
much as this idea of protecting Brit- 
ain and weakening the defences of the 
colonies is wrong. What is the use of 
protecting tho heart when the arteries 
an- cut? 

In time of war we require one Im- 
perial navy working for the empire. 
That Is the gospel I am here to preach, 
lint I admire Canada, South Africa 
and Australia wishing for separate 
navies; they have a right to resent 
anything else. 

"It is a marvelous thing to see the 
unity here in Canada with the French 
and 'the British. The way to keep 
that up is to call yourselves all Can- 
adians. It Is only right French-Can- 
adians should have their love for 
their language. They would not be 
human otherwise. 

"I think also that all ships should 
bo built by British labor. We must 
get the best shipyards .and In the 
meantime let Canada develop her 
naval resources. 

"What you must do though, is to 
make your own navy, with your own 
men. Let your soils and daughters 
take pride in it as they do across In 
tho old home. When fathers have 
sons In the navy, fathers will wax 
enthusiastic over It. In the past, 
Britain provided tho ship3 because 
her own prestige depended upon it. 
Now the sons tire outgrowing the par- 
ent and it Is for them to protect them- 
selves and also assist the parent. 

"It has been said, and I believe it, 
that tho Britisher Is a very ugly cus- 
tomer to meet when his stomach is 
empty, but we don't want that to hap- 
pen, we want to build quietly and 
protect our shipping. Let there bo 
no panic, and above all no aggressive- 
ness, for that is contrary to British 
traditions. When time comes let us 
all bo prepared to meet any enemy 
and preserve intnet the safety and 
honor of the empire, which we all so 
dearly loye."

He regretted very much that ho 
would bo unable to avail himself of a 
pressing invitation to visit Western 
Canada and the Pacific coast. He 
would have liked to have had sev- 
eral months here. 



CUSTOM'S RULINGS 

AGAINST CANADA 



Washington, D. C, Aug. 2S. — Several 
rulings on the administration of t he 
retaliatory provisions of the Payne 
tariff law directed at the wood pulp 
and print paper industry of Canada 
were issued by tne treasury depart- 
ment yesterday. 

One of the provisions prescribed that 
if any province forbids the exportation 
of pulp wood for use in the manufac- 
ture of wood pulp and print paper, an 
additional duty of one-tenth of one 
cent a pound shall be levied on all 
print paper, valued at 3 cents per 
pound or less, that comes from that 
province, and that a duty of one- 
twelfth of one cent per pound shall be 
assessed on mechanically-ground wood 
pulp coming from such province and 
which otherwise shall be admitted free 
of duty under the general provision of 
the law. As the province of Ontario 
prohibits the exportation of pulp wood 
cut on Crown lands tho higher rates 
will apply upon all print paper valued 
at 3 cents or less and all mechanically- 
ground wood puli) coming ir&m Crown 
lands In that province. 

Tho letter of Instruction to the col- 
lectors of customs Issued by Acting 
Secretary Reynolds, states that the 
countervailing duty shall ecpial 35 
cents a ton on the print paper as It 
takes approximately 14-10 cords of 
wood to produce a ton of paper. The 
duty of one twelfth of a cent per 
pound In addition to a countervailing 
duty of 25 cents a cord Is placed on 
mechanically-ground pulp wood pro- 
duced from tho wood cut on Crown 
lands In Quebec. 



The Ferguson non-support case is 
again before the courts of the Main- 
land, Ferguson having failed to obey 
tho order of the Court to provide for 
ills wife. Having failed to escape his 
matrimonial obligations by attacking 
the legality of his marriage, he now 
has raised other technicalities, in- 
cluding a suggested challenge o£ his 
wife's Integrity. 

Tho first sentence under the new 
law making flogging permissible In 
such cases has been pronounced by 
County Judge Mclnnes at Vancouver, 
in tho case of Clay Beers, the scion of 
ti prominent Ottawa family, convicted 
of badly beating aged F. 0'. Dcaclmttn 
and robbing him while unconscious, 
fit Stanley Park. Beers was awarded 
seven years In tho penitentiary and 
twenty lashes. His mother and his 
wife swooned when judgment was 
pronounced. » 

The Nanaimo City Council has ap- 
pointed a committee to interview Mr. 
Bryson, their city engineer, and In- 
duce him, if possible, to reconsider his 
decision to come to Victoria as as- 
sistant to Mr. Topp. Nanaimo has 
found Mr. Bryson an especially cap- 
able official and is loth to 'lose him,

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A salmon trap is a device made of wooden 
piles and ordinary nets for catching salmon 
by the thousand. Governed by some law or 
guided by some instinct — no one knows which 
it is — every year and about the same time in 
every year the sockeyes, Which are the salmon 
of the canned variety, start from their home 
in the ocean for the rivers where they were 
born. And this seems to be the career of this 
admirable fish. He is hatched in the running 
water far from the sea. When he gets his sea 
fins on, which is sometime in his first year, 
he sets out on his adventures. Where he goes 
no one knows. The author of "Our Heritage 
o£ the Seas" says that British Columbia 
salmon go over to the Siberian shores of the 
Pacific and there remain until overcome with 
home-sickness, when they start back for the 
river of their birth. Others say that they only 
go out along the outer shores of our islands 
and there grow to maturity. But the one 
thing about which nobody knows very much 
is fish. There are some little things with 
which most people are more pr less.w ell ac- 
quainted, and the result is the fishing industry 
' and the glorious sport of fly-fishing. But for 
the rest, it is mostly guess, work. But wc 
know that, broadly speaking, they are regu- 
lar in their habits, wherefore men invest 
money in canneries, boats, nets and fish-traps. 

A fish-trap consists of a lead, a big heart, 
a smalliieart, a pot and a spiller. Adjuncts to 
it are a brailer, a scow or two, a tug and a lot 
of other paraphernalia. The man fixes the 
trap : the salmon does the rest, except when 
it comes to taking him out of the water. Now 
for the purpose of giving this matter a person- 
al interest, let us suppose, gentle reader, that 
you are a sockeye, and originally wriggled out 
of the sand somewhere on the Fraser. In due 
time you went to sea and sported around with 
the rest of your fellows in the "dark, unfath- 
omed caves" of the Pacific. All of a sudden, 
Peggy, there came over you a feeling that you 
never experienced before. Maybe yon are in 
love with another of your species ; maybe you 
only have a longing for a drink of fresh 
water; maybe it is only that tired feeling; but 
let us, for the sake of poetry, suppose that it 
is an attack of nostalgia, a longing for the 
land of your birth. And so you start back for 
the Fraser. To your surprise you find it is 
"old home week" with a lot of your friends, 
and you move along in »i glorious coinpany of 
sockeyes up the Strait of Juan de Fuca, with 
your nose pointed straight ahead. If you have 
good luck you will reach your destination, only 
to die after having provided for the next gen- 
eration ; and perhaps some bear will come 
down to the river bank and make a meal of 
you. But you may never get there. You may 
find your passage obstructed by a thing called 
a lead, which extends out from a point near 
the shore, where the water is so shallow that 
you would scorn to swim in it. You nose 
your way along this and by and bye find your- 
self in a place where you have more room to 
move about. You find plenty of company 
there, and they are not all in 3'our class. Some 
of them may be dogfish, and perhaps there is 
a shark or two. Possibly some of your cousins 
of the salmon family are in* the crowd. After 
a time you begin to think you ought to be go- 
ing on your journey, and you find that some 
of your associates have discovered a way 
through the walls of the "big heart," and are 
heading through it. You follow and find your- 
self in another place like that which' you have 
just left, only smaller. The trap man calls 
this the "small heart." You are beginning to 
get a little anxious, and find yourself caught 
in the crowd that is rusliing through a small 
aperture in the wall' of this very unsatisfactory 
piace. You go through with the rest and find 
yourself in a iyill smaller place, which the 
owner calls "the pot." Things are beginn'ng 
to look a little desperate, but you work your 
way ahead as best you can in a crowd that 
hardly gives you. fin room, only to find your- 
self in another place, which has walls of net 
and a bottom of net. You arc now in a rest- 
Jess, impatient, heartbroken crowd, and you 
go around looking for n place by which you 
can escape, but all in vain. Then a great 
biack thing appears on lop of the water. It 
comes inside of the pot and the net is'cxtcnd-

ed all around it. Suddenly the crowd in the 
spiller' beginr. to get more dense, and you find 
the net at the bottom is coming up. Then you 
become excited indeed; and are not at all re- 
assured when a huge net comes down into the 
spiller. This the owner calls the brailer. In 
a moment you see it coming up again and you 
find yourself with hundreds of companions 
lifted out of the water and unceremoniously 
dropped into the scow. In a short time you 
c=ase to take any interest in what is goinjf on; 
but if you could keep your eyes open and your 
senses about you, you would realize that your 
scow was in tow of a tug, and that after a time 
you would be thrown upon a great floor, 
where your career as a salmon would end. 
After that," you would pass through several 
processes which need not be described, and 
ultimately would find yourself at sea again, 
but this time in a tin can, securely fastened 
in a wooden' box, arid on your way to the 
breakfast tables of England, or elsewhere, 
where you would be very greatly appreciated 
by some very excellent people, whose lives 
have been painfully prosaic, when compared 
with yours. Your apotheosis would consist of 
a place ut a blue book or in such a resume of 
the fishing industry as follows this biography. 

Where nre the fish traps, does some reader 
ask? Well, some of them are out near Sooke, 
there is one at Trial Island, there are a great 



lot over in the United States along the Inter- 
national Boundary, up among the islands and 
along the. mainland coast of the State of Wash- 
ington. 

With an actual shore line exceeding 7,000 
miles in extent, British Columbia presents il- 
limitable possibilities in her coast and deep 
sea fisheries. The coast, from the 49th to 
the 55th parallel of north latitude, is indented 
by innumerable inlets, bays and arms of the 
sea locally called "canals," which, Avith the 
open waters of the Pacific, are teeming with 
marine life in great variety — from the "right" 
whale to the sardine — inviting the union of 
capital with industry to its exploitation. So 
far this vast reserve of sea food has only been

seriously drawn upon for salmon, halibut and 
herring, other branches of the fishing industry 
being still in the tentative stage. 

To convey an idea -of the importance of 
the fisheries, it is only necessary to quote from 
the 39th annual report of the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries: 

"The Province of British Columbia shows 
the vast increase of over $4,500,000. For the 
first time in the history of our record has 
Nova Scotia been superseded as the banner 
fish-producing province of Canada." 

That was in 1905, when the total yield of 
Canadian fisheries was $29,479,562, of which 
British Columbia contributed $9,850,216, 
about 30 per cent. Of this grand total, $8,330,- 
713 was derived from salmon, halibut contrib- 
uting $445,070, and herring $243,140. iThese 
figures, while proving beyond question the 
great commercial value of British Columbia's 
salmon fisheries, suggest the immense pos- 
sibilities which await the development of the 
numerous other branches of the fishing busi- 
ness. The product of the Atlantic coast fish- 
eries, long recognized as a prime factor in the 
economic fabric of Canada, will one day be 
equalled and probably surpassed by those of 
British Columbia. Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Quebec 
produced fish to the value of $15,109,891 in 
1905, as against British Columbia's $9,850,216; 
but it must be borne in mind that the Atlantic 
fisheries have reached almost their maximum 
of development, while those of the Pacific 
have • been seriously attacked in only 
one branch — salmon. It is, therefore, but 
reasonable to expect very different re- 
sults when British Columbia's fisheries 
reach the same stage of development, 
for, practically inexhaustible, the only 
limit to their output should be the lack 
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of markets, a contingency not likely to arise. 

Tlie principal food fishes of the North Pa- 
cific are: Salmon (five varieties, viz., sock- 
eye, spring or tyee, cohoe, humpback and 
dog), halibut, cod (several varieties), herring, 
sturgeon, bass, oolachans, smelts, perch, trout, 
skill, sardines, anchovies, shad, oysters, clams, 
crabs, shrimps and prawns. Whales are very 
plentiful along the coast and in Behring sea, 
and a whaling company recently organized, 
with headquarters at Sechart, Barkley 'Sound, 
is doing a profitable business. Dogfish, a 
species of shark, which prey upon the salmon 
and other fish, are valuable for their oil and 
the manufacture of guano, and several com- 
panies arc taking them in large numbers. 

Halibut are caught in great numbers off 
the ooasl, and their exportation to the East- 
ern markets has become an important indus- 
try, second only to salmon canning. In 1907, 
the total catch of halibut 011 the Pacific Coast 
was about 50.000,000' pounds, of which British 
Columbia supplied over 16,000.000. The Brit- 
ish Columbia halibut banks are so imperfectly 
protected, only one small cruiser being em- 
ployed in the service, that they are preyed 
upon by United States fishermen to an alarm- 
ing extent. In 1906, according to the captain 
of the Dominion Fisheries Cruiser Kestrel, 
forty-six United States fishing vessels caught 
over thirty-nine million pounds of halibut in 
Canadian waters, valued at a low estimate at 
S2,ooo.ooo. As the poaching still continues, 
almost the whole Pacific Coast catch of 1907, 
50,000,000 pounds, should be credited to Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Herring of excellent quality are taken 011 
the east coast of Vancouver Island, the present: 
centre being Xanainio. They are pronounced 
equal to the Atlantic fish by experts engaged 
by the Dominion Government to instruct the 
British Columbia fishermen in the best meth- 
ods of curing and packing.. The calch of herr- 



ing is increasing annually, and promises to 
become a very important branch of the fish- 
ing business. Cod-fishing has not been given 
much attention, but seems to offer good op- 
portunities for profit if carried on systematic- 
ally. The oolachan, a fish of the smelt fam- 
ily, swarms to the rivers in the early summer, 
and is caught in large quantities by the In- 
dians, with whom it is a staple food. It is a 
delicious fish, delicate in flavor, and should af- 
ford profitable business if canned or otherwise 
preserved for export. 

There are main- other sea products which 
might he turned to account with advantage. 
Very little has been done in the minor 
branches of the fishing industry, yet there is 
little doubt that canning crabs, clams, sar- 
dines, smells, prawns, shrimps, etc., could be. 
made to pay handsomely, while giving em- 
ployment to a large number of people, 

Sealing was at one time a leading source 
of profit in British Columbia, but the busi- 
ness has fallen off considerably of late, owing 
to restrictions imposed by the Behring Sea 
Award and the decreasing number of seals. 
The average catch for the five years ending 
[903 w>'i 26.300 skins, as compared with an 
average of 62,600 skins for I be previous five- 
year period. The Victoria sealing fleet of 
1905 consisted of 37 schooners, employing 518 
hunters, of whom 188 were whites and 330 In- 
dians; and the catch totalled 13.79S. In 1906 
the catch was 10,370 skins, and in 1907. 5,397, 
the smallest on record, only 15 schooners be- 
ing employed. 

Apart from the commercial aspects of 
British Columbia's fisheries, they offer excep- 
tionally good sport to the amateur fisherman 
and angler. All the numerous rivers, creeks 
and lakes, as well as the sea, teem with fish, 
so that the gentle art may be enjoyed at all 
seasons and in every part of the Province. 
. Tlie sockeye salmon, the kind most prized 



for canning, appear in greater numbers every 
fourth year. These are called "big years," 
and fishermen and c'anners make special prep- 
arations for them. In 1901. a big year, 1,236.- 
15(1 cases of salmon were put up in British 
Columbia, worth 85,986,000, and containing 
12,500,000 fish, weighing 60,000,000 pounds.

A STRANGE OCCURRENCE 

I am a constant and pleased reader of the 
Colonist's Sunday Supplement and note your 
request in your edition of August 8 for stories 
of actual occurrences out of the common. 

The incident J am about to relate is of it- 
self trivial, the only thing remarkable about 
it being some son of telepathic message with 
no conscious human intelligence at the other 
end of the line. 

At the time, some iS years ago. I was the 
editor of a newspaper in one of tlie seaport 
cities of the Eastern Provinces. It was the 
custom of (he writing staff to work on Sun- 
day nights, but not on Saturday nights. My 
office was on the second floor of the large 
brick building, and 011 the same flat with the 
night and city editors and reporters. It was 
lighted by a large lamp of metal, suspended 
in chains over the desk, large enough to con- 
tain half a gallon of oil, and fitted with a large 
circular wick. 

The janitor iiad lighted all the lamps as 
usual, and had lighted I his also about 7 
o'clock, closing the door with the snap lock. 

I had gone to church, intending after ser- 
vice to go straight to the office. Scarcely had 
the service began when something seemed to 
say to me in an imperative way, "Go to your 
office." I brushed it aside and tried to attend 
to the singing, prayers and preaching. But the 
message was repeated, becoming more and 
more emphatic during the hour. I could not 
repress it. and became convinced at length 
that something must be wrong, lint 1 did 
not wish to disturb the service by going out, 
and so waited, impatiently, till the benedic- 
tion was pronounced, and while the congrega- 
tion were still bowed, tiptoed down the aisle 
to the sidewalk. I found the walk thronged 
with people from another, nearby church, just 
out, and could not get along fast enough. 



I was irrcsislably impelled to run, and so 
took the middle of the street and ran swiftly, 
all the time conscious that I was making my- 
self ridiculous in the sight of many onlookers 
who knew me. Out. of breath 1 reached the 
office, and ran up the broad stairs. Every- 
thing seemed lo be going on there as usual, 
and nothing the matter. Reporters bade, me 
good evening and wont on with, their work. 
In the room next my own the night editor 
was working in his shirt-sleeves, calm and un- 
disturbed. 

Pulling the key in my office door. I threw 
it open and instantly a thick cloud of black 
smoke rolled out. hirst thought was that the 
office was on fire, but it was not. It was en- 
tirely the big oil lamp that was at fault. It 
fas blazing a foot high out of the top of the 
shade, although all 1 could see in the dense 
smoke was a red glare. 

As quickly as possible 1 Extinguished the 
lamp, not without danger of explosion, the 
metal bowl of il having become hot, and then 
threw open the windows. , 

That was all there was to it, save that 
everything in the room, carpet, desk, papers, 
chairs and bookcase, were covered about: a six- 
teenth of an inch thick with a greasy soot, 
thrown out by the lamp as from a miniature 
volcano in eruption. In the few seconds of 
personal exposure my face and hands were 
black as midnight. It took a long time to get 
myself in presentable shape, and the office was 
simply uninhabitable till thoroughly cleaned. 

T11 a somewhat long life I have never be- 
fore nor since been impelled by any impulse 
such as on that night. No human being knew 
that anything was wrong, so none could have 
warned me tclcpathically. Those who believe 
in spirit messages xyqulcl find it difficult to ex- 
plain why the persistent alarm was 'not .sent 
to some one present in the office instead of to 
me in church. 




Grape Culture in France 

. - , .(By Jacques Boyer, in American Homes and Gardens.) 



Thomery Is a picturesque and quite unique 
French / village '.about four miles from 
Fontainebleau. on the southerly bank of the 
Seine. To the eye of the visitor it presents 
an almost uninterrupted succession of white- 
washed walls covered with flourishing grape- 
vines. Most of the houses and the garden 
walls are so covered. In - autumn golden 
grapes cluster everywhere. The grapes- are 



have a beautiful golden hue. . There are two 
sub-varieties of the Frankenthal. The variety 
with pale green leaves yields finer grapes than 
the other, the foliage of which has a reddish 
tint. The Ciota chasselas is cultivated in 
pots for exhibition. The Caesar, an oval 
black grape with a tough skin and excellent 
keeping qualities ; the black and while Mus- 
cats/with globular fruity and the Rose Ma- 
laga, a large oval grape of the color of rod 




inches the weak and apparently barcn slt_oots • 
are- broken off with the fingers; two w ccks 
later the tendrils arc pinched off and th c s-uck- 
ers are removed entirely from the olclca v iijes, 
but arc merely pinched hack on the young 
vines, as their complete removal migh t cause 
too, rapicl'growth of the vine. Wh«cn the 
grapes have grown , to the size of peas lliey 
arc thinned with scissors, from one-fo u'rfch to 
one-third of the grapes of each "bunch bseing 
removed. Thinning increases arid eqi:a_1izes 
the size of. the\ grapes that are left and' listens 
their ripening. At Thomery the grarj)cs=i are 
usually, thinned between July 10 and Auagust 
10. In the second tying, which is made n acces- 
sary by the growth of the shoots that -were 
too short to-be tied in the spring, someeo (the 
leaves which touch the wall arc re in coved in 
order to give light and heat to the (-rapes, 
and many more leaves arc removed duiriiipq the 
first half of September. 

Fungus diseases arc combated by s prcaying 
the vines with mixed solutions o f cop-pr - sul- 
phate and lime (Bordeaux mixture)). The 
ripening clusters are enclosed in l>ags o(li_orse- 
liair or paper to protect them from bees wasps 
and flies, and the mines are covered w — 1th nets 
to exclude birds. The grapes arc g^atfcicrcd 
about tlie middle of October, on Fair- but 
slightly cloudy days, if possible. 

The finest clusters arc cut with soiree of the 
wood attached, for the purpose of keeping 
them fresh. The clusters of the second grade 
arc also kept until winter, but by (lie: dry

kept in a fresh condition, by methods pe- 
culiar to the district, to await a favorable mar- 
ket. 

Practicalh' only two varieties of grapes, are 
cultivated at Thomery, the Golden Chasselas 
of Fontainblcau, which probably originated in 
Cahors or in Piedmont, and the FTankentha), 
which was imported ' front Germany about

posures, arc also cultivated to some extent. 

The vines are planted in -espaliers' ami 
counter espaliers. The high walls are ten feet 
in height and placed at varying distances av- 
eraging one hundred feet. Between thenb 
lower walls are placed.

of which are protected by curved tiles. These 
walls also carry iron supports on which, 
about the first of September, planks or glazed 
sashes, twenty inches wide, arc placed to pro- 
tect the grapes from rain. Similar sashes are 
placed on the small walls when they are need- 
ed. , 

Various systems of trcllising arc employed, 
with horizontal, vertical and oblique wires. 
Many of the high walls bear five horizontal 
wires nineteen inches apart, the lowest six- 
teen inches above the- ground, and the high- 
est twenty-seven inches below the top of the 
wall. The vines arc planted sixteen inches 
apart. In hot and dry situations a single vir- 
tical wire is used for each vine Wires in- 
clined thirty degrees to the horizontal are 
used to a considerable extent. The vines are 
planted twenty inches apart, and are primed 
and trained as in the case of horizontal wir- 
ing, except that twice as many canes are left. 
The first counter espalier, or detached trellis, 
is set six or seven feet from the wail, and 
the others follow at intervals of fifty-two 
inches. These trellises ma)' have either hori- 
zontal or vertical wires. The vines are often 
pruned to three or four canes and trained in 
the shape of a fan. 

The fine clusters of golden grapes, for 
which Thomery is celebrated, are not pro- 
duced without much care and labor, in prun- 
ing, tying, spraying, pinching back, thinning, 
bagging the grapes and removing superfluous 
leaves, buds and tendrils. When the green 
shoots have attained a length of fiyc or six

THE BEAUTY OF THE SWEET WIL- 
LIAM 

One of the most welcome of flowers in the 
garden in summer is Sweet William, which is 
now (late July) in the zenith of its beauty. 
Of late years the Sweet William has played, 
and rightly so, a more important part in not 
only the mixed border, but in beds. This has 
been brought about through the raising of 
several varieties of striking color, and none 
more so than Sutton's Pink Beauty, a warm 
salmon pink that has a peculiarly rich glow. 
I noticed groups of it recently and thought the 
color, a Crimson Rambler shade, one of the 
most distinct in the garden. The plant is of 
compact, rounded growth, making quite a lit- 
tle bush, crowned with a thick clustering of 
flowers, which, if not individually of what the 
florist would term "perfect form," have their 
glorious color as compensation. It is a flower 
to plant in front of an evergreen hedge, which 
throws into strong relief the rich coloring. 
Sweet Williams arc easily grown ;■ raise them 
from seeds sown as soon as they are ripe in 
a well-prepared bed in the open garden. Or- 
dinary soil and a fine surface are sufficient, 
and sow thinly. When ihe seedlings are 2 
inches high prick them out into another bed, 
and in September transfer them to the places 
in which they are to flower. In the case of 
such an exceptional variety as Pink Beauty, 
the wiser course would be to sow the seed in 
shallow pans and to put them in a cold frame. 
Many fine selections of Sweet Williams arc 
available now, but the sclfs, the single and 
double crimsons, pure white and other forms 
appeal to me more than those with edged and 
mottled flowers. — E. T. Cook.

covered with straw or ferns and carried on 
barrows to the packing and storage rooms. 

In the dry method of preservation, which 
was used exclusively until the middle of last 
century, the grapes are simply laid in small 
trays of osier ljned witr straw compactly ar- 
ranged in the store house. The method is 
simple and cheap, but the grapes become 
withered and wrinkled if long kept. Larpcn- 
tcu'f conceived the idea of immersing the ends 
of fruited branches in water, and found that 
in this way grapes could be kept for two 
months. Charmcux and VaHeaux improved 
the process, to which an experience of half a 
century has given the following form: 

The storage rooms, which arc preferably 
situated 011 the first floor of the building, are 
fitted with shelves which have holes for the 
reception of bottles containing about a gill of 
water. The storehouses of the largest estab- 
lishments often contain forty thousand bot- 
tles. A piece of charcoal is put in each bot- 
tle to keep the water sweet, and the end of 
the vine stem is then inserted. The doors and 
windows of the room arc kept closed. Dark- 
ness is an important factor, as it prevents fer- 
mentation inside the grapes. The temperature 
is kept as uniform as possible, and little above 
the freezing point, 36 or 37 degrees' Fahren- 
heit. The air of the room must be very dry, 
as dampness produces mold and decay. By 
this method, which requires constant care, the 
grape-growers of Thomery keep fresh every 
"winter from two hundred and seventy-five 
thousand to three . hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars' worth of golden chasselas and other 
fine table grapes.

SAVING SEED OF SWEET PEAS 

Sweet peas are very sportive. They occas- 
ionally will send out a double stem with 8 to 
15 flowers upon it, but this appears to be a 
deformity. Seed saved^-from such' flowers do 
not repeat and, in fact, generally produce, in- 
ferior flowers. • 

If you desire to save your own seed, do 
not try to get flowers and seeds from the 
same vine. Pick out the sturdiest vines to 
save seed from. Cut the porer flowers,- leav- 
ing the best, with three or four flowers to a 
stem to seed. When ripe pick the pods, which 
will contain about seven seeds each. Those 
at each end of the pod will be smaller than 
the rest, discard these, and save only the big, 
fad seeds for next year, and you will probably 
get improved plants and flowers from them. 
By this method I have been able to get many 
flowers with sturdy stems 16 and 17 inches 
long. The earliest flowers are the, best to; save 
seeds from, as those which mature in hot 
weather do not seem to have the same vitality 
and strength. 

Ai your garden is very shady you cannot 
grow fine sweet peas. They thrive best with 
plenty of air and sunlight. Many, of the orange 
and red varieties burn or discolor somewhat 
easily under a hot sun; hence if you want to 
have pure colors for exhibition, it is a good 
plan to throw a few yards of cheese cloth 
over the vines when the sun is striking them 
strongly. . •'. -. .- . :. '- ,

ARTIFICIAL POLLENIZATION 

This is a very slow and thankless opera- 
tion, and only those who, like Luther Bur- 
bank, possess unlimited patience and en- 
thusiasm, may hope to succeed. The .work 
may be divided into two classes; first the se- 
lection of any striking peculiarities which 
have made their appearance accidentally, and 
then following them up. This system is 
largely adopted in the case of wheat raising. 
It may happen that one car of wheat is noticed 
in a crop which has marked characteristics of 
its own. This is carefully preserved, and 
sown that' it may be further tested. The same 
may be done with fruits, but experts, like 
Burbank, deliberately assist nature by arti- 
ficially fertilizing certain fruit with pollen se- 
lected from other kinds, and with properties 
they wish to impart }o the new stock. All 
this may seem quite simple and, as a matter 
of fact it is. but it cannot be said that the re- 
sults justify all the labor and patience in- 
volved. In some experiments' of this kind Bur- 
bank had to go carefully through many thou- 
sands of young stock before he could trace 
the effect he had in view. In one instance he 
planted 7,000 plum trees, and out of that large 
number there was only one tree that turned 
out as he hoped. Just imagine the labor and 
expense of planting out 7,000 trees, and then 
examining them in detail! Only an enthusiast, 
and one possessing exceptional skill and 
money, could hope for success in such labor- 
ious work. . • 


WALKS AND DRIVEWAYS 

When planning new grounds, walks and 
1 driveways must be taken into consideration. 
On large grounds they should be used to link 
the more important features of the landscape 
together, and to serve as entrances. They 
have an effect on the -appearance of the place 
and as they are not beautiful in themselves, 
they should be as few as possible. The gen- 
crav'idea should be simplicity and directness. 

On grounds of considerable extent, the 
walks and driveways should be laid out in 
moderate curves, not winding or twisting, but 
gracefully curving from the point of entrance 
to the house. The points of entrance are bet- 
ter located at the sides. On small city lots, 
where space is limited, we are restricted al- 
most to straight lines, but occasional slight 
curves may be employed with effect. 
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REIGNING HOUSES 



The reigning family of Portugal belongs 
to what is known as the House of Braganza. 
The ancestor of the House was Affonzo, illcgi t- 
imate son of John I. or Portugal, who was 
created Count of Barcellos by his father, ais<3 
Duke of Braganza by Affonzo V. Joint L 
and Affonzo V. were of the royal House of 
Aviz, so called because John was grandmaster 
of the Knights of St. Bennett of Aviz. He 
himself was an illegitimate son of King Pedro, 
of the House of Burgundy, which had reigned 
in Portugal for nearly three hundred years. 
The House of Aviz occupied the throne for 
nearly two centuries, when it became extinct, 
and in 1578 the Crown passed to King Philip 
I. of Spain, being retained by Spanish sov- 
ereigns for sixty years. In 1640 the Portu- 
guese rose in revolt against foreign rulers, arid 
after a spirited contest succeeded in expelling 
the Spaniards, whereupon the Duke of Bra- 
ganza, who seemed to be the only available 
representative of the previous reigning family, 
was chosen King, and he ascended the throne 
as John, or, more properly, joao IV., who bias 
gone into history as "The Restorer." From 
this monarch King Manuel of Portugal is de- 
scended. In 1S34 Maria II. came to the 
throne, and she subsequently married Fer- 
nando, Duke of Saxe, a prince of Cobuirg- 
Gotha, so that the present reigning family is 
properly described genealogically as the 
House of Braganza-Coburg. The historric 
friendship between England and Portugal be- 
gan in the reign of Joao IV. 

The Romanoffs constitute the reigning 
house of Russia. They differ from the other 
reigning houses that have been so far con- 
sidered in the fact that the name is a patro- 
nymic and not taken from a locality. The 
first of them to bear the title Tsar i^as 
Michael Romanoff, who was elected to that 
position in 1613 after the extinction of the 
ancient House of Rurik. The present Tsar is 
descended from Michael in the female lime. 
On the male side the present family traces its 
lineage to Karl, Duke of Holstcin-Gotleip, 
who a little less than two centisries ago m ar- 
ried the daughter of Peter the Great. Gene- 
alogically the name of the branch of the fa.ni- 
ily that has occupied the throne since 1762 is 
Romanoff-Holstein. 

In the later part of the Sixteenth and 'the 
beginning of the Seventeenth Century, Russia 
lay practically at the feet of Poland, and the 
country was itself torn by internal disorders 
which had culminated in the murder of the 
Tsar Dinhtri. After several years of douiht 
and uncertainty as to who was sovereign, the 
nobles met to choose a new occupant of the 
throne, and the choice fell upon Michael Ro- 
manoff, of whom it was said that his claiim to 
support lay chiefly in the virtues of his 
father, for he himself was only a youth of 
sixteen years. His reign was not wholly un- 
disturbed by other claimants to royal honors, 
but he held his own and having associated his 
father with him in the government, prove d a 
very excellent administrator. Under his rule 
the country was opened to foreign conimcTce, 
and some historians say that he made no claim 
to autocratic power. He was great-gra. ud- 
father of Peter the Great. The Romanoff fam- 
ily was not of royal descent, although one of 
the members of the family had been the First 
wife of Ivan the Terrible of the great House 
of Rurik. Of Rurik little can be told that pos- 
sesses any historical value. He and his broth- 
ers are said to have come "out of the North" 
in 862 and it is alleged that they were Swedish 
princes. Many of the descendants of Rutrik 
were very remarkable men : but, as far a s is 
known, the family is absolutely extinct. 

The reigning family of Italy is the House 
of Savoy. Its founder was Humbert, the 
Whitehanded, who is said to have foe en de- 
scended from Poso of Provence, born in 879, 
one of whose sous became Holy Roman Em- 
peror under the title of Louis the Blind. H um- 
bert was born about the year 1000 and for 
services rendered he received large domains, 
including the country of Savoy, from which 
his descendents took their name. AddiLions 
were made to the territory of the family and 
ai the close of the Twelfth Century Savoy 
was a very formidable power. For nine linn- 
dred years the family has occupied a position 
of great prominence in European history. Its - 
daughters married into other reigning families • 
in England, P'rance, Spain and elsewhere, one- 
of them having been wife nf the Emperor oF 
Constantinople. The sons contracted allia.nces*i 
with many royal houses, and perhaps one map 
say with safety that in no ruler of the present: 
day is the blood of so many diverse dyiKLstics 
represented as in the King of Italy. Victorr 
'Amadetts II. married Mary of Orleans, damgli— 
tcr of Henrietta of England, and the legiti- 
mate heir to the crown after the exclusion off 
the Old Pretender. It is a descendant o( hers , 
who is now regarded by a few people as the™ 
legitimate queen of England. 

The House of Savoy became royal in tlice 
iimc of Victor Amadeus II., who was recog- 
nized as King of the Island of Sardinia, which 
_s Duke of Savoy, he had acquired from Aus- 
tria in exchange for Sicily. In the early part 
of the last century the Sardinian King 1 wags 
forced to abandon his continental posses sionss 
and retire to Sardinia. He returned after thee 
Battle of Waterloo and re-took possession -f 
Savoy, continuing to rule in a sort of vassalagoe 
to Austria. The Austrian control was tli rowui 
off in 1S48. Italy was at this time divided irgp 
among several princes, and the Pope excrciscod 
temporal power over what were known as th-e 
States of the Church. After, thirteen years oof 



ttiirmoil, ini 1861 Victor Emmanuel of Sar- 
□rjiiiia was proclaimed King of Italy, and the 
gprescnt IC ing is his grandson.

I AN THE RESTORER 

T\,vo -wve-eks ago we spoke of "Man the 
IDestroycr ," showing how he had exhausted 
sand contdiiucs to exhaust those elements, 
-which in one form or another Nature has pro- 
-videdt for his use, so that so far as natural 
[products arc- concerned, the earth is much less 
fitted to be the abode of humanity than it was 
several centuries ago. Yet there are many 
more peorib living on the earth today than at 
any time trithin the historical period, which 
shows that in some way man has compensated 
for the destruction he has wrought. Will the 
earth ill ^years to come be better fitted to be 
the residence of human beings than it is now, 
and -will those beings be as far in advance of 
what we are, as we arc in advance of what our 
ancestors were before mankind began to exer- 
cise his incentive faculty? Will there ever 
come a tdin e, when our descendants will look 
upon ns as primitive, and upon our civiliza- 
tion ;ls crude attempts to wrestle with the 
adverse aorccs of Nature? These are some 
reasons -fur supposing that these questions 
may be answered in the affirmative. 

Take Ihe question of chemical research. 
Thus far cliemistry has concerned itself chiefly 
with analysis, not with synthesis. It has been 
taking- siabstances apart to see what they are 
made of 5 it has only learned in a very clc- 
nienrary way how to produce things out of 
the raw materials. Thus a chemist can take a 
piece of sugar and tell you just what it is com- 
posed of and the exact proportions of its sev- 
eral ingredients, but he cannot take the ma- 
terials it is made of and put them together to 
form siiprar. If a chemist ever finds out how 
to cio tlnat, his discovery will revolutionize 
humanity, At present we depend for our 
food upevn plant life. So far as can be ascer- 
tained, all our food, animal as well as 
vegetable, passed from the inorganic stage 
through plant life. There is some mysterious 
process "by which a plant is able to take car- 
bon, liycSrogen, oxygen and other elementary 
substanc es. which,' if eaten in their elemental 
form, iv 011 Id no more support life than so 
much sa-KL and compound out of them wheat, 
stra-wber-ries, potatoes and the thousand and 
one things upon which animal life feeds. 
U'hen inn can take these elements and out 
of them produce, say, a strawberry, not neces- 
sarily in the shape of a strawberry, but some- 
thing Hi at will in flavor and nutritious qual- 
itv he equal to a strawberry, synthetic chem- 
istry wil lhave achieved a triumph, which will 
affect humanity almost to as greet a degree 
as the discovery of the means of making fire, 
Expe-riirrciLts have been made in the synthetic 
producti-on of foods with what has been 
claimed to he success, but the field is one that 
is practi cally a virgin one to the investigator. 
During the past few years experiments have 
been made, which seem to justify the hope 
that the nitrogen of the air may be returned 
to the soil so as to maintain its fertility. This 
seems lake the entering wedge of synthetic 
chemist r-y as applied to supplying the needs 
of niankcincl. 

"While speaking of this subject mention 
may lie made of fish, which possibly may fur- 
nish an exception to the rule that all food 
substances have at one time passed through 
the vcg"«l*.ble stage. So very little is known 
about fish that one cannot say with certainty 
what in any of them live on. Whether they 
live on atiinute animalculae or upon low forms 
of vegetable life, or possess the capacity of 
scparati mr from water the substances which 
it holds in solution and converting them into 
flesh an dbone, just as plants can take the ele- 
mentary substances out of the air and convert 
themirUo fibre, leaves, flowers and fruit, we 
cannot as yet say with certainty. On what 
do the myriads of salmon live, which ascend 
our rivers? What is the food of the count- 
less mi llions of herrings, which people our 
waters? 

No -one knows what possibilities are con- 
tained i 11 the sea. We were told not long ago 
that gold had been successfully extracted from 
sea. water, and a little thought will show that 
there ram st he a little of everything in sea 
water that water can dissolve, for through 
tin conn ted centuries the water of the ocean 
has kern circulating by way of the clouds, the 
rain an d the rivers, and it must in its course 
havetaJen up a little of everything. Put this 
aspect ol the subject may be left for the pres- 
ent out of consideration, for there is another 
use to which human ingenuity may put the 
ocean one of these days. The force exerted 
by the rise and fall of the tides is enormous, 
and it has already been employed to some 
extent (or mechanical purposes. That it may 
be used to a much greater degree by and bye, 
and that from its energy power, heat and light 
may b< derived, thus supplying a need that 
will arise from the exhaustion of coal mines, 
may fc> c taken for granted. This method of 
Ut31izlr»g one of the great forces in nature may 
not he very remote. • 

There is no means of judging wdiat may be 
in-volved in electrical development. As yet w c 
on.lv have a glimpse of wonderful things. ( hie 
of "tlie earliest discovered in regard to it 
wasthaat by its use water could be separated 
into its component parts; recent experiment 
has demonstrated that electricity can be em- 
ployed to promote vegetable growth. In this 
connection mention may be made of what is 
known. a.s intensive cultivation, not the kind 
praclisei by our Chinese gardeners, who man- 
age (I tiring a season to get a succession of 



crops off the same area during each season, 
and by close tillage and high fertilization, to 
produce a yield per acre much ahead of the 
average; but intensive cultivation, which, by 
the use of glass and other expedients, is able 
to disregard climatic conditions to a very 
large extent. Here is a field of unknown pos- 
sibilities, and, taken in connection with the 
application of electricity to crop growth, may 
revolutionize the production of many kinds of 
vegetable foods. If one should choose to give 
his fancy a little rein, it would be easy to pic- 
ture a community where each person raised 
all the fruits and vegetables necessary for his 
support in a small area. Think what this 
would mean in the way of a revolution in so- 
cial conditions. Think how it would change 
the whole question of transportation. Think 
how it would tend to the development of a 
healthy race of men and women. Experiment 
in the application of electrical energy to the 
production of plant life is only in its infancy ; 
what the next decade may have in store in 
this direction no one can pretend to foresee. 
Any day we may hear of a discovery that will 
open illimitable possibilities. 

The invention of wireless electric com- 
munication is full of unimaginable possibil- 
ities. Take one instance. It is now possible 
for a man to carry around in his pocket a tele- 
phone, whereby he can communicate without 
the use of wires with another person, simil- 
arly provided, and at a considerable distance 
away. Just to what degree of efficiency this 
invention has been brought we do not know, 
hut it has passed the toy stage, and may be a 
commercial proposition at any day. There is 
no use for any one to profess to realize what 
the perfection of such an appliance, so that it 
might be used throughout a wide radius, 
would mean. Apparently there is nothing pos- 
sible with wire transmission that is not pos- 
sible with wireless. One writer, who seems 
to be very familiar with the subject, says the 
time is not far distant when the use of wires 
for electric transmission will be wholly aban- 
doned, at least in the case of the telegraph 
and telephone We know that wires can be 
dispensed with to some extent in the trans- 
mission of electric power, for torpedos have 
been made that can be steered and discharged 
by wireless electric communication. The 
world of the future seems, therefore, to be 
materially different, so far as mankind is con- 
cerned, from the world of the past. 

Only a passing reference need he made 
to the *ic V intiaiities of aerial navigation. It 
is too k-vit to predicate anything with cer- 
tainty on that score, for notwithstanding all 
that has been accomplished, there is a good 
deal yet to be achieved «n that field before 
dirigible balloons or flying machines can be 
utilized in connection with commercial trans- 
portation. But if ever it becomes so aerial 
navigation is practicable for the ordinary pur- 
poses of life, the result will be seen in far- 
reaching changes. Most writers only speak 
of its effect in connection with warlike oper- 
ations; hut airships, that will carry soldiers 
and ordnance with safety, will carry merchan- 
dise, and if the aerial transportation of men 
and merchandise becomes possible, the day of 
great cities will he over. A city like New 
York, for example, only exists because it was 
more convenient than any oth repoint for pur- 
poses of transportation. Not many people 
would wish to live on Manhattan Island, if it 
were not that the exigencies of transportation 
in the past caused business to centre there. 
Once the atmosphere afords men a highway 
for travel, and there will be a general deser- 
tion of the cities. 

But we can only forecast in the most gen- 
eral way what may he accomplished by Man, 
the Restorer. Our race has certainly done 
much to change the surface of the earth and 
exhaust its accumulated wealth; but there 
seems to be a new earth arising, which will 
not need the resources that have been essen- 
tial to human progress and happiness in our 
relatively primitive days, when we build upon 
destruction.

BREITENFELD 

There are some places in the world that 
seem as if chosen by History to he the scene 
of her greatest incidents. The country around 
Tours in France is one of these; the passes 
of the Alps and the fields of Piedmont consti- 
tute another, and at Breitenfeld, in Saxony, 
we have yet another. Here were fought two 
of the great battles of the Thirty Years' War, 
and the result of the conflicts had a potent 
influence upon the future of Central Europe. 
The early part of the Seventeenth Century 
saw Austria making a powerful claim to sov- 
creignty over the surrounding nations. It is 
difficult for any one to say how much poltiical 
ambition and how much religious fanaticism 
shared in determining the policy, which suc- 
cessive Austrian monarchs saw fit to adopt 
towards their Protestant subjects. The mo- 
tives behind the policy are unimportant in 
this connection ; wdiat we have to do with are 
the results of it. The historical facts are that 
under the Emperor Ferdinand II. the' treat- 
ment of the P.rotcstants led to their rebellion 
in 7619. The war which followed ultimately 
assumed a religious character, being in point 
of fact a struggle between the Catholics and 
Protestants for supremacy in Northern Ger- 
many. The great leaders on the Catholic side 
were Tilly and Wallenstein, soldiers whose 
names stand to this day as synonyms for mil- 
itary prowess. On the Protestant side the 
leadership was entrusted to Christian IV. of 
Denmark. The struggle was very unequal, 
the Protestant princes meeting with defeat 
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after defeat, which were relieved, but by no 
means compensated for, by a few victorious 
expeditions. So complete was the success of 
the imperial forces that in 1629 the Danish 
King consented to the Treaty of Lubec, 
which greatly humiliated him and his allies. 
Peace might now have been preserved for 
some time, but the Emperor Ferdinand, excit- 
ed by his successes and rendered more arro- 
gant than ever in religious matters, not only 
oppressed the Protestants more rigorously 
than ever, but gratuitously insulted Gustavus 
Adolphus, King of Sweden. 

Gustavus Adolphus was one of the most 
notable princes of his own or any age. He 
was reared in the strictest Lutheran faith, and 
trained in business. He was proficient in 
eight languages, well read in history, a capable 
musician and a splendid athlete. When he 
succeeded to the throne he found the country 
in a state of confusion, which he devotccl all 
his energies to remedy. In this he was suc- 
cessful. At this time Denmark was in pos- 
session of the Baltic provinces of Sweden, and 
as soon as Gustavus had set his kingdom in 
order, he raised an army and expelled them, 
He then turned his attention to Russia, and 
conquered the region now known a.s Finland, 
extending his dominion as far as the site of 
wdiat is now St. Petersburg. Then followed a 
war with Poland, which terminated -with 
Sweden in possession of important territory 
south of the Baltic. Encouraged by these 
successes, and angered by a personal affront 
from the Emperor, he determined to espouse 
the cause of the German Protestants. After 
varying success he encountered the imperial 
forces under Tilly at Breitenfeld, and inflicted 
upon that hitherto unvanquished general such 
a defeat as changed the whole course of events. 
Not the least of the results of the battle was' 
the tremendous prestige it conferred upon "the 
snow king and his bodyguard," as Gustavus 
r'.nd his little army had been sneeringly called, 
William Francis Collier thus describes the 
battle : 

"Tilly without much difficulty routed the 
Saxons, who fought apart from the Swedes. 
Seven times Pappenheim, the leader of the 
Austrian cavalry, dashed with the heavy cuir- 
assiers upon the lines of the Swedish blue- 
coats ; but every time the sweeping wave re- 
coiled in broken foam. Having thus repulsed 
Pappenheim, the royal Swede attacked the 
troops of Tilly, who had broken the Saxon 
wing, and seizing the heights wdicre their can- 
non were planted, he turned their own guns 
upon than. This decided the day. Tilly fled, 
bleeding and defeated; and Gustavus knelt 
among the slain and wounded to thank God 
for his victory. Seven thousand of the Aus- 
trian army lay dead. Their camp, all their 
cannon and more than a hundred colors fell 
into the hands of the victors." 

Gustavus pursued his success ,and in a bat- 
tle not long after Tilly was slain. The Em- 
peror thereupon recalled Wallenstein, who was 
soon at the head of an army of 60,000 men. 
After harassing delays, the Battle of Lutzea 
was fought, which resulted in the defeat of the 
imperial forces; but the Protestant troops "had 
no joy in that victory, for Gustavus Adolphus 
was dead." The war continued, with no pro- 
nounced results on either side until Torsten- 
son, who had been page to Gustavus, took 
command of the troops of Sweden and her 
allies. After this victory followed victory. A 
second battle was fought at Breitenfeld, which 
went far towards restoring peace; but all his- 
torians are agreed that it was the victory of 
Gustavus Adolphus on that historic field that 
secured the power of the Protestant princes in 
Germany and defeated the plans of Austria 
to establish her sway over all the German 
lands. 

During the Thirty Years' War the genius 
of Richelieu made itself felt. Few men have 
played a more subtle and more influential 
a role in the chancelleries ot Europe than this 
astute Cardinal, whose name is so familiar to 
us all; but of whose personal career perhaps 
Colonist readers might be glad to hear a few 
details. We shall endeavor to present a short 
sketch of his life next Sunday.

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The British, IV. 

The first conquering army to invade Brit- 
ain was only the advance guard of a vast host 
of people who were to come later, when, 
migrating by degrees, the whole of the Eng- 
lish nation settled in the newly acquired terri- 
tory. And Britain was Britain no longer. Old 
customs, old usages, old faiths, old supersti- 
tions, all passed away with the ousted peo- 
ple. The English brought their own social 
and political organizations, their own religion 
with them. The Britains had in common with 
the other provinces of Rome adopted Chris- 
tianity. The conquerors had no faith in the 
teaching of Christ and made all haste to over- 
throw the Christian institutions. The new 
England became a heathen country. 

A cursory glance might lead us to decide 
that all this was a terrible blight upon Eng- 
land and that it must mean the setting hack 
of her civilization to the days of barbarism. 
But if we look a little closer at the facts, we 
shall see that this was not the case. The con- 



dition of the Saxon people was infinitely bet- 
ter under the Saxon Government than was that 
of the people of the provinces of the Empire 
under Roman rule. In the one case we have 
as a basis of society the freeman, in the other 
the slave, the degraded peasant "With the 
English people passed to the shores of Brit- 
ain all that was to make Englishmen what they 
are, For distant and dim as their life in that 
older England may have seemed to us, the 
whole after-life of Englishmen was there. In 
its village-moots lay our Parliament; in the 
glecmen of its village feasts our Chaucer and 
our Shakespeare; in the pirate-bark drifting 
from creek to creek our Drakes and our Nel- 
sons. Even the national temper was fully 
.formed. Civilization, letters, science, relig- 
ion itself, have done little to change the inner 
mood of Englishmen. That love of venture 
and of toil, of the sea and the fight, that trust 
in manhood and the might of man, that silent 
awe of the mysteries of life and death which 
lay deep in English souls then as now, pass- 
ed with Englishmen to the land which English- 
men had won." 

"With the coming of the English arose the 
new order of English nobility. Heretofore 
there had been no kings among the Saxons, 
the oerl being the highest in rank. The 
long warfare against the Britons made it 
necessary for the various tribes to have their 
leader, who was made their king. The title 
became an hereditary one, and the first in- 
stance of this new order was that of Flen- 
gest and his son Aesc. However the people 
still possessed the privilege, and held it for 
many hundred years, of passing over a claim- 
ant, who was considered unfit and choosing 
one to their own liking. In war alone the 
power of the king was absolute. His body- 
guard constituted the first nobles, who were 
given grants of land in recognition of their 
services, and were exempt from the jurisdiction 
of liundred-court or shire-court. 

The different invading armies of Angles, 
Saxons and Jutes began to battle with one an- 
other for supremacy, one king and his follow- 
ers making war upon another king and his 
people until the land was in a perpetual state 
of turmoil from civil dissensions. About a 
hundred years after the landing of Hengest, 
when Aethelberht was the most powerful of 
the English kings, another landing was made 
upon the Isle of Thanet by a band of peaceful 
invaders. 

Augustine and his fellow monks marched 
from their ship to meet the English ."king, 
carrying before them their great silver cross 
bearing the figure of the crucified Christ, and 
chanting their solemn litanies. Aethelberht 
greeted them in friendly spirit, but it took a 
year to persuade him to change his old gods 
for the God of the Christians. 

And this coming of Augustine precipitated 
fuTther trouble among the people, for some of 
the English kings became converted to the 
new faith while others clung persistently to the 
religion of their fathers, and partly feeling 
waxed bitter. There follow the names of many 
brave leaders, each one's exploits making a ro- 
mance by themselves. Aethelfrith was the 
hero of the battle of Chester, he fought for 
honors and the old faith in making war upon 
the Britons and the monks. Eadwine was the 
great king of Deira, who conquered Bernicia 
and established such a rule of peace that it 
was said "a woman with her babe might walk 
scatheless from sea to sea in Eadwine's time." 
IPe founded the city of Edinburgh. Panda 
oF Mercia championed the cause of the old 
Woden worship, and his success in battle was 
very great. Oswald was a Christian king, 
who for nine years ruled wisely and well, fin- 
ally to meet defeat at the hands of Panda. 

Then, added to the horrors of civil strife, 
came trouble from another quarter. Brit- 
ain was again invaded by the Northmen. The 
Danes and Swedes and Norwegians, struggling 
for a precarious existence, in a barren land, 
surrounded by windswept seas, heard fine 
tales of Britain's wealth of treasure in her ab- 
beys and her towns. Emboldened by their 
own need and their love of adventure they set 
sail for the island of wealth. They proved 
fierce and invincible foes, conquering in al- 
most every instance against the English kings 
and haughtily demanding lands and money 
as a means to peace, which peace they had no 
scruples in breaking as soon as they were pre- 
pared again to rally and fight. Just as it 
seemed that the country must be- given over 
entirely to the invaders and England become 
a. prey to the ravages of these new tribes as 
she had become a prey to the Saxons, a new 
leader arose wdio was to bring glory to his 
country and preserve England for Englishmen 
for all time. 

The new-comer was Aelfred, with whose 
name every schoolboy is familiar, the great 
king of Wessex, who lived solely for the good 
of his people and whose noble example in- 
spired all the goodly qualities in his followers. 
'"I desire," said he, "to leave to the men that 
come after me, a remembrance of me in good 
works,'' and his aim has been more than ful- 
filled. He. was the saviour of England from 
the Northmen who meant her undoing, but 
more than this "his memory has come down to 
us with a living distinctness through the mists 
of exaggeration and legencl which time gather- 
ed around it. The instinct of the people has 
clung to him with a singular affection. The 
love, which he won a thousand years ago, has 
lingered round his name from that day to 
this." Wherever his name is known it has 
iDeen as an inspiration to noble thought and 
deeds.

COSMIC CONSCIOUSNESS 



The most of us have felt at some time^or 
other during- our lives that intangible sensa- 
tion which apparently hat nothing whatever 
to do with our physical being, and whicVT'is 
wholly ' indescribable, but seems to knit 
us in some subtle way to the Infinity about 
us, the Infinity that expresses itself through 
the elements of wind, and rain, of sea, and 
earth arid' sky. It is a sensation that is wholly 
uplifting, and to experience it one must of 
necessity be alone. It has nothing to do with 
conditions apparently, all to do with environ- 
ment, for we must have a wide space in Na- 
ture to ourselves, with the wind's breath or 
the still a'ir coming to us untainted; and the 
sky, sunlit, moonlit, starlit, or a glory of 
clouds fulh in our eyes. It may be at sunrise 
time or at nightfall, it may be in the blaze 
of noonday. The Avorld may be verj r still in 
that hushed time when Nature seems holding 
her breath before she lets fall her store of 
rain. And all at once it comes to us, that, 
like- the earth and the green growing things, 
we; too, are waiting for the gracious showers, 
feeling the sa me need that they feel, for we 
are at that moment one with them; one 
with the thirsting grass at our feet soon to be 
bent beneath the falling rain ; one with the 
expectant trees, upon whose leaves the drops 
will in a moment begin their pattering mel- 
odies; one with the shadow-wrapt hills, whose 
tops are shrouded in the gathering clouds; 
one with the very clouds themselves ; and, 
presently, one with the whole of exultant Na- 
ture in. the swift, sweet music of the storm, 
and the rejoicing of the drenched earth. And 
yet more than that; we are for the moment 
greater than the greatest of these, we have 
looked beyond the elements, as it were, and 
are one with the Power behind the storm. It 
may be night, with the sky star-spangled 
above us, the sea at our feet, and the wind in 
our eyes and on our lips. With the lights .of 
the city a faraway glimmer, and the traffic 
of her streets stilled by the distance, Nature 
makes her presence felt by us poignantly, 
mysteriously, compeflingly. , The ''wind 
around us, on our hands, on our fa.ee, about 
our feet, seems an absorbing Presence; the 
stars themselves lean flown to us; the sea is 
a Jiving thing. All at once we become un- 
conscious of the limitations of the body. We 
seem to rise ' above the hitherto enchaining 
earth, arid for one brief instant we seem ab- 
sorbed in Eternity and the Infinite. 

Over and over again we have experienced 
Ihese' lndescnbab'Je sensations of what seems 
a ."sort" bt ; VeVelation 6f r 'a state 'to '.which we 
might attain ' through the effort of the mind 
or the will, but the sensation comes and goes 
so quickly that the memory of it remaining 
with us is wholy indescribable, perhaps be- 
cause we cannot retain the real impression, 
perhaps because our language is inadequate to 
express the condition. We cannot reach the 
state through any great strength of desire - it 
seems to conic unsought and' unheralded. But 
the fact that we do experience it, and for only 
that fleeting moment we obtain a glimpse of 
the Eternal, is sufficient evidence— nay, more, 
it is compelling evidence of the Reason of all 
things, and the great and immeasurable 
worth of life itself. 

■ In a' very wonderful book by Dr; Richard 
Maurice Burke, the writer describes cosmic 
consciousness, and tells us that there are 
three distinct mental states in man as he 
evolution izes. The first he designates as 
Simple Consciousness, which is possessed by 
the' higher order of the brute creation as 
well as by man. The next state he terms 
Self-consciousness, the possession of which 
lifts man above the mere brute, ami 
upon which is built everything in and about us 
distinctly human. Cosmic Consciousness he 
describes as a consciousness of the cosmos, 
that is, the life and order of the universe. 
"There are many elements," he writes, "be- 
longing to the cosmic sense. Of these a few 
may be mentioned. Along with the conscious- 
ness of the cosmos there occurs an intellectual 
enlightenment or illumination which alone 
would place the individual on a new plane of 
existence — would make him almost a member 
of a new species. To this is added a state of 
moral exaltation, an indescribable feeling of 
elevation and joyousness, a quickening of the 
moral sense, which is fully as striking and 
more important both to the individual and to 
the race, than is the enhanced intellectual 
power. With these come what may be called 
a sense of immortality, a consciousness, of 
eternal life, not a conviction that he 'shall 
have it, but the consciousness that he has it 
already." 

If it is true, as some people assert, that the 
human race has passed from simple conscious- 
ness to self-consciousness, or, in other words, 
from the condition of animals living alto- 
gether by instinct, to the higher plane of in- 
tellectual activity, it would be reasonable to 
suppose that unless the human race can only 
reach a certain stage in moral and mental ad- 
vancement before it begins to turn back, we 
mus,t continue to ascend from one intellectual 
plane to another, or from an intellectual plane 
to a spiritual plane, for it is against every- 
thing in nature that anything shall remain in 
statu quo. So if wc grow further , enlight- 
ened and /the more capable of enlightenment 
as progress in evolution, then it must be that 
we shall eventually reach a state of cosmic 
consciousness such as the writer above men- 
tioned has described. 

Does not the fact that all of us experience 
at times that condition of being in touch with 
something that is above and beyond our com- 



prehending, yet •seeming at one with us; and 
the glimpses we get at such a time of possibil- 
ities within ourselves that are quite limitless, 
prove to us that wc do possess within us the 
germs of some superior form of intelligence 
or spiritual power, which might, if developed, 
uplift us, until wc should' become members 
of a higher order of life than that to which 
we now belong? Whatever significance these 
occult things may have, each one of us, who 
has had the experience, must decide for him- 
self. Certainly there is a great field for 
thought along these lines. 



WILHELM RICHARD WAGNER 

Wilhelm Richard Wagner was born at 
Leipsic, May 22, 1813.. He was a precocious 
student, for at the age of 13 he translated the 
first 12 books of the Odyssey for amuse- 
ment. He began his musical studies at Leip- 
sic in his 15th year, but was not very suc- 
cessful, his ideas being regarded as eccentric 
by his master. Pic was able to write an over- 
ture, when 1 7 /years of age, that was deemed 
worth}- of production at the Nicolaischule, 
which Ife attended. His first symphony was 
performed when lie was 20 years old, and in 
his 21st year he was made conductor of ppcra 
at Madgeburg, a fact which shows that his 
ability was being- recognized. He labored dil- 
igently at- composition, but no one cared to 
produce his operas, until Rienzi was put on 
in Dresden, when the composer was 29. In 
the fallowing year The Flying Dutchman was 
staged, and from that time forward his career 
was assured, lie began Tannhauser on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1S43, Ulc day he was installed hof- 
kappelmeister at the Dresden Theatre, and, 
labored at it for two years. It was produced 
at Dresden for the first time on October 19, 
1845,' with 11 brilliant cast, but was not very 
well received. Wagner was not discouraged. 
Pie was confident that his principles 
of composition would triumph and 
he was making great progress with 
the assistance of Liszt, his father-, 
in-law, when, becoming too deeply 
concerned with the losing party in 
politics, he fled the country, taking 
refuge in Switzerland, wdicre he 
lived in retirement until 1857. His 
next operatic production was Loh- 
engrin, the M.S'. of which he sent' to 
Liszt, who produced it at Weimar 
on' August 28, 1850. So great was 
its success that the great pianist de- 
manded others, and the result was 
Der Ring des Nebelungen, ; which 
consists of four r parts, Das Rhein- 
gold, Die Walkure, " Siegfried ' and 
Gotterdamerung. Iristau and Isolde 
and Parsifal followed in order. 

Wagner's lite was a strong one 
and full of disappointments. When 
after numerous efforts Tannhauser 
was produced at great expense at 
the Grand Opera House in Paris, it 
was so hissed and interrupted by 
an organized clique that it had to 
be withdrawn after the third per- 
formance. Tristan and Isolde was 
first accepter' at Vienna only to be 
withdrawn after fifty-seven' rehear- 
sals. This was 111 1 86 1 , at which 
time the composer was in great 
financial straits. Indeed, his whole 
life was a struggle in which mon- 
etary difficulties were not the least 
of his burdens, lie died suddenly in 
Venice in his 70th year. 

Wagner was personally very 
much beloved by his friends, but his 
intense interest in politics and the 
needless bitterness with Avhich he 
wrote on political questions, made him many 
enemies, who were able to prevent him from 
receiving the recognition which his works de- 
served. Physically he was of small stature, 
but of commanding appearance and very quick 
in speech and gesture. He was always ec- 
centric and unconventional. He composed 
many other works than those above mentioned 
and his literary productions were quite volum- 
inous. 



ri' (By M DE BERTBAND LUGRIN) 
which Clara rhapsodises concerning 1 Tess.

"Wc are too eager in this ' country — too 
quick. Our time and place forget that the 
end of 'art — a main end at least — is repose, 
whatever the means. We do not quite realize 
yet the bigness of the word 'rest' — how in- 
clusive it is of many things we commonly put 
before it; things that have value only as lead- 
ing to it. 

" 'The toilsomencss of a path that goes 
nowhere is obviously labor wasted,' says an 
adage. In art — in musical art, especially — 
where should a path lead if not to something 
self-complete and satisfying? 

"The lack of perception exemplified in 
our considerations regarding the ends of art 
displays itself with deplorable result in all 
phases of our preparator}' work, both technical

THE OPERA "'TESS" 

Most of us have read that famous novel of 
Thomas Hardy's, "Tess of the D'Uberville's," 
and many of us have seen its dramatization. 
The story has now been made the theme of 
an opera, which has met with great success in 
London. The Morning Post has the follow- 
ing criticism : 

The composer has provided a setting that 
lacks nothing in point of warmth of color, 
and though the Italian version evolved by 
Signor Illica of the well-known story by Mr. 
Thomas Plardy reflects but. slightly the char- 
acter of the original, the main incidents of 
the book have been retained, so far as to sup- 
ply the means for a musical accompaniment 
of much attractiveness, Something of the 
sturdincss of the original. has been eliminated 
in the process of transforming the story into 
an opera, but the fault is that of the librettist 
who has moulded the tale to his own views of 
the possibilities. It has, however, clearly 
s.tilmulated Baron d'Erlanger to put forward 
his best, and the result is a score that cannot 
fail to please by reason of its melodiousness, 
its vocal, appeal, and its exceedingly felicitous 
orchestral writing. Several features stand out, 
and among them are the duets between D'Ur- 
herville and Tess, the concerted numbers for 
Clare and Tess, and their final scene.' The 
composer's powers to tell a musical story are, 
however, further illustrated by the terms in 



and esthetic; wc seem to lose all sense of 
values, all feeling of cause and effect. The 
young man who studies violin, for example, 
wishes to execute (and a veritable execution 
it very often is !) a masterpiece. Correctness 
of intonation, beauty of tone, fineness of un- 
derstanding — all this he thinks will somehow 
come with the playing ; the main affair is to 
'tackle the thing and get through with it.' 

" Fhe patient, often painful effort, the long 
continued thought and experience necessary 
to each and every individual who would arrive 
at an assured knowledge of his own powers 
and possibilities^what chance have these with 
the young man who, if he studies professional- 
ly, must get on the concert platform be- 
fore he is 20 or be considered 'out: of it?' Still 
more, what chance have they with the non- 
professional who takes up his fiddle for half 
an hour in the evening to 'forget business?' 
Yet without the conditions mentioned, what 
conception, whether of a particular piece or of 
art as a whole, is possible? To what, in their 
absence, can the term conception be applied 
even, properly speaking? 

The finished interpretation, no less than 
the creation, of a great work implies the co- 
ordination and harmonious development of 
faculties which have not yet begun to exist 
in a majority of us. We are even blissful un- 
conscious, for the most part, that such facul- 
ties are or can be. 

"It is primarily to such blindness as this 
that I attribute those crass and provincial 
elements in native American work which arc 
the object often of exaggerated but some- 
times, too, of thoughtful and conscientious 
criticism". 

"Again, there is the slovenliness ' which 
inheres in so much of our work, and in the 
thought back of it. This is a dominating 
quali'ty r in the art atmosphere here — or per- 
haps we might better say a chief reason why 
such real art atmosphere is so seldom pos- 



sible. We nave our rich and cultured ama- 
teurs, politely or earnestly interested in the 
progress of the art, hut the masses — " 

Mr. Kneisel broke off a moment, then pro- 
ceeded emphatically: "Why, where I was 
brought up they knew Beethoven as here we 
know coon songs. Music was the most spirit- 
ual of the home influence. Not only could 
the people know and feel the appeal of music's 
deepest and highest, but this was precisely 
what they needed and demanded — ithey would 
not be content with less. 

"Perhaps in considering- such matters as 
these we ought first to take into account the 
differing conditions of social and family life, 
for the functions art is called upon to fulfill 
seem to vary in proportion as the former are 
earnest, deep, sincere. A full-thoughted, full- 
souled German nation can sing the hymns of 
Luther and lay them to its heart. From such 
a people and for such a people St. Matthew's 
Passion, Beethoven's symphonies, Nieblun- 
gen triologies are natural outgrowths. We 
whistle 'My Girl's a Bowery Girl/ and solace 
the toils of a troublesome day with a 
Broadway 'musical coined)'.' What sort of art 
inevitably arises from this? 

"Another vital handicap to the professional 
pursuit of art is our school system. I con- 
sider that at 14 years of age at latest, save .in 
exceptional instances, our choice of art as a 
career should he determined upon, yea or nay, 
and, an affirmative choice ' once made, four 
hours' time daily for the study of an instru- 
ment and as much more as may be necessary 
to the study of theory (harmony and counter- 
point should he known at 17) becomes im- 
perative. Now consider the amount of out- 
door exercise, recreation, etc., necessary to the 
mere physical well-being of our children, and 
then ask yourself what hope of becoming an 
artist that child may entertain who, in addi- 
tion to monthly, quarterly and annual exam- 
inations, has an amount of 'home 
work' taking up from three to six 
hours of extra time daily? 

"The child who would study art," 
said Mr. Kneisel, slowly, "must cer- 
tainly not go to high school, at least 
under present conditions. One of 
two things he must sacrifice — a vast 
array of names and terms in the arts 
and sciences or practical accom- 
plishment in some one of these lat- 
ter. I see .no alternative. My own 
children, not high school pupils, 
either, stay in school only until 12 
o'clock. - 

"One other matter. Our musical 
; institutions can be put. upon a pay- 
ing basis only by the efforts-of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, in the lack of 
government subsidies, etc. Ade- 
quate artistic instruction cannot be 
made self-supporting in conserva- 
tories where $2.50 would be a high 
average per lesson for each pupil 
and where at the same time in- 
structors were paid, they say — Mr. 
Kneisel smiled — ten times that 
amount per hour. 

"These and many more things 
equally vital are to be counted as 
mere preliminaries to a national art, 
but until they are attended to other 
matters seem more or less in the na- 
ture of dream pursuits and reckon- 
ings with unknown quantities. 

Recent letters from Mine. Sem- 
brich state that she is in the best of 
health and looking forward with 
eagerness to the long concert tour 
which Loudon Charlton has booked 
for the coming season. 

As has been Mme. Sembrich's custom 
whenever she has sung in her birthplace her 
earnings were contributed to the local Con- 
servatory of Music. Some years ago the 
prima donna founded a scholarship to be 
known by her name in the Conservatory of 
Music in St. Petersburg. At the concert given 
for the purpose, Mme. Sembrich provided the 
entire programme — including four piano num- 
bers. For . her songs Prof. Stengel, her hus- 
band, was accompanist, while for her con- 
cluding selection — a Chopin number — she 
both sang and played her own accompani- 

The Paris run of • "The Merry Widow," 
with Constance Drcver in the name part, is 
to be resumed as soon as the improvements 
in the Apollo theatre have been completed. 
Lehar's gay operetta has met with the same 
success in the French capital as it has made 
everywhere else, 

Sedalia, Mo., July 31.— Ellen Beach Yaw, 
the well known vocalist of "top note" fame, 
sang at the Chautauqua here Sunday night 
last, and made an impression which will here- 
after make her welcome at any time. It was 
not only because • of the beauty 'of her voice, 
but because she sang against a tremendous 
downpour of rain — rain which soaked through 
the tent, where the Chautauqua was being 
held, and so discommoded the great audience 
which had assembled that it was compelled to 
hoist umbrellas by the hundreds. The singer 
herself held an umbrella above her head dur- 
ing part of her program, but did not seem in 
the least disconcerted, and responded to en- 
cores with such generosity that she won all 
hearts.

WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

Rene Descartes 
Nearly three hundred years ago there was 
born, in Tourainc, France, a sickly diminutive 




baby, Rene Descartes, destined to become one 
of the keenest of French philosopher's and 
scientists, whose school of thought was to give 
rise to many brilliant scholars who came after 
him. Descartes was the forerunner of the 
eminent scientists who made France the most 
intellectual centre in Europe a hundred and 
more years later, and it was upon his founda- 
tion that many of the profoundest thinkers of 
the day built their philosophy. "As soon as I 
was old enough," he wrote "to be set free from 
the Government of my teachers, I entirely for- 
sook the study of letters; and determining to 
seek no other knowledge 'than that wbkh I 
could discover within myself, or in the great 
book of the world, I spent the remainder of my 
youth /in travelling; in seeing courts and ar- 
mies; in the society of people of different hu- 
mors and conditions; in gathering varied ex- 
perience ; in testing myself by the chances of 
fortune ; and in always trying to profit by my 
reflections on what happened — And I always 
had an intense desire to learn how to distin- 
guish truth from falsehood, in order to be 
clear about my actions and to walk sure-foot- 
edly in this life." 

Descartes was a contemporary of the great 
Galileo, of .whom history has preserved such 
a pitiable spectacle in his renouncing of the 
truths, he had discovered, before the Inquisi- 
tion. "It is not pleasant to think of the cham- 
pion of science, wrote Pluxley of Galileo, "old, 
worn, and on his knees before the Cardinal In- 
quisitor, sighing his name to what he knew to 
be a lie. And no doubt the Cardinals rubbed 
their hands as they thought how well they had 
silenced and discredited their adversary. But 
two hundred years have passed, and however 
feeble and faulty her soldiers, physical science 
sits crowned and enthroned as one of the legi- 
timate rulers of the world of thought. Char- 
ity children would be ashamed not to know 
that the earth moved while the schoolmen arc 
forgotten." 

It was the fate of Galileo that disconcert- 
ed Decartes to some extent, for probably the 
bravest of philosophers would not be blamed 
for feeling some qualms of misgiving, if they 
were confronted with the tortures of the In- 
quisition and the fate of such a man as Bruno, 
who was burned rather than renounce his doc- 
trines. Descartes books narrowly escaped be- 
ing burned by the hangman, and he himself 
"well-nigh renounced the pursuits by which 
the world -has so greatly benefited, and was 
driven into subterfuge and evasions which 
were not worthy of him." All the same Des- 
cartes lived and died a good Catholic, even if 
the Jesuits did declare him an Atheist and the. 
Protestant Divines designate him as both a 
Jesuit and an Atheist. 

Thought is existence; I think, therefore I am 

The opinion of those, who think that the 
soul receives its passions in the heart, is of no 
weight, for it is based upon the fact that tK 
passions cause a change to be felt in the or- 
gan; and it is easy to see that this change is 
felt, as if it were in the heart, only by the in- 
termediation of a little nerve. which descends 
from the brain to it; just as pain is felt as if it 
were in the foot; and the stars are perceived, 
as if they were in the heavens, by the inter- 
mediation of their light and of the optic nerves, 
So that it is no more necessary for the soul 
to exert its functions immediately in the heart, 
to fed its passions there, than it is necessary 
that it should be in the heavens to see the stars 
there, 

Huxley on Descartes 

The central propositions of the "Discours 
de la Methode pour bien conduire sa Raison 
et chercher la verite das Ies Sciences," are 
these: There is a path that leads to truth so 
surely, that any one who will follow it must 
needs reach the goal, whether his capacity he 
great or small. And there is one guiding rule 
by which a man may always find this path, and 
keep himself from straying when he has found 
it. The golden rule is, give unqualified as- 
sent to no propositions but those the truth of 
which is so clear and distinct that they can- 
not be doubted. 

In enunciation of this first great command- 
ment of science consecrated doubt. It re- 
moved doubt from the seat of penance among 
the grievous sins to which it had long been 
condemned, and enthroned it in that high 
place among the primary duties, whs'xh is 
assigned to it by the scientific conscience of 
these latter days. Descartes was the first 
among the moderns to obey this command- 
ment deliberately; and, as a matter of relig- 
ious duty, to strip off all his beliefs, and' re- 
duce himself to a state of intellectual naked- 
ness, until such time as he could satisfy him- 
self which were fit to be worn. 

"For all that I did not imitate the skep- 
tics," wrote Descartes, "who doubt only for 
doubting's sake, and pretend to be always un- 
decided ; on the contrary my whole intention 
was to arrive at a certainty, and dig away the. 
drift and the sand until I reached the rock 
or clay beneath." 

Descartes saw that the discoveries of Gal- 
lileo meant that the remotest parts of the uni- 
verse were governed by mechanical laws ; 
while those of Plarvey meant that the same 
laws presided over the operations of that por- 
tion of the world'which is nearest to us, nanie- 
iy, our own bodily frame. And crossing the 
interval between the centre and its vast <cir- . 
cumference by one of the great strides of gen- 
ius, Descartes sought to resolve all the pheno- 
mena of the universe into matter and motion, 
or forces operating according to law. 
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A TOPICAL DAY IN THE JUNGLE 

Indian sport, and particularly jungle shoot- 
ing, has been so.tmuch written about that it is 
impossible to brtask new ground -without justi- 
fying the reputation as a romancer that the 
tiger shooter of •days that arc gone not al- 
ways undeservedly enjoyed.. It may, how- 
ever, be of in teres l to roughly, describe a typi- 
cal shoot, such as anyone may nowadays en- 
joy with little expense and, except for the ex- 
treme heat, a tnin-iimun of discomfort. Blank- 
beats, and unproductive nights spent in ma- 
chans are of little "interest in retrospect, and 
I therefore propose to pass them over ant' 
only record some occasions on which game 
was brought to bag. The reader should rc-. 
member, however, that the best arranged beats 
often come to not hing, and that an extremely 
good all-round average would be one: shot for 
every six or seven nights spent on the watch. 

Within a weclc of our. reaching the jungles 
one of our- "garas"' (buffaloes tied up as bait) 
was killed some, f our miles from camp. The 
tiger who was responsible was the only one of 
which, at that tiin c, we had reliable news, and 
was looked upon by the villagers as very un- 
likely to be added to the' bag, as in previous 
years lie bad disposed of eleven "garas" and 
innumerable . village cattle with impunity. 
They informed us that he was in high favor 
with bis god, who would warn him '- 61 :■ dan- 
ger from us; but the sequel seemed to show 
either that, like other favorites, his .position 
was a precarious one, or else that we were un- 
der the wing of some rival and more powerful 
deity. The almost invariable routine in our 
jungle on hearing of a kill was as follows: 

The messenger, despatches by the local 
shikari in charge of the buffalo that had been 
killed, having arrived about fj a. 111., men were 
sent to the villages nearest to the kill to enrol 
beaters. A few- men from near camp would 
be gathered to carry rifles, water bottles, etc.; 
two men would be- sent off as soon as possible 
carrying our machans (three-cornered arrange- 
ments of strong canvas), and we ourselves 
would leave camp about midday for our places 
in the beat. We employed village shikaris 
exclusively, and tlaese absolutely refused to let 
either ourselves or our Mahommedans go near 
the kill or the ground to be beaten, "saying 
that were they toclo so the village deity would 
be offended and decline to give up. his particu- 
lar tiger. As the kill was the first that had 
occurred we left t lie shikaris' to their own de- 
vices, ' although \vc had no particular confi- 
dence in them, w.ith the . result that the beat 
was a blank, the tiger not having been proper- 
ly marked down, 

By the time ilfia't the beaters had reassem- 
bled it was nearly 5 p. in., and, after the in- 
ferno of drurhrniittg and shouting which had 
been going on for an hour or more, the chance 
of the tiger rettiar.ing to feed that night 
seemed very remote. . However, having won 
the toss, I had a native bedstead slung up on 
a tree near the kill, and, sending my men 
a way as quickly a s possible, settled down for 
a five hours' vv'atcSi, The only good tree near 
the kill was in Eiill possession' of red ants, and 
that which I was on consisted of two thin 
trunks running straight up for some 20 feet 
without a branch or leaf. Tigers as a rule, 
having nothing to fear in the jungle, do not 
look up, but if tin's one happened to do so I 
knew that 1 must lie very conspicuous, in spite 
of leafy branches, which I" had arranged in 
front of me as we II as possible in the limited 
time at my disposal. All around was dense 
sunburnt jungle, -which the annual fires had 
not yet clearedol grass and undergrowth. 

At first there svas absolute silence, but as 
the sun slowly saaik behind the .western hills 
and the short dnsk lingered with delusive 
light among the trees, it was broken by the 
clarion calls of peafowl, strutting on a rocky 
crest close at hand before sailing down to their 
mates in the valleys below. Shortly after- 
wards a tearing mil crashing of branches an- 
nounced a boar beginning his evening meal 
within a few hundred yards, but as the last 
remnants of dayl ight were replaced by the 
weak rays of a young moon, peafowl and bear 
alike moved on or went to rest, and the still- 
ness was only disturbed by the patter of fall- 
ing leaves and vlmispcrings of the fresh night 
breeze. More than once I fancied that 1 heard 
stealthy footsteps on the crackling fallen 
leaves, but event ually decided that it was 
imagination. 

As the tree trunks were in the middle ot 
the side of my perch, which faced the 
kill, I had to decide which ap- 
proach I should command, and, having select- 
ed that to the west, lay on my elbow as low- 
as possible. .Atjp p. m., on a patch of bare 
groun'd, 1 suddenly saw something coming 
towards my tree, but the light was so bad that 
I could' not imagine what it was; in fact, after 
staring very hard;, 1 decided that it was a 
small pig. As il passed into the shade of a 
bush I managed to discern its outline, and 
realized that a line tiger was within twenty 
yards. • - - • ■ 1 

The next few seconds held an amount of 
condensed excitement that made the incidents 
of a moment seem drawn out interminally. [ . 
slowly raised myself for a shot — every crack 
of the bedstead magnified enormously in im- 
agination—until I could raise the gun to fire 
at the animal as it sat watching the kill. As 
I was inwardly congratulating myself on not 
having betrayed my presence the tiger quietly 
got up and stepped behind the bush in the 
direction of the -dead buffalo. This move 
necessitated my changing to the opposite end 
of my bedstead, illicit I found by no means 
„asy to do, and when i had accomplished it 



*the animal was still invisible, but almost at 
once appeared very slowly and cautiously, ex- 
actly like a cat prospecting a raid on a jug of 
milk. ' I raised my gun; a monkey barked in 
the distance, and m a flash the tiger was out 
of sight and galloped away uphill. For two 
hours more I waited in the heme of his re- 
turning, but his- nerves were evidently upset 
for the time being, and we returned to camp 
as the 'moon set. . , .,' 

Wc afterwards heard .that this tiger bad 
been seen drinking' in a pool only a quarter 
of a mile outside the ground winch we had 
beaten, and within a few minutes of the com- 
mencement of the beat.' A great deal of his 
suspicion was probably due to the fact that our 
beaters, contrary to orders,- had walked close 
to the kill. He never came back to this, kill, 
but a week later disposed of a second "gara" 
almost in the same place, dragging it, as he 
had done the first, about half a mile before 
settling down to a meal. 

On this occasion wc refused to drive unless 
the shikaris definitely marked the animal 
down, and the beat did not commence until 
4 p. m. The shikaris assured ns that the tiger 
had deliberately made four false trails away 
from his feeding place, and none of them had 
any expectation of his being killed. Within 
ten minutes of the beat starting he appeared, 
coming straight to my tree, which was on the 
side of a shallow ravine, and moving at a fast 
walk. A bullet in the shoulder at fifteen 
yards brought him on to his head with a roar, 
and he struggled about wildly before sitting 
up and being rolled over by a second shot. He 
was mortally wounded, but managed, while 1 
was reloading, to crawl off some forty yards 
into a patch of grass, where, as G.'s maclian 
was very badly placed, neither of us could sec 
him. We warned the beaters and fired wher- 
ever we thought we caught a glimpse of him, 



hut as there v^vas -no necessity to chance being 
mauled wet kept everyone treed for nearly an 
hour heforfcG.giir.ave him his quietus. He was 
an exceptionally' powerful beast, and great 
were the rejoicings in the villages on wlrcsC' 
herds he had proy.eycd as he was taken- 1o ca.m.p 
011 a bier of kiraiy branches, preceded by a 
party of 'Ttorw-tonoin" men, and surrounded by 
a crowd of peatciws, whose women-kind. turned 
out in streirijrth Mlo heap abuse on their fallen 
enemy. ; , , . \ .-«:'•> 

Some t Hirer c v/vrcks later, having in the in- 
terval added Iwoorj small panthers, a bear and 
a cbital stag 1o lllllie bag, we beat a rocky hill- 
side, covered wdllrili dense bamboo .thicket and. 
undergrowth, (orra large; panther, which had 
that lnorimitfr for-ir the second .time killed one 
of our "gsira_s." The beaters worked their 
way uphill lowaritrdsj'ibur machans, which were 
in trees coiiiEiiamndiug the bare level summit, 
and before" til <y hrfiiad climbed very far the pan- 
ther gave G 3 cliflnlficult shot, as it stood at the 
edge of the covo-crt, nearly hidden by grass, 
and appareriitlLy ouon the point of breaking hack. 
It disappeared al :once, and -when the beat was 
finished we\\-'cnl Ito look at the place where it 
had been slnnliiiimg, and found a broad blood 
track leading downhill. The quantity of blood 
and one offt^vo: small flakes of bone told lis 
plainly thattfltc Mlitiial had a broken shoulder, 
and we took ntt> f.Jllie trail very cautiously. Af- 
ter passing crlowivri rocks honeycombed with 
holes, in one: ol "which the wounded animal 
had tenipc-raHly taken shelter, the track led 
finally to ra small 1 1 cave in the face of .a cliff af 
the foot or tine lulnllsidc. 

A number of - the beaters had by this time 
come rourad the ■ base of the hill, and wore 
chattering lit — =ce n monkeys immediately belov 
this case, so "that II I had to refuse to move on 
at all until 111 eyoclimbed up trees or otherwise 
put t hems circs i in safety. When they, had 



done so I climbed up a small sapling some ten 
yards away from the cave, hoping to get a 
shot at .the panther's head, which a man up 
above . said' he , had seen". There was nothing 
visible, however, and I retraced my steps to 
a ledge of rock overhanging the cave mouth 
and some 12 feet above it. 

A villager 011 my. left, who had scrambled 
down a little from the ledge, called out that he 
could see the animal, and 1 therefore began 
.limbing towards him. Immediately above the 
cave there was a gap in the ledge, and as I 
was stepping over this the panther sprang 
out with a roar' below me. His off fore Teg 
was swinging, and .he . stood for . a moment 
snarling and with flattened ears before bound- 
ing off in the direction from which he had 
come. A snapshot at his spine dropped him in 
his tracks, but as. he was still twitching 1 gave 
him the left barrel in. the throat. He was a 
handsomely marked, ; heavy panther, and had 
disposed of. more than half the young buffalo 
which he had killed. 

Our sport about this, time was quite- spoilt 
by the villagers who roamed the jungles in 
every direction gathering, "mhowa." berries, 
and whose womenkind appeared to feel nerv- 
ous unless they exchanged shrill shrieks at 
diort intervals. On one occasion a tiger killed 
in broad daylight, and was actually lying feed- 
ing within a quarter of a mile of G. and I, wdio 
were out for a morning walk, but villagers 
who had been sent to help to drive it away- 
passed us without giving us news of its being 
there. To expose to the full the absolute 
fatuity of these people, part of the patient mil- 
lions for wliohi certain travelled idiots demand 
self-government, I may state that we and our 
men were on excellent terms with them, and 
that this particular tiger was in the habit of 
doing' considerable damage to their herds. I 
will, pass over the deaths of two tigers, both

The change in the Chancellorship of the 
German Empire is one of the most curious 
from every point of view that has taken place 
since the foundation of the German Empire. 
There are all kinds of public reasons given, 
and the German Emperor has been effusive in 
private and official compliments to the fallen 
Chancellor. But there must be a private his- 
tory, of which we shall know nothing till the 
memoirs of the epoch are published, and, by 
that time most of us won't care. I cannot 
help thinking that the real reason was a cer- 
tain cooling' in the relations between the Em- 
peror and Prince Bulow. The Kaiser is a 
hard and somewhat capricious taskmaster, and 
eats up even his most devoted servants pretty 
rapidly. He made a bitter life-long enemy 
of bis greatest Chancellor. Caprivi was dis- 
missed and then died. Hohenlohc Hohenlohc 
left memoirs which so offended the Kaiser that 
he would have stopped their publication if that 
had been possilbe. 

Bulow. very rich, of an ancient family, 
married to an Italian lady of greai wealth as 
well as of great charm, with a great estate to 
retire to in Germany, a princely villa to sun 
himself in in Italy, accustomed from his earli- 
est years to the best and most agreeable so- 
ciety in every capital in Europe — Bulow was 
never the kind of man with whom even the 
Kaiser could take liberties ; and knowing that 
he had always the safe and pleasant estate of 
a rich nobleman to retreat to, bulow could 
aways pretty plainly indicate that he did not 
want to outstay his welcome. And then, 
living as he had done in the atmosphere of 
foreign courts, where even a declaration of war 
is made with delicacy of language and demean- 
or. lUilow must now and then have been shock- 
ed by the brutalities of political controversy — 
worse in Germany than they are with us. Can 
anybody imagine anything mure utterly vile 
and degrading than for, a man like Bulow 
have to go into (he witness-box at the time 
the unspeakable infamies of the Eulenberg 
trial, and have to defend himself from the most 
odious of charges because a wretched gutter 
journalist chose to make insinuations against 
him in his rag? 

But apart from tin's, Bulow undoubtedly 
felt most the difficulty of his position as the 
adviser of the Kaiser; and was therefore re- 
sponsible for that very unaccountable person- 
age's utterances. We all remember the cy- 
clone which passed over Germany when the 
Daily Telegraph published its historic inter- 
view with the Emperor — an interview, by the 
way, which was due to the sharp initiative of 
Marry Lawson, now in charge of his father's 
great journal, and already revealing the fam- 
ily gifts that have created that immense paper. 

Bulow was unable to get at the Kaiser be- 
fore he had to answer some of the criticisms 
which were probably far too frank to quite 
please so sensitive and proud a man as the 
Kaiser. And this was not the first time in 
which Bulow allowed 'the world to sec the 
chagrin which the Kaiser often caused him. 
ciety in every capital in Eurapc — Unlaw was 
It is recalled that when Eugene Riclmcr — the 
great Radical leader — how dead — was one clay 
criticising the acts of the Kaiser, and made the 
remark: "This must be a hard master to 
serve," Bulow nodded his head in assent ; a 
very strong thing to do: and doubtless that 
nod" was conveyed by his underlings to the 
Kaiser within a very few minutes after. It 
may have been that nod that sowed the seed 
of distrust between Emperor and Minister,.

AndfinalKly, he encouraged the Emper- 
or in those twildt expeditions, and above all in 
the mad navy- pofolicy which has done nut era to 
exasperate all Eninrope, and to increase the rage 
for increased a.rirnninicnts cverywdicrc. And 
today wheni Eltilocw leaves .the helm he leaves 
a nation wills n crushing load of debt, which 
deficit his itell ow— Junkers arc shifting on to the 
food and d fin k oil I the poor. 

AAs An Orator. 

Bui pea'so naJhlly Bulow must have been a 
most deligMwl bellow. I used to read nearly 
all his speeches tin 11 the. Reichstag ; and his light 
and airy ton<cl!,I Iris seasonable joke, his apt 
quotation, soaieti i:iin es make a performer who 
set not merely Germany, but all Europe laugh- 
ing. 

The smcce ssct'ii of Prince Bulow. is one of 
the examples oil the wonderful way in wlaich 
the Jewish race is;. sable to advance itself to the 
highest political positions even in countries 
where t hey ar-ciiuuol liked; and where inmirnera- 
blc obstaclesol mace, class, and other prejudices 
seem to block Ihcidr way. Bethmann-I lollweg 
is half a Jet On the paternal side he conies 
from the. Latl'edecl arietocracy.: but his great- 
grc.-il-graucKa Hicr-rr added, to the family wealth 
and power by goiwng to Frankfort for bis wife; 
and findinglHiCTC»iii the daughter of the Belh- 
inanns; andllic ISficthmanhs were Jewish Junk- 
ers, who had s«ltfltlecl in Frankfort after their 
expulsion dor thewir religion from Holland. 

The two Jiajnics— the old Jewish and the 
old Prussian — vvc:serc united ; and thus it is that 
today BetlBiiiaiuK'-IIolivveg is the name of Ger- 
many's now <haWfllicellor. The family, under 
this name, lias bci's'en in the service of the Prus- 
sia now for tlirrocc generations. The grand- 
father of t lie item Chancellor was first a uni- 
versity prolc=ssor,T, and then - a minister ; and 
he was the lisrsto of the family to be ennobled. 
Thus theree nuns s in the veins of Betlittiajin- 
I-Iollweg, : t lie blooood of merchants, of scholars, 
and of officials; ^altogether a mixed stock with 
gifts from cadi. 

Probably t: lie Id Inundation of Bethniann-Ii oll- 
weg's high- (cart urines was the fact that he Was 
a fellow stud-cut' of the Kaiser at Bonn; tliey 
even belonged lolo the same corps, and the 
Kaiser has al-waysvs taken care of his university 
friends.

of which were dropped as they left covert, and 
gave sport which, though amusing at the time, 
would be uninteresting in repetition, and a 
large male bear, and describe the last success- 
ful' incident of our shoot. I had sat up on 
every possible occasion to try and bag a good 
panther, but ni3 r goa*t had never been, touched, 
and the panthers which had come back to 
"garas" that they had killed had done so with 
impunity, as I was afraid of frightening away 
the tigers that I knew to be about. 

Only a day or two before we had to begin 
our march back to cantonments wc had a beat 
for a panther that had killed overnight in a 
perfect covert where our last tiger had been 
shot. Wc looked forward to a certain shot, 
hut the animal was not in the beat, and we 
subsequently found his tracks leading away 
from the patch of jungle in which the village 
shikari declared that had been lying up. The 
kill lay in a shallow sandy ravine between two 
small pools of water, and surrounded by fair- 
ly open forest. I did not intend to lose a pos- 
sible chance of a shot, and therefore ordered 
my canvas machan to be slung up on a tree 
overhanging the kill, although the shikaris 
said that the noise of the beat was almost cer- 
tain to have driven the panther away. The 
tree was quite unsuitable for my purpose, and 
the machan had to be tied m such a way that 
the front edge cut into my legs, and made 
them numb and very painful in a short time. 
A 6 p. m., having sent my men away with or- 
ders to come for me before 8 p. m., I began 
my watch in no very hopeful frame of mind, 
and with the last rays of the setting sun strik- 
ing most unpleasantly' bothy through the trees. 

My weapon on this, as on every other oc- 
casion on which I sat up, was a 12-bore shot- 
gun, with so-called ''lethal" bullets, a patent 
of. an Indian firm of giuimakers, that can be 
fired from full choke or cylinder, and give the 
best of results. The gun was covered from 
muzzle to breech with a sheath of white calico, 
the under part blackened to render it less con- 
spicuous. Many sportsmen, no doubt, have 
used this very simple means of shooting ac- 
curately at night, but I. have met so many 
who have never heard of it that I venture to 
hope some may benefit by reading this men- 
tion of it. I have tried practically every form 
of night sight, patent or otherwise, and' found 
them more or less useless, but his simple ex- 
pedient reduces accurate aiming at close 
ranges to a certainty in almost any light. 

As there would be no moon, I hoped that 
if the panther came at all it would be at dusk, 
as after that, unless the background were fa- 
vorable, the difficulty would be not to take 
aim, but to make out anything to aim at. I 
was helped in passing the time by numerous 
red tree ants, which tried to invade my ma- 
chan, and against which, a silent but vigorous 
warfare was necessary. The pool on my right 
was fished by two kingfishers of the smallest 
Indian species, which arc the same in appear- 
ance as the English birds. At dusk two par- 
ticularly fine peacocks walked about the op- 
posite bank of the ravine, until one of them 
saw me, when they made off, though not very 
hurriedly. They were followed by a large 
jungle cock, who eventually drank at the pool 
on my left Darkness came on, and as the 
time drew near for my men to fetch me I prac- 
tically gave up hope of seeing anything. 

I was facing the right-hand pool when I 
thought I saw- something suddenly glide down 
the bank into the sandy bed. Plad I not been 
looking in its direction when it moved 1 
should have mistaken it for one of several 
small rocks that lay near it. The light was 
so bad that, stare as I. might, I could make out 
nothing except a dark lump which seemed to 
be very slowly gliding along towards the kill. 
It stopped some fifteen yards away, and I 
almost decided that my eyes had been mis- 
taken and that it was a stone after all. How- 
ever, I raised my gun for a shot and tried to 
take aim. For a time J failed to do so, as 
when looked at hard the mark became blurred 
and assimilated with its background. Eventu- 
ally I raised the gun in front of my r face, 
pressed my cheek to the butt, slowly lowered 
the muzzle until it covered the centre of the 
mark and fired. 

When the effects of the sudden glare had 
passed I saw the object I had fired at in ex- 
actly the same position as before. 'Phis de- 
cided me that it was a stone, and so, firing 
my left barrel for. practice, ] unloaded and 
turned round to shout for my men. As 1 did 
so I heard what sounded like the noise of a 
tail being beaten against the ground two or 
three times. My men did not answer my 
shouts for a long time, but eventually came 
along in extended order, brandishing tufts of 
burning grass and split bamboo. As I could 
not speak a word of their jungle dialect, a good 
deal, of signalling was entailed before one of 
them climbed a tree and threw the light- of 
his torch into the ravine. When he had done 
so we. .saw a fine panther lying dead, with a 
bullet between the eyes and the mark of a 
grazing hit from my second shot on his spine. 

It did . not take long to. sling him on lo a 
small sapling and /.start for camp, with every- 
one extremely pleased. The walk to the tents 
was' a good five miles, but the extreme heat of 
the day had given way to. a cool breeze from 
the river,' and we reached home while the 
night was still yoiuig, the way being, lighted 
by relays of villagers with burning bamboos, 
and our • arrival announced by various tom- 
tom men, who ,as usual, lost no opportunity of 
performing on their instruments. The pan- 
ther was the last animal brought to bag, and 
soon afterwards, having beaten unsuccess- 
fully for tiger on two occasions in the interval, 
we left our jungles on a forced march for the 
railway and contonments.— C. Piattan, in The 
X'ield.

The 
growth of the firm is the natural outcome of 
the growth of the city and Island, and the 
fact that the company has invested such a 
large amount in putting itself in a position 
to handle its ever-increasing business indicates 
that Victoria business men are fully alive to 
the growing opportunities for business on this 
Coast. 

' Economy and Efficiency 

Every attention has been paid to the 
economical and efficient operation of the vari- 
ous branches of the company's business. The 
cold storage rooms have the latest plant for 
keeping the temperature at the required point. 
From the cold storage rooms, where poultry, 
fish and other products can be found frozen 
stiff in a temperature which suggest a 
prairie winter, the other rooms where a less 
severe, but none the less well regulated tem- 
perature is required, every facility for carry- 
ing on / the business has been provided. 
Twenty tons of ice per twenty-four hours can 
be manufactured, ice made from distilled 
water and as absolutely pure as it is possible 
to make it. The company's two brands of 
hams and bacon, the B. C. Special and Royal 
brands, are known throughout the province, 
and its Challenge brand of eggs, its creamery 
and dairy butter products and frozen poultry 
are familiar to the trade. 

A trip through the company's new two- 
storey brick building, equipped with every 
facility for carrying on its business, will give 
one an idea of what a modern plant of its 
kind is and what it can do. In all twenty-five 
employees are engaged in the various -depart- 
ments of the concern. 

High-Grade Product 

Every attention is given to the purity of 
the goods sent out by the firm. In the egg- 
handling department every egg is examined 
before an electric light before it is sent out; 
care is taken in the putting up of the butter, 
large quantities of which are imported from 
the East; the cold storage rooms are the very 
acme of cleanliness, and the care with which 
the firm's products are prepared is indicated 
*»y the fact that the sale of its hams and 
bacons, though in competition with the big 
packing house products of the other side, are 
daily increasing. Large shipments of mild- 
cured salmon are made to the German market, 
the fish, after being cleaned at the wharf, be- 
ing stored in cold storage until shipped. 

The entire plant from cellar to garret is 
devised with the object of ease in handling 
the products and convenience in shipping. 
Railway connection from the plant to the E. 
& N. has been made, the cars being brought 
right into the building. The mechanical 
equipment of the plant has been given first 
thought, and the firm is satisfied that it v has 
the most up-to-date plant of any city on the 
Coast, with the possible exception of Los An- 
geles.

tern," which very greatly decreases the time 
necessary for freezing. The time ordinarily 
required for freezing a bLock of ice of equal 
size in other plants is fortv-eight hours, while 
the same work is done an this one in twenty- 
seven hours. In addition to the reducing of 
the , freezing time considerable economy is 
gained in the capacity oF the ma/hine by using 
this system. 

■ The manner in whicli the 'piping is placed 
in the ice-making tank is a little out of the 
usual and regular way, in that the headers or 
manifolds to which all coils are connected, are 
specially large and of heavy steel piping, with 
ends and all branch connections welded in, 
thus eliminating, joints and making the whole 
work of a very solid and permanent charac- 
ter. The coils have but one liquid- supply con- 
nection to the system-, -which is so connected 
as to give perfect distribution of /work to all 
coils, and is controlled by a single supply 
valve, located in the machine room. 

No piping or headers are exposed, all be- 
ing submerged within the tank, thus utiliz- 
ing the complete working surface of a^L pipe 
in connection with the freezing. The suction, 
or 'return tank to the machine, is a single pipe 
leading directly from the accumulator through 
a distilled water pre-cooling tank, thence 
through the refrigerate d space of chill rooms 
on its way to the machine. 

The wood-work, or covering for the tank, 
is so designed that not more than the space 
occupied by each individual freezing may be 
uncovered at any one lime, thus' exposing to 
the higher temperature of the room where 
the tank is located onLy the small section of 
the tank's surface occupied by the one can. 
This is a guard against a very common source 



of loss of work in most ice-making tanks, irt 
the average plant. ' ' 

Ice Harvesting and Handling . t 

Some very novel and ingenious conveni- 
ences have been worked out for the handling 
of the ice after being harvested. The harvest- 
ing is done in the regular way, a traveling 
crane and hoisting method with shower 
thawing dump for releasing ice from the 'can 
in which' it is frozen. The freezing" tank is 
located on the second, or Herald, street, floor 
level, and directly over the wagon alley, 
where a loading platform is provided to serve 
wagon deliveries and carload shipments, An 
ice storage room is also located on the same 
floor as the ice-making tank, but at a little 
lower level, The block of ice leaving the 
thawing pump passes by gravity to the. stor- 
age room through an automatic door whicli 
registers or counts it as it passes in. In this 
room is kept the stock which is always on 
hand for prompt shipment and deliveries. It 
is refrigerated to a temperature very much be- 
low the freezing point and, consequently, ice 
may be kept indefinitely without the slightest 
deterioration. The method of removing, the 
ice from this storage room is accomplished in 
a very simple, novel and practical way. Thes 
room being located immediately above the 
space where wagons and cars enter, "make it 
possible to handle the ice by gravity, which is 
accomplished in the following manner: A 
small car, just large enough to hold one block 
of ice, is passed through an opening in the 
floor of the ice storage room at a point most 
convenient over the loading platform below. 
This car when not in use forms a door for 
closing the opening through which the ice 
passes when leaving the storage room, and is.

System a r^ode! One 

The refrigerating system throughout is 
without exception the most complete and 
thoroughly modern one on the Pacific Coast 
at this time. There are larger ones, but none 
more complete in their application of the 
varied conditions to be met. 

The system is so arranged that (although 
a wide range of conditions and temperatures 
are met) the whole can be done from a single 
machine with perfect ease. 'Three separate 
and distinct forms of application are combined 
in one system and may be handled simultan- 
eously from the same machine, or can be op- 
erated in two separate and distinct plants, 
viz., ice-making,, freezing and refrigerating'. 
The advantages secured in this combined 
feature are very important from the stand- 
point of operating economically, ' and has 
proven an extraordinary valuable feature in 
making the temperature of each department 
easy to control. 

Ice-Making Plant 

This part of the plant is of the can system, 
using a 200-lb. mould placed- in the freezing 
tank in the regular and usual way. This de- 
partment of the plant complete, as well as 
several otliers, was built in local sliops v by 
plans furnished by the company's engineers. 
The ammonia piping is of the continuous 
welded coil style, each coil being seven pipes 
high and containing 312 lineal feet without a 
joint. 

The tank is operated on the lately de- 
veloped system known as the "flooded sys- 
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held in place by counter-balance within a 
pneumatic cylinder. When a block of .ice is ■. 
delivered to the car it immediately drops by 
its own weight to within a few inches of the 
platform level below, when it is cushioned by 
the piston counter-balance in the pneumatic 
cylinder and is dropped easily and dumps the 
block to either car or wagon, then the car re- 
turns to its original position, automatically, 



quires but little attention after it is put into 
operation. 

About 70,000 cubic feet of space is refriger- 
ated to a temperature ranging from 10 to 40 
degrees, the ordinary direct expansion system 
being employed, the amount of piping installed 
in each room being in direct proportion to the 
temperature desired in the room, wijh the re- 
frigerant temperature, or . temperature within 




amount , of space and cost. The work done in 
this department was under contract with the 
Union Fibre Co., of Minona, Minnesota, U. 
S. A., their "water-proof lith" being used. 
The amount and method of application was in 
accordance with the temperature desired to 
be maintained in the several rooms insulated, 
the' thickness ranging from three inches for 
40 degree temperatures to six inches for 15 
degrees or more below zero. All walls were 
thoroughly water-proofed outside and in, be- 
fore the insulating material was applied. After 
insulating material was in place a finishing 
course of Portland cement plaster was then 
applied, thus making a hard, smooth finish to 
the walls as well as damp-proofing them. 

A very great convenience, as well as 
economy, has been worked out in this plant 
in a system of control of the temperatures of 
the various individual rooms and. of the ice- 
making plant. The ammonia supply which is 
used for this purpose is brought to a conveni- 
ent . point ' within .the .machine room, where 
the. control of liquid supply .to all rooms is

and' registers the block of ice as it passed out. 
By the inlet and outlet counting a perfect and 
complete check is kept upon the amount of ice 
in storage, the amount harvested, and the 
amount delivered each day, a feature which is 
readily appreciated by all ice dealers. A very 
simple arrangement is also provided for deliv- 
ering ice to the tops of refrigerated cars, when 
standing alongside the building to be iced for 
the shipping of refrigerated or frozen goodr., 
this being operated by gravity also, thus re- 
quiring no power whatever to handle the ice, 
no matter what disposition is desired. 
Water Distilling System 
Water to be frozen is first thoroughly dis- 
tilled and purified in the most careful manner 
before it is introduced into the freezing tank. 
It is first passed through the boilers as steam 
under high pressure, thence through the en- 
gine cylinder, where power is taken from it to 
drive the machinery, thence passing to a sur- 
face condenser, where it is changed from 
steam into water again, only to be taken 
through another evaporating process under 
lighter pressure, then chilled and filtered 
thoroughly before being accepted as ready for 
freezing. The entire distilling system is oper- 
ated by gravity, thus eliminating the usual and 
very uneconomical system of pumps for the 
handling of distilled water, also the contamin- 
ation of the water after distillation. The sys- 
tem is simple and positive in its action, and rc- 



the pipe, remaining constant. The. larger part 
of all piping is located on the ceiling of the 
rooms, with a small part on the side wall, at 
a point where the greatest heat ingress w;ould 
occur. 

The freezing department occupies the 
major portion of- the lower, or car loading, 
floor. In addition to the regular piping, as 
described above in refrigerated rooms, shelves 
made 'of piping bended into coils to form 
shelves and extending around the entire room 
is provided. The product to be frozen is 
placed upon these shelves and the refrigerant 
is passed through first the pipes that form the 
shelf and then through the ceiling coils. The 
pipes forming the coils in this department are 
continuous, welded as before described in the 
ice-making department, and are made to spe- 
cially fit the individual room in. which they 
are used, and are erected in the most substan- 
tial manner. The temperatures maintained 
in these rooms reach as low as fifteen degrees 
below zero without any regard for outside 
temperature or atmospheric conditions. 

Insulation 

The insulation used throughout all refrig- 
erated spaces is of the most modern and im- 
proved kind. Both in the kind of material 
used and the assembly of it in the walls, par- 
ticular care has been exercised to get the 
greatest possible efficiency with the least 




be done without disturbing the operations of 
the machine upon any coil in the system ex- 
cept the one particularly desired. 

The Machine 

This is of the latest improved pattern, 
built by the York Manufacturing Co., of York, 
Pennsylvania, and supplied to this contract by 
the United Iron Works Co. of Seattle, Wash- 
ington. It is a simple cylinder Corliss engine, 
direct connected to compressor crank shaft, 
horizontal engine and vertical compressors, 
II T /i x 15 inches. 

The condensing plant in connection with 
the whole power and refrigerating system is a 
very extraordinary one, unusually simple in 
its design. It has a great many special 
features embodied in it to add economy, re- 
liability and convenience to the operation of 
the plant. The water for this purpose is 
pumped from the sea some 1,000 feet distant 
from the plant, through an eight-inch wood 
pipe specially laid, by .the company for this 
service. The pump is a .single, stage . turbine 
type direct connected to n ■motor mounted on 
the same base. The starting and control of 
this motor is located in the machine room at 
a convenient point for the operating- attendant. 
The quantity of water handled against a static 
head of eighty-four feet is .500 gallons per min- 
ute. The condensing, systems, .both'. ammonia 
and steam, arc entirely ; of' the inclosed, type, 
and so located and arranged that; when- the 
flow of water is once started the syphoning ef- 
fect of the return water, to the sewer very 
greatly assists the pump by decreasing the 
head pumped against by the amount of the 
atmospheric pressure. In addition .to. this. an- 
other assistance of even /."greater' amount, is

Electrical Installation 
The electrical installation consists of cane 
Westinghouse generator, 25 K. W., dire ct- 
connected to a Robb Armstrong high spc=ccl 
engine, and is used to light die Imildi lig 
throughout, operate the elevators, th< sea- 
water pump mentioned above, and the brLne 
agitator. 

Boilers 

The boiler plant consists of two units set 
on one battery, either unit being large enough 
to be capable of operating the entire plant at 
its full capacity at the present time, The 
boiler. furnaces are arranged for burning- either 
coal or wood, either of which may be of very 
low grade. The fuel being used at present is 
slab wood direct from the mill, which has a 
heating value of approximately 5000 15. T. U. 
per cord. The economical results oblairaed 
from ordinary running conditions slio*\v that 
eight and three-tenths tons ' of refrip[<ratilon 
(one ton refrigeration equals the melting of 
one ton .of . ice) is produced on one cord of 
this low grade, wood, which is an economy not 
obtained elsewhere in any published report.. 

This' plant was specially designed through- 
out to particularly serve the - requirements of 
the B. Wilson Co., Ltd., by the J. C. Corbin 
Co., Engineers, of ' Seattle, Wash., specialists 
in refrigerating engineering. The cont radars

Results of Borstal System 



Very striking and encouraging is the con- 
trast between the manner in which crime was 
regarded only a few years ago and that in 
which it is now looked at by those most com- 
petent to speak. It is but yesterday since 
it was taken for granted that so many crimes 
more or less must be annually committed, and 
so many offenders must enme up for punish- 
ment. A faint hope might be casually express- 
ed that by education or some other vaguely 
indicated agency the number might one day be 
diminished. The real belief of most of those 
who uttered some words apparently intended 
to convey encouragement was that nothing 
could be done to suppress or reduce effective- 
ly an evil which lay as much beyond human 
control as the rainfall or the temperature. It 
is interesting to contrast with that spirit of 
resignation and depression the hopefulness of 
those who are now responsible for the work- 
ing of our penal system. "Up to a certain age 
every criminal wdio is not mentally defective 
is potentially a good citizen'." That is the 
creed of the Preston Commissioners today ; a 
creed which most of their predecessors would 
have scouted as much too optimistic, but one 
which, on the whole, seems justified by re- 
sults. We are witnessing the application of 
this principle in ways never before tried, and 
with a degree of success which promises to 
reduce greatly ten or twenty years hence our 
prison population. Those who have hitherto 
been sceptical as to effective treatment of the 
criminal classes would do well to consult the 
report of 1909 of the Borstal Association. They 
can scarcely fail to admit that new and power- 
ful agencies for good are at work. 

The experiment, which has been more suc- 
cessful than its authors anticipated, began in 
a small way at Bedford Prison, and has been 
gradually extended. At Hrst it was applied 
to selected offenders in the metropolitan pris- 
on between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one 
who had been committed for six months. It 
was soon discovered that little good could be 
done with criminals under successive short 
sentences. This has been rectified; and the 
system can in future be worked with much 
more effect by reason of the Act of last year, 
which came into operation on the first of this 
month. It empowers Courts in the case of 
convictions for offences involving penal servi- 



tude to pass a sentence of detention under pen- 
al discipline in a Borstal institution for a term 
of not less than one year or more than three 
if the person is between sixteen and twenty- 
one, or if "by reason of his criminal habits or 
"tendencies, or association with persons of 
bad character, it is expedient that he should 
be subject to detention for such term and 
under such instruction and discipline as ap- 
pears most conducive to his reformation and 
the repression of crime." It is only right to 
say that the action of Parliament would have 
been futile but for the formatiou of the Cen- 
tral Borstal Association and local commit- 
tees, which have labored with admirable zeal 
to carry out a rational system of treatment. 

Speaking lately of the Borstal methods, 
the Bishop of Wakefield said truly that the 
problem is how to combine in the treatment of 
young criminals "tenderness and strength," 
to "draw the line between sternness and sym- 
pathy." In the past the tendency was to be 
punctiliously severe; not, indeed, to be down- 
right cruel, but to make the prisoner, whether 
young or old, have a bad time of it. When 
his term of punishment was over he was often 
not very fit to do hard work, even if he was 
willing to turn to honest ways of livelihood. 
When he left the prison gates he made a sud- 
den plunge, generally with disastrous results, 
from a life of immunity from responsibility in- 
to one of complete freedom. Today the ten- 
dency, the danger, is to forget that .the prison 
is not a place of recreation ; to dwell too much 
on the hardships of its inmates; to plead a 
little too much- for. their comforts; to ask and 
expect too much; to be unduly critical of 
prison authorities. The advocates, of the Bor- 
stal system claim to .have avoided these mis- 
takes. "It is not," they say r , "a . namby-pam- 
by sj'stcm ; only those who accept. its strong 
incentive and reformative methods find it tol- 
erable; those who do not, entreat for removal 
to ; other prisons where less development and 
improvement of their latent capacities arc. de- 
manded." It seeks to inure to hard work the 
lads subject to its discipline; it would make 
them strong and fit to handle tools intelligent- 
ly ; it would turn them into healthy and well 
set-up-men. The fact that they may quit Bor- 
stal with some proficiency in a trade counts 
for much. It is unfortunately the fact, as the 



Prison Commissioners have pointed out, that 
lads of good character leave elementary schools 
with no industrial training and drift into 
casual employment, and "idle and loafing hab- 
its — the breeding ground of criminal propensi- 
ty." Some day or other the money now 
squandered in elementary schools upon showy, 
decorative superfluities will be applied to giv- 
ing instruction in "matters essential to the well- 
being of a large part of the youth of this coun- 
try. Until sound sense gets the upper hand 
in the education of the poor, those who work 
the Borstal system must do their best to supply 
instruction which ought to be given else- 
where. They are not laboring in vain ; they 
can already point to excellent results. "Cer- 
tainly sixty, and probably over seventy, per 
cent, of the boys discharged after Borstal 
treatment are doing well ;" results of which the 
association may well be proud, considering 
the antecedents of most of the lads and the 
fact that they had become "a burden to their 
friends and a menace to the community." 
Hitherto one part of our social system has 
manufactured criminals, and another part of 
it has punished them. This vicious circle may 
not last for ever. — London Times.

A DIFFICULT CASE 

A doctor who was spending a rare and 
somewhat dull night at his own fireside re- 
ceived the following message from three fel- 
low doctors : — 

"Please step over to the club and join us 
at a rubber of bridge." . 

"Jane, dear," he said to his wife, "I am 
called away again. It appear to be a diffi- 
cult case — there arc three other doctors on the 
spot already." • 
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It is commonly said that "a battleship must 
first be built on paper." There appears to he 
more truth than exaggeration in the expres- 
sion. According to a well-known naval au- 
thority, when the government decided to build 
a - warship of the battleship class, there must 
be drawn up over twelve hundred plans and 
specifications, to be approved by the govern- 
ment, before the actual construction of the ves- 
sel can begin. The cost of plans is no mean 
item in the general estimate; for instance, in 
one recent case they cost the builders some 
sixteen thousand pounds. 

In the matter of the steel plates for the 
hull — taking a single item for the purpose of 
illustration — it is stated that as many as live 
hundred wholly distinct and separate plans are 
imperative. The eight hundred or nine hun- 
dred plans necessary to aid in the construction 
of the hull as a whole, range from a small 
sheet of paper about twelve inches square to 
an immense sheet eleven feet in length by 
some two feet and a fraction in width. 

Furthermore, each, plan must be duplicated 
in at least a dozen prints. Thus over eighteen 
thousand six hundred square feet of paper 
will be covered with drawings before the yard 
begins the construction of the hull. This cal- 
culation does not, of course, take into account 
the ten thousand live hundred square feet of 
paper that will be covered by the preparation 
of the schedules of materials by which the 
yard will order the numerous supplies neces- 
sary for the work of construction. 

Then, too, the engine and electrical depart- 
ments are in the meantime preparing their 
plans on a similar scale of detailed liberality. 
A Definite Idea from the Start 

But these hundreds of plans are not, as at 
first might be supposed, made one after an- 
other until a result is reached that meets with 
the government's approval and its word to 
proceed with the construction. On the con- 
trary, the government has a most definite idea 
of what is going to be done in every detail 
long before the draftsman of the contracting 
shipbuilder begins his work. 

The shipbuilder's work is, as a matter of 
fact, based upon still another set of prints, 
hearing all sorts of cabalistic marks, that come 
from the government. The first plans for 



all classes of war vessel, with the exceptions of 
torpedo boats and destroyers, are drawn up 
in the offices of the government before any 
of the big shipbuilding plants are invited to 
submit, proposals for their construction. THicy 
are merely' a statement of the type o£ vessel 
wanted, and arc accompanied by a book of 
specifications, which may consist of scenic 
three hundred pages. 

Nothing could be more exact than' the 
specifications. As an instance, take the simall 
item of a canvas gun-cover. When I Lie g~ov 
ernment draws up its specifications, it is d cfi- 
nitely stated how many stitches to an iaich 
are to be taken in sewing the canvas; and 
there must be no "averaging" in this worTk— 
there must be so many stitches to the imch, 
no matter at what point the inspector rtnay 
choose to conn' them. 

Every plate of steel, of which no two arc 
exactly similar, has its individual positiom in 
the scheme of the ship, every rivet-hole lias 
its individual place in the steel idatc, and 
every plate must, therefore, have been cate- 
fully planned on paper before it becomes part 
of the ship's construction. 

Still another series of delicately^ compli- 
cated plans are those that provide for the in- 
stallation of tubes, wires and other means of 
connecting every part of the ship witli every 
other part. 

Finally, when the huge vessel has actually 
been built and slides from the ways, readwto 
receive her ordnance and go into commission, 
the government files a duplicate of cvc«vy p lan, 
not of the original draft, hut of yet another 
set, costaining all the changes developed, in 
the course of construction — from the smal lest 
hammock hook to the biggest engin e, Then, 
whatever may happen to the vessel; the gov- 
ernment is prepared immediately to order the 
material necessary to repair the injury.

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The history of the Yukon, says the Mani- 
toba, Free Press, in the minds of man}- people, 
begins in the year 1896, when the world-wide 
famous Klondyke gold mines were discover- 
ed. The old timer knows full well that pros- 
pectors and miners had entered the country 
ten or- fifteen years before this. Vet few 
people realize that the messengers of Christ 
sent out by the Church of England were work- 
ing in the country over thirty years before the 
discovery of the Klondyke mines. In 1861 
the Rev. William West Kirby started his mis- 
sion station at Fort Simpson on the Macken- 
zie River, journeyed down the Mackenzie ac- 
companied by two Indians in a canoe, en- 
countering the treacherous and fpiarrelsomc 
Eskimos on the lower Mackenzie, crossed 
the Rocky Mountains to the Porcupine down 
which he quickly made his way visiting, 
among other places. Fori Yukon, which was 
occupied by the. Hudson's Bay Company 
and which was then supposed to be within 
British territory. Wherever he went the In- 
dians readily listened to him, and tribe after 
tribe assured him of their willingness to be 
taught. He met about five hundred Indians 
at Fort Yukon. During his short visit he 
was employed in teaching the Indians the 
verv a b C* of Christianity. His duties as a 
missionary on the Mackenzie River necessi- 
tated his returning that autumn to hort 
Simpson. The Indians entreated him to come 
again as soon as possible. The next summer 
he repeated his journey from Fort Simpson 
10 Fort Yukon and received a very warm 
welcome. It was a most promising field of 
work and he was anxious that a permanent 
missionary should be appointed. 

During the same year a young graduate 
of St. John's college in the old Red River 
settlement, started on his way to the Arctic 
regions to begin work among the northern In- 
dians. This was the Rev. Robert MacDon- 
ald (now Archdeacon MacDonald), who 
was sent out by the Church Missionary so- 
ciety. Proceeding down the Mackenzie River 
and' across the Rocky Mountains he made 
Fort Yukon his headquarters, reaching there 
in the autumn of 1862. Within an hour after 
his arrival he was requested by the Indians to 
conduct divine services. The Indians were 
earnest and attentive and made wonderful 
progress during the next few years. Some 
translations were made, and the Indians were 
taught to read. Some of the young men de- 
voted themselves so assiduously to the task 
that within less than a week they were able 
to read the translations intelligently. This is 
'the more remarkable when we remember that 
these Indians had no former training what- 
ever. From Fort Yukon as a centre many 
tribes were visited within a radius of five 
hundred miles. 

Vbout the vear 1850 Robert Campbell dis- 
covered the Upper Yukon, but the Lower Yu- 
kon was not known to the Hudson's Day Com- 
pany (of which Robert Campbell was an of- 
ficer), till more than ten years later. When 
Mr. Kirbv visited Fort Yukon he was told 
that the Behring Straits were only four hun- 
dred miles away. But Archdeacon MacDon- 
ald journeying down the river in alter years to 
St. Michaels found that he had to paddle at 
leasl a thousand miles to reach salt water. 

Jn 1865 young Mr. MacDonald was taken 
ill and was apparently failing into a decline. 
He was not expected to live, and an appeal was 
made in England by Bishop Anderson for a 
man to take up his work. In answer to this 
appeal the Rev. W. C. Bompas. who had given 
up the practice of law to enter the ministry and 
who was then a curate in a Lincolnshire par- 
ish, ottered himself for the faraway field of 
work, He left London Jul} 1. 1865. ami after 
an arduous journey reached the Mackenzie 
River during thai winter, lie journeyed from 
St. Paul. Minn., across the prairie by wagon, 
then by boat and canoe down the rivers and 
lakes. Winter coming on he soon became ac- 
customed to the use ■>[ snowshoes, and with 
indominablc perseverance reached Fort Simp- 
son on the Mackenzie River on Christmas 
morning of that year much to the surprise of 
Mr. Kirby, the missionary in charge. Ii was 
impracticable to continue "ti to the Yukon 
that winter. During the first part of the next 
he learned that the life of young MacDonald 
had been providentially spared. The Indians 
had supplied him with the rooi of a plant 
which they had found beneficial in lung trou- 
bles. The Fngii.-h Irauslntion of the name 
of this plant is "It cured his uncle." Forty- 
threc years have passed and MacDonald 
(now Archdeacon MacDonald. is still spared 
to us. while bompas (afterwards Bishop 
Bompas), who came to take M ac Donald's 
place, has passed away. For forty years 
these two men worked together in the. north, 
and vet not together in one sense for tjjey 
seldom met. They never faltered in their 
heroic work, incessantly travelling from place 
to place in the Mackenzie and Yukon val- 
leys wherever hands of Indians were in he 
found. Bishop Bompas published many 
small books on different dialects. .His two 
books, "Northern Lights on the Bible." and 
"The History of Mackenzie River Diocese." 
are. well worth reading by any one who has 
an interest in the north. Archdeacon Mac- 
Donald during the forty years spent in the 
Arctic regions translated the complete Bible, 
the Prayer Bonks, hymn books, and several 
other vohtmns in the language of the north- 
ern Indians, who as a nation call themselves 
"Tinjizyoo," meaning "The men," or "The 



kind men." They were known by the Hud- 
son's Bay Company as "Loucheux" (crook- 
ed-eyed) Indians. This name was given by 
the first voyagers who. when they met the 
Lower Mackenzie or Peel River Indians and 
gave them the name which has stuck to them. 
Archdeacon MacDonald adopted the. name 
"Tukudh" for his translations, that being the 
name of a central tribe at La Pierre's house 
on the Porcupine River. These translations 
will remain the classic of tbe^cigbt or ten 
tribes whose dialects are affiliated by the dia- 
lects spoken by these tribes. It was the 
Rev. MacDonald who, in 1863 discovered 
coarse gold on Birch Creek a little below Fort 
Yukon and at other places on the Yukon 
River. lie sent sonic of this gold to Eng- 
land, and the "London Times" published an 
account of it. Very little attention was paid 
to this remote region at that time. Bui when 
in 1896 the Klondyke discovery electrified 
the civilized world, the "London Times" pub- 
lished an article on the discover}' of the Rev. 
R. MacDonald thirty-three years before giv- 
ing him credit for the finding of the gold so 
many years ago. So far as known no one at 
that time slaked a claim or acquired mining 
property. MacDonald ami Bompas devoted 
their whole time and attention to the evan- 
gelization of the Indians and visited the tribes 
not only down the Yukon, but up to, and be- 
yond, the Klondyke River. After a visit made 
by the Rev. R. MacDonald in 1871 to the In- 
dians of the Klondyke region, the whole tribe 
undertook a journey of several hundred miles 
to Rampart house during the next winter to 
visit the missionary for the purpose of learn- 
ing more fully concerning the truths he 
taught. In 1873, the Rev. W. S. Bompas 
visited the Indians of the Klondyke coun- 
try, describes how they received him very 
cordially and expressed much gratitude for 
the teachings they received. Their recep- 
tion and gratitude were so whole-hearted that 
Mr. Bompas, writing of his visit, said that if 
the people in bis home parish in the Old 
Country had shown a like spirit, he would 
probably never have left England. 



thus harshly. One sometimes hears, for ex- 
ample, in Dawson, a comparison made between 
the Mooschide Indians and the Peel River 
Indians, much to thte disparagement of the 
former. The inference generally drawn is that 
the Peel River Indians are. a superior stock, 
whereas they belong to the same nation and 
before the advent of the white man the Moose- 
hides were at least equal to the Peels in every 
way. But why is such a contrast seer.' at the 
present time. Probably no one will deny that 
the Indians of evil whites is largely responsi- 
ble for the degradation (supposed or real) in 
the one case. On the other hand, the isola- 
tion from such temptation as the native must 
meet at a place like Dawson has resulted in 
the superior character of thos'e Indians who 
seldom leave their native haunts in the moun- 
tains except for the purpose of trading and then 
only for a few days at a time. When we re- 
member this it will probably 'make us a little 
more patient of 1 ho faults of a people, the re- 
sponsibility of whose degradation lies to a 
large extent at the door of the white man. 

Bui to return to the record of the work 
done. On the Porcupine River a mission was 
started at Rampart House in 188.J. The Forty 
Mile mission was permanently opened in 1887. 
In 1801, oti( of Mackenzie River diocese. Bis- 
hop Bompas formed a diocese to the west of 
the Rocky Mountains, coterminous with the 
present Yukon territory. This was known as 
the diocese of Selkirk till 1907, when the 
name was changed to the "Diocese of Yu- 
kon." In 1892, Archdeacon Canham estab- 
lished the Fort Selkirk mission, going up the 
Yukon with Mrs. -Canham in the steamer 
"Arctic" the first time that a steamer had 
ventured beyond Forty Mile. He had previ- 
ously spent several years at Xuklikayit on the 
Lower Yukon, and at Rampart House on the 
Porcupine. Several of the Church of Eng- 
land missionaries were for years engaged in 
works on the Alaskan side of the boundary 
between Forty Mile and the United States in 
1867. When Bishop Rowc was appointed by 
the Episcopal church of the United States 



as Bishop of Alaska this work was passed 
over to his supervision. 

Space will not permit more than a men- 
tion of such honored names as the Rev. Vin- 
cent Sim, whose life was literally sacrificed 
to his zeal on behalf of the Indians, the Rev. 
G. C. Wallis. the Rev. W. Ellington, the Rev. 
F. F. Flewclling and the Rev. R. J. Bowen, 
besides a number of lady teachers who, from 
time to time, did splendid work on the Por- 
cupine and the Yukon. 

Herschel Island on the Arctic Coast is 
geographically within the Yukon territory. 
The writer, and afterword his colleague, the 
Rev. C. E. WhittakeVj bail the privilege of 
carrying on work among the Escpiimos on 
Herschel Island and the Arctic Coast since 
1892. Space will again forbid more than the 
mention of this interesting field of work. 

When the rich gold fields of the Klon- 
dyke district were discovered in 1896 by Bob 
Henderson, George Carmack and Skookum 
Jim. the Church of England was the only 
Christian body represented in the district. 
Bishop Bompas was living at Forty Mile, and 
during the summer of 1896 he visited (as he 
had frequently done before • the Indians ae 
the mouth of the Klondyke. Mr. Bowen also 
spent a few days at the same place, and then 
Mr. Flewclling was sent to reside there. Dur- 
ing the winter of 1896 and 1897, Mr, Flcwell- 
ing held services both in Indian and in Eng- 
lish in his cabin church on the present site of 
Dawson, near the mouth of the Klondyke 
River. In 1897. Mr. Flewclling moved with 
the Indians to Mooschide. Mr. Bowen took 
his place so far as the white work was con- 
cerned, and built a small log church near the 
site of the present St. Paul's Church. Daw- 
son. The fir.U death of a white person regis- 
tered by Mr. Bowen was that of Clinton 
Felcht, age 46, who died of heart discace, and 
was buried. June in. 1897. Of the fifteen 
deaths recorded in 1897 in the Church of Eng- 
land register, four were due to typhoid, and 
three each to accidents and heart failure. 
The first white child baptized by Mr. Bowen 




There has been some differences of opin- 
ion as to the meaning and origin of the word 
"Klondyke," Archdeacon MacDonald, who is 
without doubt the best authority on the 
dian languages of northern Yukon, and who 
living in the city of Winnipeg, told me 
that he considers the word Klondyke to he a 
corruption of the word "Trurkhndik," or in 
another dialed "Trhokhndik," which means 
"Driftwood River." In speaking of the In- 
dians formerly living in flhe neighborhood 
of the present Klondyke River, he says they 
call themselves "Trurkhtsyik-k wit chin," 
which means "Dwellers at the mouth of the 
Driftwood River," referring to the Klondyke. 
Some of the Indians seem to think that, the 
origin of the name is "Tt rhondik," or "Large 
Salmon River." The stone hammer 
driving the stakes which formed the sicie 
the salmon fish traps was called trurh. and 
I his seems to me to be the primary origin of 
I he name of the famous river. When McOues- 
ten in 1874 built Fori Reliance (eight miles 
below the present Dawson); for the A. C. 
Company, he and his partner Harper called 
the river "Tondcg." or "Tondig." for the In- 
dian name which was difficult for the white 
man to pronounce. \ 

It is the fashion with the majority of Yu- 
koners to speak slightingly of the Indians as 
a worthless people incapable of progress and 
improvement. Anyone, who knows about the 
Yukon twenty years ago, will not judge them 
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was Georgia, the daughter of George and 
Martha Cary. on June 17. 1897. The first 
marriage was performed on August t6, 1897, 
the contracting parties being Caspar William 
gen and Ruth Combs. St. Paul's Church 
was then called St. Saviour's Mission. Mr. 
iowen was succeeded in iSo<) by the Rev. 
H. A. Naylor, who was formerly stationed 
at Fortv Mile. His sucessors were the Revs. 
R. II. Warren. F. P. Flewclling, C. Reed and 
J. Mi Compn-Ching (the incumbent now in 
charge.) The present St. Paul's Church edi- 
fice was opened in August. 1892. 

In the carl) days, as in the case of out- 
of-the-way missions 'now, ii was customary 
the missionary in charge to conduct clay 
school not only for the Indians but a 'so for 
any white children who might be in the 
neighborhood. As an instance of this, day 
school was held in 1897 in the little log church 
at Dawson. The notice board not only stated 
hours of Sunday services, but also that 
day school opened at 10 a. m. Mr. McLcod 
was the Mission school master in 1897,- aiid 
after he left Mr. and Mrs. Bowen carried, on 
the white school til; other arrangements were 
made for the teaching of the children. 

The Rev. B. Totty has charge of the wcjjk 
among the Mooschide and Peel River Indians 
with headquarters at Mooschide. Bishop 
Rompas lived at Mooschide on different oc- 
casions and a new church has been -erected 
there in his memory. A. C. field] as lay 
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reader, oeupies the old mission at I'orty Mile, 
where he also conducts day school. 

Jri 1900 St. Luke's Mission, Bonanza, was 
opened by C. Reed, who was ordai ned in igoi, 
and who remained in charge, til I the sum- 
mer of 1904. The. Rev, J. M. Compn-Ching 
began his clerical work in Bonanza in 1905, 
and also opened up a mission at O tiartz Creek 
where Capt. Galpin, as lay readeT, now con- 
ducts the services. In April 1909, Rev. W. 
Crarey began work as a travelling- missionary 
on the Klondyke creeks. Oothe-r work has 
been carried on in different mining- centres 
as opportunity permitted. Such work has 
been limited by the lack of suitable men. 

During the Klondyke rush many sad in- 
cidents occurred and many lives were lost on 
•the way over the trail or along the water- 
ways, Amongst our church workers one 
valuable life was lost. The Rev. W. C. 
Lyoiu in. the spring of 1S98, started in over 
the White Pass trail with the intention of 
taking up work among the miners, On June 
23 at the lower end of Lake LeBarg-e, while 
attempting to rescue some of his- belongings 
from the water during a wind storm, his ca- 
noe upset and the heavy gum-boots which he. 
wore dragged him down before Te could be. 
rescued. I lis body lips buried near the foot 
of Lake Le Barge. A hearty and strong man, 
the friend of everybody, the he jper of anv 
111 need along the trail, his death was dcep'- 
ly regretted by all who knew hint, 

The southern end of the diocese attract- 
ed much attention in 1898 and r8o,Q, In T900 
the Rev. R. J. Bowen was sent to take charge 
of the church of England mission at White 
Horse where Christ Church soon became the 
e'entre of much activity. He was succeeded 
"i 1903 by the Rev. I. O. Stringer, and in 
turn by the present incumbent, the Rev. H. 
A Cody, who also spent two vcatrs as a trav- 
elling missionary. J n 1900 Bishop Bompas 
himself established a mission at Caribou 
Crossing, now called Carcross. After his 
death in 1906, the mission was placed in 
charge of the Rev. J. Hawksley. -who former- 
ly lived for several years in the Mackenzie 
River, and also worked at Fort Yukon, Fortv- 
Mile and Mooschide. hi 1900 the Indian 
boarding school established at Forty Mile 
was moved to Carcross, and has done good 
woric. It. is hoped that with the assistance 
of the Government it may shortly- be enlar-ed 
and its influence and usefulness extended 
he matron, Miss Ida Collins, amd two ladv 
teachers. Misses Bell and I lutcEiinson, have 
been doing good work in connection with 
both the Indian and white schools. In 1908 
a new mission was opened up aitton-v the In- 
dians of Tesiin Lake, with J. fe, fiythcll in 
charge. lie has established a day school 
for the Indians and reports enconiraging pro- 
gress. In 1906 a new mission was begun 
at Conrad on Windy Arm when \ V. D Youim 
as a lay worker, opened a puhlic readiril 
room. Soon afterwards the _Te- -\ F 
OMeara (who like Bishop Bon, pas ' gave up 
he practice of law to enter tire ministry) 
made Ins headquarters here though much of 
his tunc has been occupied as a travelling 
missionary. [ n a limited sketch of this kind 
many phases of the work and reference to 
workers have to be omitted. Th e Church of 
t mgland has occn fortunate in hav ing for forty- 
five years a band of workers in the Yukon 
who, m the midst of difficulties and with 
human limitations have devoted themselves 
o the work. 1 have already referred a. 
length ,0 the work of Archdeacon McDonald 
His long years of useful effort in Alaska ami 
Yukon deserves special mention, but many 
others might also receive further notice if 
space permitted. Two names already referred 
to illustrate and self-abnegation of" Christian 
missionaries. Archdeacon Canham came to 
the north in .829, He and Mrs. Canham have 
lived at different times at Foil Mcpherson 
(where his work was among- Eskimos as well 
as Indians), at Nuklakeyit, Rampart House 
and Fort Selkirk. During those 26 years they 
have lett the country only once in order to 
visit their friends in England. Fpr ten years 
they have lived continuously at fort Selkirk. 

Bishop Bompas came to 'the n orth in 18S0, 
and during the 41 years up to th e time of his 
death, visited his home in England but 'once 
and that was when lie was called to London 
in 1874 for his consecration as Itishop. Once 
again, in 1894, he lef. his chos"cn held of work 
for a few weeks when, as senior bishop, he 
went to Winnipeg to preside over the meet- 
ing of the house of bishops of the ecclesias- 
tical province of Rupert's Land after the 
death of Archbishop Machray. To adequate- 
ly write of his apostolic work would require 
a vohmic. The story of his life, written bv 
Rev. Hi A. Cody, of Whitehorse, is just being 
published by Seeley & Co.. London, ling- 
land, Those wdio knew Bishop Hompas dur- 
ing the last few years of his life may not real-' 
ize the extent of his journeyitigs and his in- 
fluence in what might lie termed by the pres- 
ent day Klondyker "prehistoric tunes." Mrs. 
^Bompas. for 31 years, nobly, shau'ed her hus- 
band's life in the north. On J tine 9, 1906, 
Bishop Bompas passed peacefully away at 
Carcross, ami there his body was laid to rest 
in the place where he wished to he. buried. 
The writer, who succeeds him 5ii his office, 
can only hope that in the work of the Church 
of England the ?.ea! and devotiosi of the first 
bishop may be emulated, and that' those who 
represent that church and every other Chris- 
tian effort may more and more seek to uphold 
and extend that righteousness which '• cxallclh 
a nation. 1 ,_, 
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The fight between the miners and 
the company In Nova Scotia still goes 
on. In some places the mines are 
closed. In others new nien have been 
engaged. But the strike shows little 
sign of being over. 

Greece and Turkey seem to have 
buried their differences af though the 
people of Crete are far from satisfied 
to remain under Turkish rule. The 
powers say she must obey and Greece 
promises to abide by their decision. 

There has been ■ another battle in 
Melilla.. ,. The -Spaniards tried. to drive 
off "their besiegers and both , sides lost 
heavily. In ' Barcelona there is still 
trouble and it is said a prison in which 
many women were confined lias been 
blown up. 

. A very terrible disaster was the 
burning of nine men and women In 
the Vernon hotel last week-. Hut far 
more dreadful is the discovery that 
the firo was purposely set. The man 
who could commit so awful a crime 
must have been mad. If he is still 
alive and has come to his senses no 
creature on earth can be so miserable. 

•Th.o boys and girls are all at work 
again at the schools. Now that your 
work is well In hand many of you 
could find time to write letters telling 
how you spent your holidays, or any- 
thing else that Interests you. This 
would help to make the paper inter- 
esting to each of you and do the writ- 
ers good.

The men who met in England to 
decide what was best to be done for 
the defence of the Empire have lin- 
Ished their labors, it is not known yet 
what plans they have made. But 
whatever they are they will not come 
into force in any part of the Empire 
till the Parliament has sanctioned the 
cscheme. Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa govern 
".horAsclves and no delegates can make 
laws for them, nor would England 
force upon any colony that to which 
its peoplo did not give their full con- 
sent. She trusts in the love and loy- 
alty of these people who live in her 
overseas dominions for their help. 

Earl Grey will be here this week. 
His Lordship will stay at Government 
House with his wife and daughter. The 
governor-general, like other gentle- 
men, needs a holiday sometimes. Lady 
Grey, too, Is recovering from an ill- 
ness. Yet not only the grown-up-peo- 
plc but the children would like to hear 
Earl Grey speak.- He believes In all 
parts of Canada working together and 
1 1 ci thinks that women and children are 
part, and a very important part, of the 
Canadian nation. ' Away out in this 
Western part of the world wo need 



the lessons. Earl Grey knows so well 
how io ' teach. 

The old city of Rhelms has seen 
many strange and wonderful sights. 
Here for hundreds of years the kings 
of France were crowned. Here the 
Maid of Orleans, riding on her white 
chnrger, brought the dauphin to the 
cathedral. But still a stranger sight 
was to be seen there last week, when 
thousands of people gathered together 
to watch the areoplane contest In 
which inventors from many lands 
tried for the International cup. What 
would the gallant knights',- the grave 
bishops and the foreign kings of a-by- 
gone time have thought If they could 
have seen men flying through the air 
above the fine old city? 

There were it great many learned 
men in the city of Winnipeg last week. 
The doctors of Canada held their an- 
nual meeting there were man learned 
papers were read and speeches about 
the best way of curing people who are 
suffering from disease- In these days 
physicians try to teach people how to 
keep well. They tell us that if we 
lived as we should we would be very 
seldom sick and would live much 
longer than our forefathers did. They 
are the only people In the world that 
spend' their lives in trying to make 
their work less necessary. Yet there 
will, it Ik to be feared, be for a long 
time to come enough foolish and 
wicked people to bring sickness and 
suffering into the world. 

A still more wonderful body of men 
Is the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. Some of the 
members of this association will visit 
Victoria and this is 1 a great honor. No 
one becomes a member of this society 
who has not made some great dis- 
covery. The world is the wiser und 
better for what each of them lias 
taught. Such men cannot meet to- 
gether without learning many things 
from each other. Nothing is too great 
and nothing too small for these men 
to think about. They measure the great 
worlds which we call stars and they 
count the millions of tiny creatures 
to bo seen In a drop of water or, per- 
haps, on the foot of a fly. They see 
wonder In things which we look upon 
carelessly or perhaps do not see at 
all. And yet the wisest of them all 
feels most that there is far, far more 
to learn than ho has been able to dis- 
cover- 

At every station In Eastern Canada 
little parties of young men have been 
for the last fortnight boarding trains 
for the prairies of the West. They 
are now at work In the wheatfields 
helping to cut and thresh the wheat. 
Many of them, when the harvest is 
ocr, will return to their homes. The 
money earned will perhaps help to 
pay off some debt. Others will se- 
cure homesteads In the West and 
leave their old homes for good. The 
peoplo of the Atlantic provinces and 
of Ontario are complaining that the 
harvest excursions rob their own 
farms of the strong hands that should 
help the fathers to work their own 
farms. Many of the old people have 
been compelled to sell their land be- 
cause their sons have all gone. away. 
Very often they follow them to the 
Middle West or to British Columbia. 
These Eastern boys know bow to 
farm and as a rule prosper on the 
larger farms of the prairies,, though 
they must work very hard at first and 
do without the comfoi ts of their 
Eastern homes. So long as fathers 
and mothers are not neglected or al- 
lowed to work too hard the young 
people cannot be blamed for trying to 
make new homes for themselves 
where they think they can do best. 
But no nation was ever great whose 
children did not care for and rever- 
ence their parents. 

The people of Winnipeg are prepar- 
ing for the celebration of the founding 
of the province of Manitoba. In 1S12 
Lord Selkirk brought out some of .his 
poor countrymen to the pralrlo on the 
Bod River. The earliest of these set- 
tlements was called Klldonan and thero 
great grandchildren of the first Sel- 
kirk settlers live till his dny. Their 
homes are now almost In the large and 
busy city of Winnipeg but still many 
of them live quiet and peaceful lives, 



not making much difference because 
their land 1ms become very valuable. 
Here on each side of the river are the 
graveyards where the old settlers are 
buried and the churches In which their 
descendants worship. They are kind 
and hospitable people and -welcome the 
stranger who comes among them. They 
think that the Centennial should be 
held in Klldonan and It seems this 
would be right. 

Not far from Klldonan there is a 
large old house which is pointed out 
as the home of Sir Donald Smith, who 
Is now Lord Strathcona. Before Con- 
federation, forty-two years ago, Sir 
Donald was a chief factor of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. When the Riel 
rebellion broke out lie helped the gov- 
ernment to bring' about peace. He took 
a share In building the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway. He became one of the 
richest men In Canada- He has used 
his great wealth for the good of Can- 
ada and hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of men and women In Canada today 
have a good education who would not 
have received it if Lord Strathcona 
had not given money to build colleges, 
to pay professors and to buy books at 
McGIII University. 

The people of Winnipeg think that 
Lord Strathcona deserves the honor 
of being made the president of the 
great exhibition they will hold In honor 
of the first settlement both because he 
has done so much for Canada and be- 
cause he Is one of the very few men 
now living who knew many of the first 
Selkirk settlers. Lord Strathcona is 
coming to Winnipeg and the people are 
preparing to welcome him as they 
think would best suit so old a gentle- 
man whom all wish to honor. 

Another very old Canadian citizen 
who has been honored lately by his 
friends Is Mr. Goldwln Smith, of To- 
ronto. This gentleman celebrated his 
eighty-third birthday recently. The 
people of Toronto are very proud of 
their fellow-citizen, and well they 
may be. He is a ripe scholar and a 
good man. He Is an Englishman and 
lias written several books of history 
and many articles for Magazines and 
newspapers In Toronto and other 
parts of Canada. He has taught Can- 
adians to be honest and upright and 
to despise what Is mean and false. 

But though Goldwln Smith is a 
wise and able man, Canadians think 
that he Is wrong in his belief that the 
United States and Canada should 
form one country. We believe that 
there is ample room for a great na- 
tion north of the 49th parallel. We 
want to manage our affairs In our 
own way, and though we like and ad- 
mire our great neighbor to the south 
we do not want to go Into partnership 
with her. 

Goldwln Smith hates war. He be- 
lieves that the time has gone by when 
one nation ought to take up arms 
against another for any reason what- 
ever. There is no need, he teaches, 
for Canada to prepare to defend her- 
self or to help the Mother Country. 

In this he differs from Lord 
Roberts and many great statesmen 
who think that It Is the duty of men 
to defend their property and their 
homes from all who would attack 
them. But whether we agree with 
this venerable old gentleman or not, 
we all, know that he Is as brave In 
upholding what he believes to be 
right as any knight of olden days, 
and would, If he had lived long ago, 
have taught what he believed to bo 
the truth though Imprisonment or 
death were the consequence. Such 
men are In the twentieth century too 
rare.

I was most interested to learn that 
the pure race of St. Bernard dogs 
cannot live away from the mountain 
they have been associated with for so 
many centuries. In the plains they 
degenerate in size and strength, and 
their wonderful sagacity grows dull- 
er. Under no circumstances will tho 
hospice sell or part with their dogs, 
although they have had many tempt- 
ing olTers from foreign travellers, who 
Will pay a high price. 

Most notable among these four-leg- 
ged saviors is Oliver, with a record of 
fifty-six rescues.

THE DOGS OFjST. BERNARD 

Come with me in the alpine dili- 
gence for a drive up tho queer zigzag 
road that goes twisting and climbing 
unt'l It pierces the west and misty 
clo. '.s and reaches a region of eternal 
Ice and snow. Here, in a climate al- 
most as cold as Greenland, vve shall 
find a band of men who do a great 
and good work, assisted by dogs, as 
Bernard do Menthon did long years 
ago. 

We start from the lovely village of 
Chamonl* at the very Coot of mighty 
Mont Blanc and drive to Martigny. 
This "diligence" is the road-coach of 
tile Alps, drawn by live big horses all 
decked with bells and fly-flickers. The 
air' Is like wine for its bracing sweet- 
ness, and all around us are roaring 
cataracts, glistening glaciers, or mov- 
ing Ice-seas; gloomy ravines and tow- 
ering peaks, bolow whose topmost 
crags thin wisps of cloud float like 
wreaths of gauze. 

Round and round, up and up. It 
grows colder as we ascend, and tho 
smiling landscape fades away. The 
pretty flowers disappear too— the 
anemone and gentian; dark-leaved 
saxifrage and sweet alpenro.se. We 
shiver, even in August, and put on 
our wraps and furs, 

AVe have passed from summer to 
winter in a few hours. Now we enter 
the Valley of Death, so called from its 
many fatal memories. Here at the 
most dangerous part of the' St. Ber- 
nard Puss a little shelter- house has 
been built; and parties climbing still 
higher to the famous hospice or mon- 
astery can now telephone their com- 
ing. 'This has saved hundreds' of lives. 
For nowadays, after such a message, 
the good monks at the top look out 
for -the travelers, and if they Tall to 
appear after a certain time the search- 
parties of dogs are sent out to look 
for them. Hero is deep snow even 
in August. It is so bitterly cold that 
we get off and 1 walk to warm our 
numbed .limbs; and soon tho buro, 
bleak wnlls of the world's loftiest 
house of- charity loom through tho 
dump mist. Winter lingers here for 




Switzerland and partly derived from 
tho revenue of the -monastic order. 
But in the Middle Ages, the monas- 
tery was stripped of all Us wealth, 
though it still continued and continues 
to this day to carry out the work of 
St. Bernard. Oyer thirty thousand 
travelers pass this way. every year, 
and hundreds of these, at least, would 
lose their lives were It not for the 
guardians of tho mountain. 

The poor emigrant laborers from 
Switzerland arc often found by these 
faithful dogs, in the snow, utterly ex- 
hausted from hunger and fatigue, and 
often with badly frozen limbs. These 
arc tenderly nursed in the spotlessly 
(•lean Infirmary of the bospice. 1 vis- 
ited this lofty house of charity in the 
clouds. Of course the great attrac- 
tlim Is the kennula ot tin famous St. 
Bernard dogs. One Is grieved to learn 
that oven these, hardy and intelligent 
as they, are. often perish In terrible 
storms. They arc big, powerful, short- 
haired animals, most of them, — whife, 
hut with a few brown patches. Last 
winter live magnificent creatures were 
lost in a furious blizzard. I saw one 
or two aged veterans over twenty 
years old; thees are now privileged to 
lie before the kitchen lire, and each of 
tliein has saved over twenty lives in 
the snowy wastes. The monks are not 
now bo dependent on the dogs for 
news of travelers in distress, because 
of the telephone T have already men- 
tioned. The scent of these dogs is so 
wonderfully keen they can track a 
mini's footsteps in the snow two or 
three days after he has passed. It 
is a grand sight to see the monks and 
their attendants go forth in their big 
fur coats, high rubber boots, helmeUi. 
and swan's down gloves. Behind 
them (.nine tho assistants with long 
lash poles, ice-axes, alpenstocks, 
spades, wine, and provisions. 

When the llrst heavy 'snows come 
in September the paths are marked 
with posts twenty feet high. But 
these soon disappear and other posts 
nre lixed on top of them, and so on. 
Soon the winter paths lead indiffer- 
ently over enormous rocks and burled 
alpine huts. Tho greatest danger 
comes from tho furious gales shift- 
ing the snow and making return im- 
poasiblo, The rescue parties are al- 
ways led by the dogs, whoso intelll-' 
gcrlce Is never questioned.. Some- 
times t ho dogs. go prospecting on their 
own account, and each carries a sup- 
ply of good red wino In a flask about 
his neck.. Should ho track and find 
some wayfarer in tho snow, or fallen 
down n' precipice; ho gallops back to 
the hospice .with, ft message, that 1b

fond of a practical joke. One of her, 
efforts in this direction took place aC 
a cattle show in *b<j immediate neigh- 
borhood of Sandrjugham.

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When I was in the French Army I met 
many men who had a contrast tradition of the 
military past. These were not in the regiment, 
but one came across them in the garrison town 
where Ave were quartered, and among others 
there was an old man whose father had fought 
in the Peninsula and who retained' a very vivid 
family memory of those wars. From this old 
man I gathered in particular what I had learn- 
ed in general from reading, an impression of 
the Spaniard as a soldier, but that impression 
was false. It was false for many reasons, but 
chiefly for this: that Spain, like the United 
Kingdom, is. very highly differentiated indeed, 
and province differs from province to an ex- 
tent hardly ever grasped by those who have 
never visited the country. 

When, many years later, I had the oppor- 
tunity to visit Spain, this was the first point I 
noticed. It is particularly striking in the 
mountains. You will find yourself with one 
type of man talking Catalan in some small 
modern village: the way in which he tills his 
garden, the way in which his house is Hntilt, 
and the way in which he bargains with you, 
are all native to his race. You set off over 
the hids and by evening you come to another 
village mure different than is a Welsh village 
from an English one, for you have crossed 
from Catalonia into Aragon. Then, again, the 
boundary of the Basque Provinces, or at least 
of the Basque race, is as clean as a cut with 
a knife. One may argue indefinitely whether 
this is because the Basques have preferred the 
peculiar climate and soil of their inhabitance 
or whether it is their energy and tendency 
which have changed the earth, but there it is. 
i he Basque is much more separate from the 
people around him than is even (if he will par- 
don my saying so) the Irishman of the West 
from the Scotchman of the Lothians. 

There is another form of differentiation in 
Spain which is so striking that I hesitate for 
adjectives to describe it lest those adjectives 
should seem excessive; but I will say this, it 
is more striking than the contrast between the 
oasis and the desert in Africa, and that is pretty 
strong. I mean the differentiation produced by 
the sudden change from the high plateaux to 
the sea plains. The word "sea-plains" is not 
strictly accurate, the belt running back from 
the Mediterranean sometimes looks like a 
plain, sometimes like an enclosed valley, more 
often it is a system of terraces, hills upon hills, 
but at any rate when you are once out of the 
influence of the sea and on to the high plat- 
eaux 'which form, as it were, the body of the 
Spanish square, you pass from luxuriance to 
sterility, from eace to hardship, and from the 
man who is always willing to smile to the 
stoic. 

Then, again, you have the contrast between 
Andalusia and everything to the north of An- 
dalusia. Andalusia was" the very wealthy 
part of Spain under the Romans. It must al- 
ways remain the very wealthy part of Spain 
so far, as agriculture is concerned. It has 
easy communications and a climate like noth- 
ing on earth. Therefore, when the Moors 
came they were found a large, active, and in- 
structed population, and they ruined Andalus- 
ia less than any other part of Spain. Nay, in 
some odd (and not very pleasant) way they 
married the Asiatic to the European, and the 
European solidity, the European power over 
stone, the European sense of a straight line, 
were in Andalusia used by the vague imagina- 
tion of the Asiatic to his own purpose, with 
marvelous results. All this has produced a 
quite distinct type of man; and it is remark- 
able that, as is to be found in so man)' similar 
cases in Europe, the people exactly limitroph- 
ous to Andalusia on the north are peculiarly 
sparse, impoverished and alone. There lies the 
wide and arid sweep of La Mancha, imperish- 
able in European letters. 

Now, having said so much as to this high 
differentiation of the Spanish people (and one 
could add much more: the Asturias, always 
unconquercd; the Atlantic tides and rivers, the 
tideless Eastern harbors, the French experi- 
ments of Madrid and its neighborhood, so ut- 
terly ill-fitted to the climate and the genius 
of Spain), let me say something of the Span- 
ish unity. 

No nation in Europe is so united. By 
which I do not mean that no other nation is 
so honie-geneous, even in those deep things 
which escape superficial differentiation. The 
Spaniard is united to the Spaniard by the three 
most powerful bonds that can bind man to 
man — religion, historical memory, isolation. 
It is not to be admitted by any careful trav- 
eller that the religious emotion of the modern 
Spaniard is either combative or profound. In- 
deed, I know of nothing more remarkable than 
the passage from Spanish to French, thought in 
this respect. You leave, let us say, Huesca, 
you notice at the morning Mass a moving and 
somewhat small concourse of worshippers, 
few communicants, but, above all, in the tem- 
per of the place, in the written stuff of the 
somewhat belated newspapers, a sort of in- 
difference as though the things of the soul 
"muddled through." You bicycle a long day 
to Canfranc, the next day you arc over the 
hills (and Lord! what hills) and there you are 
in the seething vat of the great French quar- 
rel. From the little villages right up. to the 
majestic capital, Toulusc, you feel the pulsa- 
tion increasing. Religion and its enemies are 
there at war. " The thing is vital, and men are 
quite ready to die on either side. Of this, I 
say, you find little or nothing in Spain ; never- 
theless, religion docs bind the Spaniard to the 
Spaniard, and it binds him firmly to his kind. 
For ; the .very; fact that there is so little opposi- 
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tion, while it produces so much indifference, 
produces also . a singular national contempt ; 
and every man speaking to every other man, 
knows with precision how that man's mind 
stands upon the ultimate things, how careless 
he is and yet how secure. 

Again, the Spaniards are united by that 
profound historical memory which is a neces- 
sity to all nations and a peculiar asset to those 
who retain it alive. We in this country feel 
the appetite for an historical memory; we at- 
tempt to satisfy that appetite by the creation 



the Spaniard for the Reconquista. This has 
nothing to do with his knowledge of names or 
with what is called "Education." It is in the 
blood. The best proof of its result is this, that 
the Englishman invariably says of the Span- 
iard that, while other nations show differences 
of manner changing from class to class, the 
Spaniard is always a "gentleman." The word 
"gentleman" is a very meagre word, but on 
the whole the man who uses it best means the 
tradition of the Middle Ages, and especially 
of the fighting men which the Middle Ages 
produced, and the Spaniard everywhere shows 
the external qualities of those men. For in- 
stance, you cannot insult him with impunity, 
and that characteristic, though we often write 
it down, is one which in other nations is some- 
what rare. Take the modern for all in all, and 
outside Spain, if you insult him he will usually 
argue.

As a matter of fact, the first telescope was 
not made until 1609, the month of May of the 
present year (1909), being the tercentenary of 
the invention of this instrument.

of legends ; we call ourselves "Anglo-Saxons" 
— there is even, J believe, a notable body which 
will have us descended from the ten Lost 
Tribes. The French satisfy that appetite by 
recurrent experiences; the reign of the Grand 
Monarque, the Revolution, 1870. Glorious or 
tragic, each national experience gives a new 
impetus to the historic memory of the French 
people. Not so the Spaniard. All Spain is 
bound together by the enormous recollection 
of the Reconquista. Here is a province in 
which the Faith and the Roman Order were 
not recovered by persuasion (as was the case 
with Britain, nor were utterly lost (as was the 
case with Africa for so long), but were got 
[jack mile by mile as the prize of hard fighting. 
That fighting was, so to speak, the very trade 
of the Spaniards, from the time when Charle- 
magne was a little boy to the time when Henry 
VIII. was a little boy. AH the story of our 
European growth, the time when we were 
made, the time which is to the French the ac- 
complishment of their unity, to the English 
the foundation of their institutions, to the Ital- 
ians the development of their art, that to the 
Spaniards is the story of the Reconquista. 
And the Middle Ages which have impressed 
themselves upon every European nation as 
the glorious transition of youth impresses it- 
self upon the sad memory of a man, stand to 



Finally, the. Spaniards arc bound together 
by their isolation. From the Straits of Gib- 
raltar to the Pyrenees, different as province 
is from province, you feel everywhere some- 
thing quite separate from that which lies north 
of the Pyrenees, and from the Pyrenees on, all 
over the west of Europe. Roads arc an ex- 
ception, paths the rule; the hours of meals, the 
very habit in the wearing of the clothes, the 
form of salutation, the mule taking the place of 
the horse, the perceptible restraint in every 
kind of converse, all these mark out the harsh 
soil which lends a perpetual note of nobility to 
the story of Europe. No man who has known 
but would be able to say, if he were taken 
there blindfolded, and suddenly shown his sur- 
roundings, "This is Spain." The frontier is 
sharp, the division clear, the isolation abso- 
lute. 

The limits of a newspaper column forbid 
me a thousand tilings in this respect. I wish 
1 could describe (for instance) how there is 
in every Spanish building, from the least to the 
greatest, something at once severe and strange. 
Bowling into that great harbor of Barcelona 
one sees the Customs House, a building with 
wings. Coming over the northern slopes of 
the Guadaframa one sees Segovia sailing out in 
some immortal way as though the cathedral 
and palace intended to attempt the air. Spain 
lives, and will revive by such imaginations. 



share in the honor of the discovery as well as 
the invention of the telescope. 

Early in October, 1608. the use of the tele- 
scope was discovered in Holland as the result 
of an accident. As the story goes, an appren- 
tice playing with spectacle lenses in the shop of 
an optician named Hans Lippcrhey, of Middle- 
burg, noticed that by holding two of them in a 
certain position, a large and inverted view of 
objects was obtained. On hearing of this, 
Lipperhey fixed two glasses in a tube, so that 
the weather vane on a neighboring church 
spire could be seen apparently nearer and up- 
side down. This toy was shown in his window, 
where one day Marquis Spinola chanced to 
see it, and entered the shop to make inquiries 
concerning its purpose. We are told that he 
purchased one of these "magic glasses," as they 
were called, and afterwards gave it to Prince 
Maurice of Nassau. 

Galileo's Great Achievement. 

Reports of the invention, more or less 
vaguc, ( spread slowly over Europe, and reached 
Galileo, one of the greatest experimental phil- 
osophers of that modern world, when on a 
short visit to Venice about the middle of June 
1609. As Galileo's independent invention of 
the telescope, like so many more of his dis- 
coveries, has been denied or belittled by en- 
vious detractors in his own and later times, 
the story had best be told ii 



In a letter to his brother-in-law Landucci, dat- 
ed August 29, 1609, he says: — 

"I write now because I have a piece of 
news for you. You must know that about 
two months ago a report was spread here that 
in Flanders a spyglass had been presented to 
Prince Maurice, so ingeniously constructed 
that it made the most distant objects appear 
qifite near, so that a man could be seen quite 
plainly at a distance of two miles. This re- 
sult seemed to me so extraordinary that it sct^ 
rhe thinking, and as it appeared to me that it 
depended upon the laws of perspective, 1 re- 
flected on the manner of constructing it, and 
was at length so entirely successful that I made 
a spyglass which far surpassed the report of the 
Flanders one. 

"As the news had reached Venice that I 
had made such an instrument, six days ago I 
was summoned before their Highnesses, the 
Signors, and exhibited it to them, to the aston- 
ishment of the whole Senate. Many of the 
nobles and Senators, though of a great age, 
mounted more than once to the top of the high- 
est church tower in Venice, in order to see sails 
and shipping (which were so far off that it was 
two hours before they were seen, without my 
spyglass) steering full sail into the harbor; for 
the effect of my instrument is such that it 
makes an object fifty miles off appear as large 
as if it were only five. 

"Perceiving- of what great utility such an 
instrument would prove in naval and military 
operations, and seeing that his Serenity, the 
Doge, desired to possess it, I resolved on the 
twenty-fourth instant to go to the place and 
present it as a free gift." 

Rapid Rate of Progress. 

As a reward for his courtesy, in presenting 
the spyglass, and in particular for having in- 
vented the instrument, the Senate offered Gal- 
ileo a professorship for life in Padua, as a re- 
cognition of his discoveries and inventions. 

Of the first telescope referred to inth is ex- 
tract, no further mention is made, so we may 
suppose that it was of little value; but the 
second, which he presented to the Doge and 
is unfortunately lost, was shown for the first 
time in public on August 21, 1609, from the 
top of the campanile of Saint Mark's. The 
farthest object that could be plainty seen was 
the campanile of the Church of San Giustina 
in Padua, distant about twenty-two miles in a 
straight line. 

The third telescope Galileo made had a 
magnifying power of about eight diameters, 
making objects appear more than sixty times 
larger. But in a very few days he had a much' 
better one, which enlarged four hundred times. 
With this he made his first observations on the 
moon, which he "brought to a distance of less 
than three semi-diameters of the earth, thus 
making it appear about twenty, times nearer 
and four hundred times larger than when seen 
by the unaided eye." 

With a fifth and still more powerful tele- 
scope, which showed objects more than thirty 
times nearer, and nearly one thousand times 
larger, he completed his observations of the 
moon, which he ascertained to be a body very 
similar to the earth. He also learned that ten 
times the number of stars could be seen with 
this telescope; but the greatest marvel of all 
was the discovery of the four moons of Tupi- 
tcr. 

The hundred and more telescopes which 
Galileo had made in the first half of 1610 were 
distributed among the Princes and learned men 
of Italy, France, Flanders and German}'. At 
the French Court the arrival of Galileo's tele- 
scope caused great excitement, the Queen Mar- 
ia de Medici, being particularly interested in 
it as the invention of a distinguished fellow 
countryman. It is related that in her eager- 1 
ness to see. the moon through it, she would not 
wait till the instrument was suitably fixed at 
the open window, but fell on her knees on the 
floor, to the consternation of her suite and 
the amazement of the grave Italian in charge 
of the telescope. 

Seeking Honor Among the Stars. 

The solicitude of the French_court to gain 
a place in the heavens by the side of the Medici 
family is very amusing. In a letter, April 20, 
1610, the great astronomer is begged: 

"In case you discover any other fine star, 
call it by the name of the Great Star of France, 
as well as the most brilliant of all the earth, 
and. if it seems fit to you, call it rather by his 
proper name, Henri, than by the family name 
Bourbon. Thus you will have an opportunity 
of doing a thing due and proper in itself, and 
at the same time of rendering yourself and 
your family rich and powerful forever." 

As the news of Galileo's marvellous discov- 
eries spread over Italy, the popular excitement 
grew intense. Thus, in Florence, poets chant- 
ed the discoveries and the glory of their fellow 
citizen, and a public fete was celebrated in 
his honor. In Venice, Girolamo Sirturo de- 
scribes the excitement as amounting to frenzy, 
and tells an amusing story of his own experi- 
ence. With the first telescope he had suc- 
ceeded in making, he ascended the tower of 
Saint Mark's, in the hope of trying it unmolest- 
ed. Unluckily for him, he was seen by some 
idlers in the square below. A crowd soon col- 
session of the instrument, and detained him for 
hours until their curiosity was satisfied. Sir- 
turo thought it better to quit Venice early the 
next morning and pursue his observations in a 
less inquisitive neighborhood.
